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JAMES H. WEBB 


Was elected Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of An- 
cient Free and Accepted Masons of North Carolina at its 
January, 1922, communication; he had served in each 
intermediate station from Grand Sword Bearer, to which 
he was appointed by Grand Master F. P. Hobgood in 
1915. 

Grand Master Webb was initiated, passed and raised 
(November 20, 1895) in Continental Lodge, No. 287, A. 
F. & A. M., of New York, from which he was dimitted 
and elected to membership (September 5, 1899) in Una- 
nimity Lodge, No. 7, A. F. & A. M., of Edenton, N. C.; 
dimitted from Unanimity and elected to membership in 
Eagle Lodge, No. 71, A. F. & A. M., Hillsboro, June 16, 
1905. 

He is particularly proud to be a member of Eagle 
Lodge, of which his father was a member from his ma- . 
jority in 1849 until his death in 1894. Chartered in 1819, 
Eagle Lodge, with its more than a century of usefulness 
to Masonry and humanity, has numbered among its mem- 
bers Grand Masters James Strudwick Smith (1822) and 
E. F. Watson (1862-63); Past Grand Master Samuel 
M. Gattis (1908-09) is also one of its honored members. 

The degrees of Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite 
Masonry were conferred on Brother Webb in 1919, and 
he became a member of Oasis Temple, A. A. O. N. 
Mystic Shrine on December of that year. 

James H. Webb was born in Hillsboro, August 23, 
1868, the sixth child of Thomas and Robina (Norwood) 
Webb; his four brothers are Brother Master Masons. He 
was married October 29, 1902, to Annie Hudgins Bond, 
of Edenton. Their children are: Helen Bond, born No- 
vember 2, 1903; James (November 28, 1904); Henry 
Bond (September 15, 1909), and Thomas (August 30, 
1912). 

His occupation is manufacturing colored cotton fab- 
rics, being Treasurer and General Manager of Eno Cot- 
ton Mills; his education in this business began in March, 
1883, when he began work at Alamance Cotton Mills, 
(established by Edwin M. Holt in 1837) which manu- 
factured the first colored cotton goods made in the South. 
He is also Vice-President and Chairman of the Executive 
Committee of the Cotton Manufacturing Association of 
North Carolina.

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Grand Master’s Address 


The Grand Master delivered the following address, 
which was referred to the Board of General Purposes: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina, 
Raleigh, North Carolina: 


BRETHREN: I come to you tonight with a report of 
our year’s work. 


It has been arduous yet full of happiness to me, both 
for the works done and because of the wonderful spirit 
shown by the Brethren everywhere. 

Whenever I have called for assistance there has been 
a whole-hearted response which has lightened labor and 
smoothed the difficulties until it has filled the year full 
of that joy which always comes to toilers who share the 
burdens and rewards of joint labor for love’s sake. 

I tender hearty fraternal thanks to the Grand Sec- . 
retary, the Board of General Purposes, the District 
Deputy Grand Masters, and Grand Lecturerg and all 
others who have responded so freely to requests for as- 
sistance. 


EDUCATION 


The last Grand Lodge, realizing the need of a wider 
knowledge of our history and land marks, our institu- 
tions, and the fraternity generally, appointed a Commit- 
tee on Education. This committee met in Raleigh and 
after discussing the matter thoroughly requested Bro. 
Job Taylor to prepare a course of study for the Masons of 
North Carolina, and to have the same published when 
approved by Brothers Poteat and Austin. Brother Tay- 
lor prepared this course and two letters to be sent out 
by me as Grand Master; one to the Master of each Lodge 
and one to each of the District Deputy Grand Masters, 
urging them to take up this course of study, either in 
their local Lodges or in District Meetings, and I believe 
great good has been accomplished.

I would suggest that this committee be continued 
with the request that they get out a new course of study 
for the Lodges for the coming year. We cannot empha- 
size too greatly its importance. I would also suggest in 
this connection, that the committee should, under each 
subject, prepare an outline talk such as the Masonic 
Service Association has done in the different bulletins 
they send out. This, I think, would be a great help to the 
members of our country Lodges, who are called upon to 
make these talks.

October 12th, at Chapel Hill, to lay corner stone of 
new dormitory for University. 

November 10th, at Raleigh, to lay corner stone of 
Memorial Tower to the memory of the Heroic Dead of 
the A. & E. College. 

December 23rd, at Oxford, to lay corner stone of Wil- 
liam J. Hicks Memorial Hospital at Orphanage. 


DISPENSATIONS 


I have issued the following Dispensations for new 
Lodges: 

May 5th, 1921, Goldston, at Goldston, Chatham county. 

June 5th, 1921, Plumtree, at Plumtree, Avery county. 

June 28, 1921, Cameron, at Cameron, Moore county. 

August 23, 1921, Harmony at Harmony, Iredell county. 


August 29, 1921, John A. Nichols, at Asheville, Bun- 
combe county. 
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I have issued quite a number of Special Dispensa- 
tions, most all of them for the election of officers. I 
hardly think it is necessary to mention them in detail. 
In issuing dispensations for new Lodges, I have made 
the same requirements as my two predecessors that the 
Lodges should be examined by one of the Lecturers who 
should certify that five of them could confer all three of 
the degrees in a creditable manner. This certificate has 
not been sent me in either case, but I understand that 
Brother Nelson has examined John. A Nichols’ Lodge, 
at Asheville, and has expressed himself as satisfied as to 
their ability to do the work. I therefore, recommend 
Km a charter be issued John A. Nichols’ Lodge at Ashe- 
ville. 

DECISIONS 


Many questions have been asked, requiring a con- 
struction of Masonic law. These were in the main, an- 
swered by reference to the Code. Only twice have I been 
called upon to render decision under the Code. 

The first was an appeal to me in a case where a pro- 
fane had petitioned A. Lodge and had been elected to the 
degrees in Masonry and initiated. He then moved to 
the jurisdiction of B. Lodge and at the request of A. Lodge 
the other two degrees were conferred upon him. He 
never signed the By-Laws of A. Lodge. Some months 
later, the Secerarty of .B. Lodge wrote to A. Lodge for 
a dimit, stating he had been elected a member of B. Lodge. 

I held that he was not a member of any Lodge, but 
that he would have to sign the By-Laws of A. Lodge be- 
fore a dimit could be granted. The full text of this de- 
cision was sent at the time rendered to the Grand Sec- 
retary as required by the Code for the action of the Com- 
mittee on Jurisprudence. 

The second was a case in which the son of a Master 
Mason had petitioned for the degrees in Masonry. At 
the meeting in which the ballot was taken the father, 
with two others, was sent out to examine some visitors. 
While out a ballot was taken and he was rejected. On 
approval of the minutes. the father objected to the min- 
utes on account of the fact that he was sent out by the 
Worshipful Master, and was not present at the ballot 
and was denied a personal privilege, namely of with- 
drawing the petition. 
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I ruled that Reg. 335, “WHO VOTES, Every member 
of the Grand or Subordinate Lodge must vote if present, 
unless excused.” Reg. 336, “HOW EXCUSED. The 
power to excuse a Brother from voting is not in the Mas- 
ter or Grand Master, but in the Lodge or Grand Lodge 
and rests with majority.” 

I held that inasmuch as the records showed that these 
three Brethren were present and did not vote and were 
not excused from voting by the action of the Lodge that 
the election was illegal and ordered a new ballot. 


On complaint of two members of Farmers Lodge, 
No. 404, as provided by Section 166 of the Constitution, 
I suspended the Worshipful Master of Farmers Lodge, 
and appointed a Committee to try the Master. 


The chairman of the Committee wrote me that the 
Master wished the case to be continued until after the 
trial of a civil suit against him, which would be tried in 
February, 1922, alleging that the charges were brought 
to obtain evidence against him in the civil suit. I left 
the entire matter to the discretion of the committee and 
as he would be automatically reinstated as the Master 
of the Lodge at the expiration of my term I would sug- 
gest that the Grand Lodge continue this committee, com- 
posed of W. S. Reich, E: R. Ford and A. S. Cate and con- 
tinue suspension of the Brother until the committee tries 
the case and report their decision to the Grand Master 
and same is approved by the Grand Master. 


REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE 


Brother Dunn, Chairman of the Committee on Ap- 
peals on account of the voluminous records in the Hamby 
SS requested that a Special Committee be appointed to 

ry it. 

I appointed Brothers W. S. Reich, of Elkin; J. W. 
Winborne, of Marion; W. F. Randolph, at Asheville. 

They decided the case and made a report to me, which 
I approved and forwarded to the Grand Secretary and 
it will be necessary for this session of the Grand Lodge 
to approve or disapprove the findings of this committee. 


MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME 


I had the pleasure of being present at a Directors‘ 
meeting of the Eastern Star Home. It was a source of 
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pride and gratification to me to see the splendid progress 
made in the provisions for our aged and infirm benefi- 
ciaries. And I respectfully urge the Grand Lodge to 
make as large an appropriation for this great and noble 
undertaking as their financial condition will warrant, 
remembering the added expense of the splendid new build- 
ing which they are now erecting. 


OXFORD ORPHAN ASYLUM 


This noble charity still challenges the admiration of 
the State, furnishing as it does food, clothes, homes and 
a splendid education for 394 of the orphans of our State. 
About 75 per cent of the orphans are children of non- 
“Masons, which shows another evidence of the breadth 
of our Masonic charity. I commend this great charity 
` to the fraternity and ask the Finance Committee to make 
to this great work as large an appropriation as they pos- 
sibly can. Reports from the Directors of both of these 
institutions will be read to the Grand Lodge for its con- 
sideration. 


WILLIAM J. HICKS MEMORIAL HOSPITAL 


When I assumed the duties of Grand Master there 
was thrust upon my unconsciousness the great need of 
hospital facilities for our children at the Home at Ox- 
ford. This seemed the great and urgent need of this 
time and I fondly. hoped that we might give it such an 
impulse as to make it a possibility in the near future. 


The wonderful response of the Brethren whenever 
reached by direct appeal, soon convinced me that the fra- 
ternity thought as I did, felt as I felt, and were as eager. 
to engage in the work as one could wish. I wrote a per- 
sonal letter to each Mason in the state, urging the need 
. for this added facility to the Orphan Home. In many 
Lodges and communities, the response was hearty and 
heartening. Many of the Lodges have not reported, but 
something over $50,000.00 has been received in pledges 
of which about $23,000.00 is now in hand in cash and the 
corner stone has been laid. I wish here to call the fra- 
ternity to look upon this venture as vital, and to call upon 
them to give it their continued support. I wish to call 
special attention to the Nineteenth District, which with 
a membership of about 900, will pledge something like 
. $14,000.00 for this enterprise. 
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I wish to render the heartfelt and well-merited thanks 
to the Grand Matron and Past Grand Matron of the Eas- 
tern Star for their hearty and helpful co-operation in 
this great work. ` 

While all the District Deputy Grand Masters have not 
reported their labors in this matter, I am so impressed 
with the splendid results, from what I hear, that I am 
constrained to believe that when the Masons of North 
Carolina have any rroposition properly presented to them 
they will always respond in keeping with the demand and 
in a way that will take care of every condition of real 
Masonic need with just the help the occasion requires. 


I wish I might report to the Grand Lodge exactly 
what has been done, but I can only pass on to you the 
information gathered from the fragmentary reports 
which have come in. : 


From the best information obtainable it appears that 
from sixty-five to seventy-five thousand dollars will have 
been raised when the canvass is complete. 


Not all have seen the Vision! Some of our larger 
and stronger Lodges have waited and apparently slept. 
Some of the small and weak Lodges have responded glo- 
riously. 

I wish in concluding my report of the year’s activities 
to thank each Brother for his courtesy and assistance. 
To pray the benediction of a loving Father upon the fra- 
ternity and assure you each one that in carrying on to a 
speedy completion the hospital building and furnishing 
it completely and scientifically, you will be aiding in a 
great and noble undertaking which will be worth while 
to you and to our orphan children at the Home. 


Now at the close of my term of office, before passing 
the gavel of this great position to my successor, I wish 
to say that with a heart full of thankfulness for the honor 
you have conferered upon me and a renewed desire to be 
helpful to this great brotherhood, I lay aside the Purple 
of our fraternity and come back again as a willing crafts- 
man to do the daily work at the daily wage. 

The Most Worshipful George C. Williams, Grand 
Master of Delaware, was escorted into the Grand Lodge 
by Past Grand Masters F. D. Winston, Henry A. Grady 
and B. S. Royster, and was introduced by Past Grand 
Master B. S. Royster, as follows: 
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Most Worshipful Grand Master and Brethren of The 
Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


I have the pleasure of presenting to the Grand Lodge. 
of North Carolina the Grand Master of our sister juris- 
diction of Delaware.. 


The Grand Master: Please conduct the Most Wor- 
shipful Grand Master of Delaware to the east. Most 
Worshipful Sir and Brother, in behalf of the thirty-five 
thousand Masons of North Carolina, I bid you welcome 
to the Old North State. I trust your stay with us will 
be a pleasant one, and that at some future day you will 
return. Our latch string will always hang on the outside 
for you. 

Grand Master Williams: Most Worshipful Grand 
Master of the State of North Carolina, the Wardens and 
Brethren of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina. I want 
to assure you that I have great pleasure in coming here 
this evening to visit the Grand Lodge of the State of 
North Carolina, and to bring to the Grand Lodge of this 
jurisdiction the greetings of the sister Grand Lodge of 
the State of Delaware.

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again this year contrasting the receipts of the Grand 
foie with the o iA and membership when I was elected Grand 
Secretary in 1917. In 1917 the receipts from all sources were 
$27,681.77. This year they are $75,639.93. Deducting the $31,- 
120.00 Charity Fund from this total leaves receipts from all other 
‘sources for the year, $43,919.93, which is an increase of 75 per 
cent. in four years and of course makes an increase with the 
Charity Fund of nearly 200 per cent. In 1917 we had a member- 
ship of 25,910. On June 30, 1921, our membership was 36,576. 
This is an increase of 40 per cent over 1917. . The increase of 
3,030 members is the largest the order has experienced. . i 
In many of our Lodges applications have been coming in to 
such an extent that they have been forced to hold special communi- 
` cations to enable them to confer the degrees and keep up with 
their other work. This growth has caused apprehension in the 
minds of some of our Brethren causing them to think that the 
ballot box was not being properly used. But judging from the 
number of rejections in the various Lodges I do not think their 
fear is well founded. While there are many coming in to the 
Order, yet, there are thousands of good and true men in North 
Oarolina who are in every way eligible, who have not as yet made 
known their desire to become Masons. Let us hope that all who 
have applied so far or who will make application in the future 
will be actuated only by a desire to render service to God and 
to humanity. i ‘

MINNEAPOLIS LODGE, NO. 601 


During the year 1920 a question of jurisdictions having arisen 
between Cranberry Lodge, No. 598, and Minneapolis Lodge, No. 
601, the matter was investigated and Grand Master Braswell or- 
dered that Minneapolis Lodge, No. 601, pay over to Cranberry 
Lodge, No. 598, $40.00 being amount of degree fees due Cranber- 
ry Lodge by Minneapolis Lodge, No. 601, and ordered that a defi- 
nite line of jurisdiction be established at a point half-way on the 
county road between these two Lodges.

I was advised by the Secretary of Minneapolis Lodge that

the Secretary of Cranberry Lodge that they did receive a check 
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for the $40.00, but that the check was returned to them unpaid. 
I immediately wrote the Secretary of Minneapolis Lodge in re- 
gard to the matter and advised him that if the amount was not 
paid that I would be compelled to lay the matter before the 
Grand Lodge at this communication. š 


BONDS OF GRAND TREASURER AND GRAND SECRETARY 


Upon consultation with Grand Treasurer Laey we concluded 
that the following: matter should be brought to the attention of the 
Grand Lodge. The 1914 Code states and fixes bonds to be exe- 
cuted by your Grand Treasurer and Grand Secretary at $5,000.00 
each. In 1914 when this Code was passed the receipts of the 
Grand Lodge aggregated about $20,000.00. 

The bonds executed by your Grand Treasurer and Grand Sec- 
retaries since that date has remained at 5,000.00 each. The re- 
ceipts, if you will notice in my repart, aggregate $75,759.79. While 
it is true that at no one time does either of these officers hold 
in his possession an amount equal to the total receipts during the 
year, e" it is apparent that the amount of these bonds should be 
increased. 


GEORGE WASHINGTON MEMORIAL ASSOCIATION 


I attended the annual meeting of the Association held at 
Alexandria on last February as one of the-representatives of your 
Grand Lodge. 


This Association is an Association of Grand Lodges of Amer- 
ica and other Masonic bodies having for its purpose to build a 
building at Alexandria to preserve priceless heirlooms and me- 
mentos of Washington and at the same time to make it a magnifi- 
cent memorial to Washington, the Man and the Mason. 


The site upon which the Temple or Memorial will be built 
has beer presented to the Association by Washington Lodge, No. 
22, Alexandria, Virginia. It being the location originally se- 
lected by Thomas Jefferson for the Capital Building of the 
United States. 


Two years ago we decided to ask for contributions from each 
jurisdiction of $1.00 per member for this purpose. Several of the 
jurisdictions have already completed their quota and paid over 
to the Association. The total amount paid in as of January 5, 
1922, being $477,801.63, of this amount only $2,400.37 has been 
received from North Carolina. 


Brethren, this is an object which should appeal to every pa- 
triotic Mason in the United States and should be given more con- 
sideration by North Carolina Masons than has heretofore been 
given it. At the last meeting of the Association I frankly told 
them that we would be unable on account of having to build a 
hospital at Oxford for our children to contribute anything during 
the year 1921. Bro. Henry A. Grady, Chairman for the State of 
North Carolina of the Association, recently resigned and at the 
suggestion of your Grand Master I have been appointed State 
Chairman. An appeal will be made to you Brethren during 1922 
for each Lodge to raise contributions among its members, equaling 
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| | ember. I feel that you will be glad to raise this amount 
cta ee and do your part, with other jurisdictions in 
building this memorial to that Great Mason, the “Father of his 
Country.” 


BOOK MASONRY 


Notwithstanding that regulation 28 of the Code states that, 
“Any Lodge or member using improper books will be proceeded 
against by the Grand Lodge or have its charter arrested, or the 
Brother expelled for so doing.” I am satisfied that there is a 
great deal of so-called Book Masonry in North Carolina. 

Rumor of its use is constantly being heard. It is hard to get 
evidence of the actual fact, but this law has been on the statute 
book of the Grand Lodge for seven years. If there has ever been 
anyone convicted and punished under the law, I am not aware 
of it. I presume that use of these books will continue until evi- 
dence is obtained and some Lodge or member convicted and 
punished. i 

To my associate officers of the Grand Lodge and Masonic 
Brethren throughout North Carolina I desire to extend my heart- 
felt thanks and appreciation for their helpful words and acts es- 
pecially, for those expressions of love and sympathy which came 
to me during the darkest hour of my life, comforting and sus- 
taining me in my trouble.

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The Grand Master introduced Bro. S. R. Harris, the 
Grand Orator, who delivered the following address: 


THE HUMAN CRY AND MASONRY’S ANSWER 


In nature there is no absolute rest. In the human mind and 
in the human heart is no perfect satisfaction. Each success is 
only a rung in the ladder to higher achievement. There is no 
goal absolute. Progress calls men, and they thrill to the appeal 
of “The farther on.” Seeking that which was lost has been the 
grand allurement of the past. Looking for ithat which is to be, 
is the inspiration for present day effort and for future devel- 
opment. Human need has no salve in the passing years, and no 
alleviation in passive redemption. The hard hand of necessity 
is on us. However that hand is not beyond human control. 
Humanity’s destiny is in humanity’s hand. We shall al- 
ways be the architects of our own fortunes. Ecclesiastic 
doctrines, political dreams and paganish fears hold no absolute 
dominance over human thought and human action. Humanity is 
what humanity becomes. We are measured by no past. The en- 
virons of the present are only assistants to our future develop- 
ment. The call of the Holy Saints John still falls on the listening 
ears of earnest men. The one to control environment—the other, 
the far reaching cry, the burden of the ages, the golden gleam 
of the future, the lure of the divine. When we acknowledge a 
limitation we are stained with sin. Every Hiram has his Jubilum; 
but every Jubilum has his nemesis in the human constitution. 
There is no escape at the Joppa gate. The crowning glory of it 
all is, that in Judah’s Lion, we rout all difficulty, we banish all 
despondence, and we come to our victory and to our crowning. 
The ignorant may assail us, but let us throw our mantle of charity 
over their blindness. Let us pity their ignorance since they have 
not seen the lights in Masonry; nor tried the perfect points of 
fellowship. Human help must come to the human cry. Masonry 
must pluck off her shoe, in the everlasting covenant, to answer the 
‘human need. There must be born ten thousand consecrated sons 
of the widow of the tribe of Naphtali, as well as ten thousand 
aspirants to the lineage of Judah’s Virgin. We need all of our 
misticism and yet we must struggle with all the necessities of 
universal pragmatism. 

Our order has long ago accepted the challenge; but the relent- 
less warfare still wages against human suffering, human ignor- 
ance and human despair. There still arises the incense from her 
hecatombs of sacrifice, and we still climb the winding stairs, and 
still strive to enter into the gates of the temple not made with 
hands. 

In all our history and through all our tradition, he has been 
great, who did great things. Not our visions, not our dreams, 
have been our criticism, but the effect of these on our actions, has 
counted in our appraisal of human virtues. 

In our order is no place for any over paid overling to vaunt 
‘himself, or any of his attainments. No more is there room for 
sycophantish underlings who disgrace manhood by heapish as- 
sumption or Simian following. We trust to no past, though the 
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son of Lamech and Zilliah lives among our workers in brass. We 
claim no special prerogative, though we hung our sheaves at the 
fords of the Jordan and called upon the Ephraimites to say Shib- 
boleth; and because “They couldn't frame to pronounce,” we found 
our country's enemies. We have lived in the best of the world's 
religions—we live now in the hearts of numberless widows, or- 
phans, and the otherwise helpless of earth's millions; but with all 
this, we take no long look backwards. We project our past and ` 
our present into the future, where we shall have a fruition com- 
mensurate with that projection. If any man, whether he be a 
politician, ecclesiastic or only God's free man,—if any man has 
it in mind to help our race, we give him a shibboleth to all our 
traditions, and a sesame to all our treasures. We stand at the 
door to meet every intrigue. We defy all efforts to throttle us 
with an effete ritualism—we scorn all defunct dynasties—we fear 
no treacherous encroachment of a pussilanimous personality; for 
we dare to stand in God’s place for a man. We recognize Him 
as the Universal Love, whose sacred Light is for all men who 
look to Him. We recognize our fellow men as our brothers, who 
weaken themselves and bar our limitless progress, by standing 
aloof. We recognize the universal brotherhood and limit no man’s 
belief nor thrust any credal distinctions upon him. All men, ail 
churches and all organizations, whose purpose it is to listen to 
and relieve humanity’s cry, we hail. We bid God speed to every 
individual who is concerned in God’s purpose, the human uplift. 

We deny the ignorant accusation that we are narrow; but 
we raise no clamor since we know our accusers are too limited 
in their view, to recognize our scope. We raise no cry against 
Dr. Einstein and his philosophy of relativity; nor against his pos- 
sible belittling teaching of the stars. But we do know that with 
all his learning and with all his philosophy, should he try with 
his supremest effort, he can never blot out the Eastern Star nor 
the Star of Bethlehem. I mention these with no thought of as- 
sociation or comparison. These live eternally in the hearts and 
minds of men, because of what they mean to men. The idealism 
is fixed beyond every possible attrition; and their glory is fixed 
in our language and in our loves. When the angels sang over the 
Judean Hills, “Peace on earth,” I am sure a homophonous note 
sounded around the world, on Masonry’s resonant harp. Resonant 
still, till church and state, by love and by law, have heard “The 
cry in the night,” and daily come with ministering hands to hush 
the cry, and fulfill humanity’s demands. It is more than that— 
it has an infinite reach and fulfills the infinite demands. “Pure 
religion and undefiled before God and the Father is this, to visit 
the fatherless and the widows in their affliction and to keep him- 
self unspotted from the world.”

But we glory in the triumphant fact that Masonry has as- 
` sumed humanity’s task. The first St. John called us to take a 
hand in all our environment. Masonry heard no note of the froth 
of seeming ordinances when he sounded the proclamation of a 
kingdom at hand. . St. John the Evangelist made a new call and 
men all over the earth have thrilled by ‘its echoes. A new pos- 
sibility to men—a new reach to his aspirations—a new thrill to 
his joys—a new realm for his activities. The realm of the divine 
is our possibility. In all lterature there is no stronger statement 
than this, namely: “Now are we the sons of God?” It may be 
involved in the truth, that it is not a necessity, but a privilege. 
It may also be involved in the fact, that the divine privilege is 
conditioned on the Godly characteristic. But it is nevertheless 
true; and “God is Love,” and “Love worketh no ill,” and “Love 
is fulfilling of the law.” 

If then the lure of the divine appeals to you, begin to do 
divine things. Personal activities indicate personal character. 
We do God-like things when we clothe widows, feed children, pro- 
vide homes for the homeless, give cheer to the cheerless; in short, 
when we love humanity. When our Most Worshipful Grand Mas- 
ter set as his task and his ideal the building of a hospital at our 
Orphanage it was very like “The Sun of Righteousness rising with 
healing on his wings.” Masonry’s loves are crystallizing into 
our country’s laws. When the universal love shall become the 
universal law then indeed will “The Kingdom of God be within 
you.” Then all mankind shall meet on the level, act uprightly on 
the plumb and part on the square. I appeal to you and thrill you ` 
with these words which “They seeing do not perceive and hearing 
do not understand.” In the olden days when Elisha was at Do- 
than, his servant saw in the early dawn the hills around covered 
with the enemy’s horses and chariots. The young man saw noth- 
ing but sure destruction. He said, “Alas, my master, How shail 
we do?” The prophet’s answer rings down the centuries with 
synchronous nicety to us and to our day, “Fear not; for they that 
be with us are more than they that be with them.” They walked 
through the Syrian hosts unseen; but they led them just the same. 
More than this, a thousand times more, the Lord opened their 
eyes and they saw. Elisha prepared great provisions for them 
and when they had eaten and drunk he sent them away. So the 
bands of Syria came no more into the land of Israel. 

Along man’s pathway from his beginning until now, scattered 
through the centuries have been high places, where the heart 
throbs most, whence have come new gleams bringing new truth 
and new delights. Nine hundred years from Dothan the inimit- 
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lar said, “If thine enemy hunger, feed him; if he 
dub nm drink." Our order knows no pessimism and har- 
bors no doubt. A sublime faith is the only sesame to our recesses 
and the only pass word to our mysteries. Every man of you will 
testify that not one of you ever saw within the tiled precincts 
until you had declared without suggestion your faith and your 
trust. And yet an ignorant intelligence sometimes . undertakes 
to criticize that of which they have no knowledge and scoff at that 
which they cannot see. We pity the poor blind man who says 
there is no color and no beauty. We weep for the poor deaf who 
vow there is no sound and no music. But we cultivate our roses 
to bloom in God's garden, and we sing along our journey with 
the “Spirits of just men made perfect.” Oh for an Elisha to 
pray that their eyes might be opened. But such as we have we 
give. They must look on us as many brothers and fellows have 
done before. Then shall they leap forth into new action with new 
inspiraiton. Thousands stand on the very threshold with no as- 
piration to advance. Thousands grope in darkness and they com- 
prehend it not. I appeal to you, my Brethren, that your loves 
and your lives, your words and your deeds, your inspiration and 
your zeal may appeal to those who stand afar off. I appeal to your 
remembrance of your darkness. I appeal to your thrill at the gleam 
of the light. I appeal to your recollection of the gruesome time 
when the Acacia was found. I appeal to your thrills when the 
mionotone sounded the hopeless midnight. I appeal to your re- 
sponse to a new light and a new life. By every sacred memory 
and by every gleam, of the new hope I appeal to every man of you 
to fill up the place that belongs to a man. For whence came 
you? 

Past Grand Master Gattis: I think the Grand Lodge 
and the Grand Master are to be felicitated upon the fact 
that the Grand Master had to pass by the superintendents 
and the overseers and called on one of the hands for the 
Grand Oration.

Past Grand Master Royster read the following report 
of the Directors of the Oxford Orphan Asylum, so much 
of which as related to finance was referred to the Fi- 


nance Committee, and the remainder to Orphan Asylum 
Committee. 
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REPORT OF BOARD OF DIRECTORS 
To The Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Detailed information as to the work of Oxford Or- 
phan Asylum, in its various departments, is contained 
in the reports hereto appended, and we earnestly request 
every Mason in the State to read and study these reports 
most carefully. This great “life-saving station” needs 
only to be known, to challenge the best in Masonry; and 
in citizenship generally, to give to it a liberal share of 
their substance and a whole-hearted ‘support. 

The year through which we have just passed has 
brought to your Institution many trying experiences and 
but for our unbounded faith and confidence in the great 
body of Masons of the State, your Directors might have 
faltered. You have never failed us. This fact has en- 
couraged us in meeting and solving the difficulties of the 
past, and we are still filled with hopes and aspirations 
for even greater things in the future. 

You will note, from this report of the number of chil- 
dren now in the Orphanage that we are striving to care 
for, there are more children than our dormitory capacity 
justifies. While this is true, we have on file approved 
applications for about one hundred children whose need is 
urgent. 

The general condition of the farm, barns and other 
buildings used in connection with the farm is fairly 
good. 

We have built during the past year a model Sanitary 
Dairy or Milking Barn, and the same is equipped with 
all modern, up-to-date appliances to protect the milk 
from pollution. There are larger milking barns in the 
State than ours, but none better. Your Directors invite 
you to visit your Institution and inspect it in every detail. 

The Main Building, Cottages and Dining Hall will 
soon need considerable repairs, the cost of which will be 
greatly in excess of the appropriations heretofore made 
by the Grand Lodge. 

The health of the children for the past year has been 
exceptionally good. This fact is largely due to the con- 
stant care given to them by our Physician and Dentist. 
Several clinics have been held for the removal of tonsils 
and adenoids and the results have been most gratifying. 
G-L—4 
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We are especially proud of the school work in the In- 
stitution. We yield to none in the thoroughness of this 
department in the training of our girls and boys. 

Our industrial departments were all busy during the 
year and while one or two of them show slight losses, 
these losses have been more than absorbed by the very 
valuable training and experience of the boys engaged in 
the work. Kä 

Like a large majority of the farmers in our section, 
our farm shows a small loss. We are quite certain that 
you will not find fault with us on this score. 

Our Singing Class still maintains its hold upon the 
people of all sections of the State, and the receipts from 
the concerts for the year we regard as a splendid tribute 
to the children who composed the Class and to those who 
trained and had them in charge. Your special attention 
is invited to the report of Mr. L. W. Alderman, Manager 
of the Singing Class. 

We urge every Mason in the State to subscribe for 
The Orphans’ Friend. The paper is clean, elevating and 
instructive. We fear that too many who subscribe to 
this splendid publication do so with the idea that they 
are giving the subscription price as a donation to the 
Orphanage. Get this idea out of your minds; read the 
paper; learn something of what is being done to help 
these hundreds of boys and girls, and you will want to 
have a larger part in this noble charity. 


At the 1921 communication of the Grand Lodge the 
raising of funds for the building of the William J. Hicks 
Memorial Hospital was begun and this work has been 
prosecuted through the year. The results have been such 
as to justify your Directors in deciding to lay the corner 
stone of the hospital, which was done by the Grand Lodge, 
Grand Master J. Bailey Owen presiding, on Friday, De- 
cember 23, 1921. We believe that the building can be 
completed during the present year. To all who have 
assisted in this great enterprise we extend our thanks, 
and we cordially invite others and all of you to help us in 
ie SES completion of this much-needed addition to our 
plant. 


The needs of your Institution for the coming year 
will be greater than ever, and we are certain that you 
will appreciate this, and that you will make liberal ap- 
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propriations for carrying on the work. We ask that you 
appropriate the following amounts for the coming year, 
confident that you will do so if possible:

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
To the Board of Directors Oxford Orphan Asylum: 


GENTLEMEN: This year has been one in which there 
have been made several valuable additions and improve- 
ments to our plant, and the quality of the work being done 
for the children. 

The cement walks and paved drives in the campus in 
front of the Main Building and Cottages which were be- 
gun last year have been completed. It is the general 
comment of all who see these improvements that they 
have added very greatly to the beauty of the grounds. 

The sanitary dairy barn which you authorized to be 
erected at your last meeting has been completed and in 
use for some months. I am sure you will have just 
grounds to be proud of this building. I hope it in every 
way meets the requirements of and assists in the sani- 
tary handling of the milk for the children. The build- 
ing is a very attractive one and its construction is of 
the most substantial kind. For the benefit of our friends 
I am having a cut made of the interior as well as the ex- 
terior view of the building to be published in the annual 
report. 

Right here I wish to say that our dairy herd has been 
increased during the past year until we now have thirty- 
six cows and are getting 100 gallons of milk a day; 
enough to furnish every one of the 394 children in the 
Home an average of one quart of milk a day and 140 to 
170 pounds of butter a week. Our dairy herd is making 
an exceptionally fine average of two and 80-100 gallons 
of milk per cow a day. 

We will have spent $20,000.00 in erecting this barn, 
building two hollow tile silos and putting down cement 
approaches around same when completed. This money 
was borrowed and we have no money in sight with which 
to repay same except the $5,000.00 appropriated last 
year by the Grand Lodge. This leaves $15,000.00 to be 
raised for this purpose. 

At the annual meeting of Oasis and Sudan Temples 
last December they most generously voted to make an 
appropriation of fifty cents per member for two years 
for the purpose of building a swimming pool and fitting 
up an athletic field on our grounds. With this assurance 
we have proceeded to finance the plan and have built 
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just as attractive a swimming pool as we know how to 
build. It is a thing of beauty and a joy during hot weath- 
er. Both Shrines have paid their first installment on this 
improvement and I am sure will complete their engage- 
ment at their next annual meeting. I do not know exact- 
ly what amount they will turn into us, as it is based upon 
their membership at the time of their meeting in Decem- 
ber. But am sure the amount will be ample to pay for 
the improvement.. It looks now like it will amount to very 
near $7,000.00 for both Shrines. 

We cannot express our gratitude to the Brethren of 
Oasis and Sudan Temples for the gift of this swimming 
pool. It is impossible to estimate its value in the pleas- 
ure it has and will afford; or the benefit it has and will ` 
be to the physical development of the children here. We 
have seen enough of its good effects to esteem it as among 
our most valued assets. 

Inasmuch as we have made such preparations for the 
physical development of the children it naturally follows 
that we should have instructors to take charge of this 
department of the work. Therefore, acting upon your 
authority, I have secured two very finely equipped in- 
structors for this purpose: Miss Aldace Fitzwater,. of 
Greensboro, to have charge of the girls; and Mr. J. W. 
Duncan, of Raleigh Y. M. C. A., to have charge of the 
boys. We were extremely fortunate in securing both 
of these instructors because of their splendid prepara- 
tion for this particular work and also because of their. 
splendid qualities of heart, mind and temperament 
which makes their work among the children very satis- 
factory. We feel very much pleased with the results be- 
ing obtained by both these new additions to our faculty. 

In my last report I stated that plans were on foot to 
beautify the children’s cemetery. I am glad to tell you 
that this work is completed and I am not. now ashamed, 
and I hope you will not be, to have any one visit that spot 
where our dear, departed children are at rest. 

I At your last meeting you decided to authorize the 
erection of an up-to-date hospital on the grounds to be 
known as the William J. Hicks Memorial Hospital in 
memory of our much beloved and greatly esteemed friend 
and former Superintendent of this institution, who did 
so much for it and gave so many years of service with- 
out salary while it was in financial difficulty. I am 
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leased that the raising of the funds for the erec- 
Se this building has progressed so well. Lest their 
modesty keep them from informing you and our other 
- friends of the great part they have taken in this work, 
I wish to say that your thanks are due for their untiring 
efforts to our Grand Master, Bro. J. Bailey Owen, and 

. B. S. Royster. 
T enema Royster is Treasurer of these hospital 
funds I will not further comment on this enterprise, but 
felt it my pleasure to give out this much information in 
regard to this most important matter. j 

Im the interest of brevity I take the liberty of refer- 
ring you to the report of our Lady Supervisor, Miss N. 
N. Bemis, in regard to matters connected with the Cot- 
tage and School Work, which she so ably and efficiently 
supervises. 

For information in regard to the finances, as well as 
in regard to the Printing Office, Woodworking Shop, 
Shoe Shop and Farm, to the report of Mr. Ivey Allen, 
Treasurer. 

The report of Dr. T. L. Booth will give the facts in 
connection with the health, and that of Dr. T. T. Frazier 
will tell of the condition of the teeth of the children. 


While we have been greatly blessed with good health 
among the children our friends have been most gen- 
erous in their contributions to the support of the Home, 
for which we are most profoundly grateful. I feel that 
it is due the managers of the farm to say that the poor 
‘showing which that department makes is not caused by 
any lack of attention or industry on the part of the man- 
agers of that department. During the entire time from 
the 28th of May until the 1st of November of this year 
the ground on our farm did not have enough rain on it 
to wet it over an inch deep. The few light showers 
which fell during that time were hardly sufficient to keep 
vegetation alive, to say nothing about assisting it to 
grow and mature a crop. There has never been so un- 
seasonable a summer for making a crop in this section 
so far as I am able to find out. You will have to excuse 
ere They did the best they could under the circum- 
stances. 


The Singing Class has made another very fine showing 
and the instruction and management of the children by 
Miss Myrtie Muse has made the concerts fully as popu- 
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. lar as they ever were. The Manager, Bro. L. W. Alder- 
man, gives some very interesting information in regard 
to the Class in his report herewith submitted. 1 must 
say that the financial results of the tours of this Class 
this year have far surpassed our expectations. 


Taking the year as a whole it seems that we have a 
great deal to be grateful for. We have not experienced 
any serious sickness and the children never had better 
health. Our friends seemed to be very anxious that we 
should not lack for any of the necessities; their contribu- 
tions evidencing their interest in us from a financial stand- 
point, but the phase of our work which is most gratify- 
ing is the apparent growing hold the institution seems 
to have on the people of the state. I believe that the peo- 
ple have greater confidence in the good being accom- 
plished here now than ever before. This confidence is 
very largely due to the fact that you are continually 
adding to the equipment and efficiency of the work, so 
the children under our care are receiving increased op- 
portunities for their physical, mental as well as moral 
pt thus the better fitting them to enter the battle 
of life. 


We have never had a more capable, conscientious and 
satisfactory faculty ‘since I have been connected with the 
institution. I feel that we are particularly fortunate to 
have been able to associate with us so many well qualified 
in heart as well as in mind, to help in the education and 
training of our children. It would indeed be a pleasure 
to mention them by name but space will not admit as this 
report is already too long. 

As it is my custom each year I wish to testify ‘to the 
goodness of our Heavenly Father in His  Providential 
dealings with us in this home. Sometimes the way looks 
gloomy and the burden of responsibility seems to weigh 
particularly heavy upon our shoulders, but when we have 
taken Him at His word and put our trust in Him to lead 
the way, He has never failed to fulfill the promise He 
has made. “Lo! I am with you alway.”

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REPORT OF LADY SUPERVISOR 
Mr. R. L. Brown, Superintendent Oxford Orphan Asylum 3 


Mg. BRowN: We give thanks for a year free from 
epidemics. The past year has been one of activity and 
progress with few interruptions. I 

The faculty consists of seven cottage mothers, six 
matrons, and twelve teachers including the instructors 
in music, telegraphy, physical education and for the 
Singing Class. 

SCHOOL 


The school year begins in September. Classes are in 
session from the 8th to the 17th of the following June, 
with the exception of four days at Christmas. This year 
the tenth grade continued in session through July and 
August. The extra time proved very helpful to the four 
pupils who were preparing for college. In September 
one student entered Trinity, another the State College, 
at Raleigh, both ranking as freshmen. One girl entered 
the freshman class at the North Carolina College for Wo- 
men, the other is at Davenport College. One from the 
tenth grade is taking training for a nurse at the hospital 
in Wilson and another has a position with the State 
Highway Commission at Raleigh. Four pupils from a 
class of six are attending college. Two girls from the 
ninth grade are also training for nurses. One girl grad- 
uated from the North Carolina College for Women in 
May, and three others have entered upon their second 
year at the East Carolina Training School. Three stu- 
dent nurses completed the course in May and graduated 
from the Parkview Hospital at Rocky Mount. 


There are eleven pupils in the present tenth grade, 
twenty-five in the ninth and thirty-four in the eighth. 
We are glad to note a growing interest among the chil- 
dren towards a higher education. More boys, now the 
age limit has been extended, are working and planning 
for college. It is well for pupils to know the financial 
value of an education; and that we have the United 
States Bureau of Education as authority for stating that 
uneducated laborers are poorly paid compared to High 
School or College graduates, also that every day a child 
spends in school adds money to his pocket. 
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The grammar grades are much crowded and the pri- 
mary classes are full. The Kindergarten has had twenty- 
` three pupils. 

If any one school subject has been stressed more than 
another it has been that of reading; we have endeavored 
to gain from the pupils fluent pronunciation, a clear, dis- 
tinct articulation, an understanding of the matter read, 
and a pleasing rendering of the thought. Books have 
been supplied when needed and the primary grades have 
read seven and eight different standard readers a year. 
We hope by giving constant attention to reading in the 
earlier years to lay a good foundation for effective work 
in the grammar grades and to develop a love for the best 
literature. Two from our teaching force took a summer 
course at Columbia and three others attended the sum- 
mer school at Greensboro. 

The Domestic Science classes have had only fourteen 
lessons. The teacher resigned in December, and thus far 
we have been unable to secure one who was competent 
and at the same time willing to take the work under the 
peculiar conditions existing at the Orphanage. Such a 
teacher must be ready to do other work than teaching 
the four classes in Domestic Science. Extra work comes 
at Thanksgiving, Christmas and the 24th of June. One 
who is equal to teaching pupils how to use the vegetables 
and fruits grown on a North Carolina farm, to care for 
meats, and to cook and serve good wholesome food is a 
rare find. After a few lessons the menus frequently 
consist of salads and fudge. 

The work in the Manual Arts Department has in- 
cluded the making of toys, play porch furniture, reed, 
raphia and pine needle baskets. Several of the boys 
have made stands and jardinieres of cement, taking the 
idea from the work being done on the walks, the barn and 
the swimming pool. The furnishing of sufficient paper 
in tablet form for school use has been quite an item. 
This year a cutter was purchased and seventeen thou- 
sand tablets have been made from the quantities of scrap 
paper sent from the printing office. A permanent exhibit 
of the work in this department has been placed in a room 
especially prepared for it in the main building. An ex- 
hibit including the work from the school, sewing rooms, 
printing office and shoe shop was sent to the State Fair 
in October. 
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The Telegraphy Classes include forty-tour pupils, | 

with two in the advanced class and eight who have just 

n the course. i 
e The library has been moved to the south end of the 
main building and a reference room added. Another 
and better method of cataloguing the books has been 
adopted. New books have been purchased at intervals 
during the year and some have been donated. The 
spaces in the old library are to be used as a part of our 
museum. 

Excellent work has been done in music in all classes. 
Chorus practice has continued throughout the year and 
several “sings” have been held using the new commu- ` 
nity song books. At Thanksgiving the older pupils gave 
the play, Plymouth Rock. June 24th, the younger chil-- 
dren give an operetta in the chapel. 

The position of physical director for the girls was 
filled in June. Since then there has been a continued 
round of play during recreation hours; basketball, vol- 
leyball, longball and folk games have followed in succes- 
sion. The swimming pool has given the boys and girls 
more genuine pleasure than anything they have ever 
had. It has proved a blessing to all. To see thirty, forty 
or more boys or girls at the pool on a hot summer day, 
swimming, diving and plunging into the cool water one 
could not doubt the enjoyment, and the benefit to be de- 
rived from the sport. 

The ponies have been another source of pleasure for 
the girls, the boys very generously voting to give the 
girls the use of them. ; 

Health Clubs have been organized and the girls 
weighed at intervals. The swimming pool was opened 
for use the 25th of June. One hundred and nine girls 
were weighed July 2nd, and sixty-two, or 56%, were 
found to be underweight. November 1st, one hundred 
seventy-one were weighed when only thirty-nine, or 22%, 
were below normal weight. 

With the many advantages and opportunities open to 
all, the children cannot fail to develop physically, intel- 
lectually and morally.

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REPORT OF MANAGER OF SINGING CLASS 


Mr. R. L. Brown, Supt. Oxford Orphan Asylum: 


DEAR BROTHER BROWN: For the information of a 
large group of friends, the following observations are 
given relative to the work of the Singing Class for the 
year ending October 31, 1921. 


The Class was under the direction of Miss Myrtie | 
Muse, who has been very successful in concert work. 
She has trained the Class for two years and has won 
many new friends during this time. For the personnel 
of the Class, she chose ten girls and four boys, all of 
whom were new to the work, none of them having been 
out with a Class before. These came from a wide range 
of territory, from the coast to the crest of the mountains, 
representing ten counties: Alamance, Craven, Durham, 
Gaston, Nash, Pitt, Randolph, Stanly and Wake. 


As has been a custom, the Class toured the northeas- 
tern section of the State during the spring, giving 67 
concerts and going as far east as Roanoke Island in Dare 
County. Upon reaching this section about the first of 
May, the children were invited to take a night off for rest 
and on the following day they visited the sand dunes 
and the lighthouse, where most of this group of children 
for the first time saw the ocean. This diversion was rest- 
ful, interesting and educational. It was made possible 
through the kindness of members of Wanchese Lodge, 
No. 521. 

The summer trip was made through the mountains 
and piedmont section, going as far west.as Murphy. On 
this trip 62 concerts were given and the Class had pienic 
dates at Albemarle, Elkin, Mocksville, Grassy Knob, and 
Fuquay Springs. On these occasions splendid speakers 
were provided who presented the claims and opportuni- 
ties of the Orphanage work in strong, eloquent and thrill- 
ing addresses to large crowds. 

The fall trip was made through the southeastern sec- 
tion of the state, dipping down as far eastward as Wil- 
mington. On this trip 56 concerts were given, making 
in:all 185 during the year. This was 31 concerts more 
than were given last year. 

The program as given this year elicited, many expres- 
sions of praise for the catchy numbers and the attrac- 
tive operetta that were presented. 
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The splendid interest manifested by the members of 
the O. E. S. Chapters, the ever wide-awake and loyal 
committees of the Masonic Lodges, and their co-workers 
stimulated by officers of the Grand Bodies, and frequent- 
ly by Past Grand Officers, made possible the success of 
the year, and call forth deep and cordial gratitude. 

The Class receipts for the fiscal year were $41,478.96. 
All expenses incident to the Class were $5,915.02, which 
leaves a net sum of $35,563.94. This amount divided by 
the number of concerts gives an average of $192.24 as 
the net proceeds per concert. 

The press of the state has been very kind during the 
year. Many friends in various parts of the state have 
contributed liberally of their advertising space for the 
benefit of the Class concerts. In addition to these, num- 
berless courtesies and helpful deeds of kindness have been 
rendered by hundreds of other friends, all of which call 
for our hearts' cordial and grateful thanks.

In no instance was a permanent tooth extracted ex- 
cept in the treatment of irregularity of the teeth caused 
by a crowded condition of the teeth in the dental arch. 

The children are summoned to the dental office in ro- 
tation according to age from three years old up every 
four months. Their teeth are carefully inspected and 
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the needed attention given them. A diagram or chart 
is made of each operation and placed on file in the den- 
tal office. I again beg to submit that these charts are 
subject to your inspection. ` ` 

I am glad to report that an improvement in the hy- 
gienic condition of the children’s mouths and teeth is 
apparent. Especially is this true of the girls and also of 
the boys under eight or nine years of age. This we can 
only attribute to a more persistent use of the tooth brush. 


I am very glad to report the general condition of the 


` children’s teeth as excellent.

REPORT OF TREASURER 
To the Board of Directors of Oxford Orphan Asylum: 


DEAR BRETHREN: I beg to submit the following re- 
port as Treasurer of Oxford Orphan Asylum for the fis- 
cal year ending October 31, 1921. 

The financial situation at the beginning of the year 
was such as to make us a little apprehensive as to the 
year’s work. But receipts from donations and from the 
concerts of the Singing Class, as the report will show, 
have been such as to make us very grateful. 

Expenditures for improvements to the grounds and 
for the new dairy barn have been heavy and, in order to 
compiete the barn, we have had to borrow quite largely. 
The increase in the supply of milk and butter, as shown 
in the appendix to this report, would indicate that the 
course you have directed for the erection of this modern 
building was a wise one and we hope you will have no 
trouble in arranging to take care of this loan. 

We had also to borrow some money to complete the 
swimming pool with water and sewer connections and 
bath house, to have the use of the pool for the past sum- 
mer. The splendid generosity of Sudan and Oasis Tem- 
ples will wipe this out after their annual meetings. 

The Printing Office had to borrow $2,850.00 to pay 
needed additions to and improvement of equipment for 
the plant. The increased income which these improve- 
ments will bring in should enable this department, as it 
has done in the past, to soon pay off this indebtedness. 
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The invested funds and legacies of the Institution are 
- held by a number of different parties in different places 
and from the records in the office it has been a little diffi- 
cult to determine of what they consist and how they are 
held. The income from the Mrs. Rebecca Baird and B. F. 
Moore legacies had been paid to the Orphanage up to 
1919, by either the Grand Secretary or the Grand Treas- 
urer. Since that time nothing has been received from 
this source and I am attaching hereto, for your consider- 
ation, correspondence with both of these officers with 
reference to these or other funds that might be held by 
either of them for the Orphanage. 

The Auditors have gone over the books and records 
of this office and I suppose their report is in your hands.

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Past Grand Master Braswell, for the Committee on 
Education, submitted the following report, which was 
read and referred to the Committee on Finance: 


RALEIGH, N. C., January 17, 1922 
To The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina, A. F. 
& A. M.: 


Your committee begs to submit herewith the report of the 
Educational Committee, appointed by you in the January Grand 
Lodge meeting. - 

The Educational Committee met in Raleigh, Tuesday, March 
1st. Not all the members could attend, but those present were 
Past Grand Master James C. Braswell, Chairman, Dr. Job Taylor, 
Secretary, R. E. Austin and Dr. H. M. Poteat. In addition to 
these members of the committee, we were fortunate in having 
present Past Grand Master A. B. Andrews and present Grand 
Master J. Bailey Owen, who entered into the conference. After 
the discussion of various plans and methods, including the Ma- 
sonic Service Association work, it was decided that the simplest 
kind of an educational course be prepared, as an introduction to 
the work of our Grand Jurisdiction. Dr. Job Taylor was unani- 
mously elected to prepare such a course. After this had received 
the approval of the chairman and other members of the commit- 
tee, our Grand Master, J. Bailey Owen, heartily endorsed and 
approved of this work, and after it was printed, the Grand Mas- 
ter sent it out to all the subordinate Lodges. Since this was not 
gotten out until late summer, the full work could not be ‘accom- 
plished the past year. d 

A number of Lodges have undertaken this work and in the 
larger centers, such as Raleigh and Charlotte, the Lodges have 
joined in a joint convocation, on the evenings when educational 
work is done. There has been marked enthusiasm and commen- 
dation of the movement from the Lodges who have undertaken 
the work, as they feel it is the vital thing necessary to fill the 
lack Masonry has experienced in the State. 

The result obtained with the first simple effort has been far 
beyond the expectations and it is felt the Educational movement 
is the thing necessary to make Masonry in North Carolina the 
great power for good; and after giving the problems involved 
careful consideration, we earnestly and strongly recommend the 
following in order to make this work permanent. 

1. That the Educational Committee be a permanent com- 
mittee of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina. 

2. That in each Subordinate Lodge, the local Master, upon 
election, appoint an Educational Committee, whose duty shall be 
to arrange for educational meetings. In addition to this, the com- 
mittee shall bring to regular meetings items of interest, both 
SE state and national, in which a Mason should express him- 
self. 

3. That at least four educational meetings per year be helc 
either in a single Lodge or group of Lodges, under the leadershit 
and direction of the District Deputy in co-operation with the lo 
cal Master. Also that the local talent of these Lodges be largely 
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used for the development of the program, and occasionally spe- 
cial speakers outside the local district who can contribute to the 
increase in knowiedge. 

4. That a central volunteer speaker’s bureau be established 
where the Lodges can make requests for outside speakers when 
necessary. 

5. That a portable moving picture machine be purchased and 
also reels for illustrating Masonic lectures. 

This is respectfully submitted for the favorable considera- 
tion of this body.

Past Grand Master Braswell: I wish to state that 
these educational meetings have been put on first in the 
Widow’s Son Lodge in Roanoke Rapids; since then in 
Goldsboro, Charlotte, Wilmington, Wake Forest, Enfield, 
and possibly other places. I have never heard of a move- 
ment instituted by this Grand Lodge that promises great- 
er development, and the accomplishment of more and 
needed good for our Craft, than does this proposition. 
It is not my purpose to make any extended remarks on 
this subject. I simply want every member of this Grand 
Lodge to ask those who have been working this idea, such 
men as Billy Smith, Dr. Job Taylor and others in all 
sections of the state, what the effect has been of the few 
meetings that we have had thus far; and if we can con- 
tinue this work it will not be but a little while before we 


will see magnificent results. 

Grand Secretary Willson submitted his report as Rep- 
resentative to the Masonic Service Association, which 
was read and ordered filed, as follows: 


To The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


BRETHREN: As your Representative I attended the third an- 
nual meeting of the Masonic Service Association of the United 
States held at Chicago, Illinois, November 9-11, 1921. 

As reported to you in my report of the second annual meet- 
ing of the Association, the activities of the Masonic Service Ac- 
sociation were ordered to be directed during 1921 primarily to a 
program to be presented through appropriate bulletins, elaborat- 
ing the precepts of the “Brotherhood of Man,” in present day ob- 
jects and needs. 

This instruction was carried out by the Commission and after 
several conferences on the subject they finally came to the con- 
clusion that the definition of the “Brotherhood of Man,” which 
would most nearly meet the requirements of the resolution passed 
at St. Louis, could best be stated in the following terms: 
Religious Liberty, 

Equality before the Law, 
Equality of Opportunity, 
Dignity of Labor, 

5. Charity. 

. These five principles cover every phase of the right relation- 
ship between man and man as it is expressed in the Masonic Ri- 
tual and Charges. 

Carrying out this program a number of bulletins have been 
prepared and mailed to the various Grand Jurisdictions. In ad- 
dition to this, they have had moving picture films exemplifying 
these principles, which are quite effective in explaining the bul- 
letins. When each picture is explained as they are run by a com- 
petent speaker. i à 


AONE 
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When the Association was first formed it was determined that 
"he greatest need of the Craft in nearly all jurisdictions was edu- 
cation of the underlying principles of our Ritual and Charges. 

It was, therefore, necessary to develop both literature and 
teachers. Therefore, the first bulletins were prepared for the 
purpose of outlining programs for the use of speakers or teach- 
ers. It was necessary to use great care 'in the preparation of 
these bulletins that no mistake be made or that the problems 
confronting the Craft in all jurisdictions might be met and solved 
satisfactorily by the dissemination of Masonic principle and teach- 
ing. These problems being different in various localities. 

As this work had to be carefully considered it was necessary 
to proceed with caution and it took time. The modern moving pic- 
tures being an easy and more potent way of illustrating any sub- 
ject when correctly explained by speakers, that method was adopt- 
ed, and a number of films were gotten out which are now in use 
by many of the jurisdictions. 

The program outlined by the Association is an extensive one 
and ultimately will take in through its bulletins every principle 
taught by this great order to benefit and elevate humanity by the 
education of the Craft in the practical exemplification of our 
teachings. 

No matter how fine a program or magnificent the literature 
which may be prepared by anyone, it will fail to serve its full 
purpose or bring desired results, unless it is made use of and 
brought to the attention of our members in the most striking way. 

I trust that our Committee on Education will at once examine 
into all of these bulletins, secure the use of these films which 
can be easily rented or purchased from the Association, organize 
a bureau of speakers for North Carolina and have the film shown 
this year at our district meetings and a competent speaker to 
explain them. They will find that there is nothing in the films 
that may not be shown to an audience having in it profanes, as 
well as Master Masons. I believe that if this be done that the 
results will more than justify the outlay of the small sum neces- 
sary to carry it into effect. š 

We have hundreds of members in North Carolina who are 
thoroughly competent to examine these bulletins and give instruc- 
tive talks in connection with the films which should and will pro- 
duce great results.

We have 10 Lodges with a membership of over 300 each; 3 
with a membership between 200 and 300; 74 with a membership 
between 100 and 200; 178 with a membership between 50 and 100; 
144 with a membership between 25 and 50; and 38 Lodges having 
less than 25 members each, and 

Whereas, the small Lodges constitute more than 40 per cent. 
of all the Lodges and where the Lecturers are unable to serve 
these small Lodges on account of their inability to raise sufficient 
funds for this work; now therefore be it 

Resolved, ; 

1. That this Grand Lodge levy a per capita tax of 25 cents 
on the membership of all the Lodges to be known as a Lecturing 
Fund. ; 
2. That this per capita tax be collected by the Grand Sec- 
retary with the returns each year. 

3. That this resolution go into effect with the 1922 returns 
as of June 30th. 

4. That beginning with October 1, 1922, the Lecturers be 
paid by the Grand Treasurer on warrants drawn by the Grand 
Secretary, for one week’s services to each Lodge that may secure 
the Lecturer’s services, and that each Lodge may secure such ser- 
vices once every two years. 

5. That the Lodges served are to pay the traveling expenses 
and board of the Lecturer serving them, and that the Lodges that 
have not been served by a Lecturer during the past four years are 
to be given the first services. 

6. That any Lodges desiring more than one week’s work in 
two years be allowed the privilege of making arrangements with 
the Lecturer of their choice for such additional work and paying 
for the same as hitherto. 

This resolution has been approved by the Grand Secretary 
and the Board of Custodians and Grand Lecturers. It has been 
submitted to only two Lodges, Monroe, No. 244, and Castalia, 
No. 619, and these Lodges have heartily approved and endorsed 
such a plan.

To the Most Worshipful Grand Master, Grand Wardens and Mem- 
bers of the Grand Lodge of A. F. & A. M., of North Carolina: 


We, your committee, under and by virtue of appointment un- 
der order of the Grand Lodge, do hereby respectfully report on 
the above entitled matter which was referred to us for considera- 
tion and say that we have given the matter due consideration. 
We find petition of L. H. Hamby supported by voluminous evi- 
dence but no answer from either of the defendants. Upon notice 
to the defendants that they would be granted an opportunity to 
furnish answer and evidence, no answer has been filed nor evi- 
dence furnished. We, therefore, have gone fully into the original 
exhibits, letters of the plaintiff, of the Secretary of Ashler Lodge, 
No. 451, of G. L. Payne and of others used in connection with the 
charges and trial of L. H. Hamby by Ashler Lodge, and from 
these we find the following facts: 


First: In May, 1915, the plaintiff, L. H. Hamby, executed and 
delivered to the defendant, G. L. Payne, his certain promissory 
note in the sum of $150.00 due 90 days after date, as the result 
of a transaction relating to a horse; that within a short time the 
plaintiff decided to move from the State of North Carolina to the 
State of Oklahoma; that at that time the plaintiff had in Watauga 
eounty, at Stony Fork, two horses, one of which was involved in 
the note transaction above recited, and a double seated vehicle, 
which were the only property he then had in the State; whether 
he had property elsewhere, we have no information; that in order 
to get money to pay transportation for himself and family he 
borrowed from one A. J. Welborn, a Master Mason, $72.00 and 
pledged the horse which was not involved in the note transaction 
and the vehicle and left same in his possession; that before leaving 
for the State of Oklahoma, plaintiff offered to deliver the horse, 
which was involved in the note transaction, and pay to G. L. 
Payne $15.00, in cash as soon as he could, in settlement of the 
note, which Payne refused to accept; whereupon the plaintiff no- 
tified Payne that he would leave the horse in the possession of A. 
J. Welborn and leave open the proposition for his acceptance, al- 
lowing $135.00 for the horse, if he accepted it, and that he would 
send the cash for the remaining $15.00. Four days later, Payne 
took the horse and sold it, only giving plaintiff credit on the note 
for $104.00. We are unable to find what he received for the horse. 
Subsequently during the year 1915, A. J. Welborn sold the other 
horse and vehicle for the aggregate amount of $23.00 in excess of 
that loaned by him to plaintiff; and, at plaintiff's direction, he 
offered to pay the defendant Payne the $15.00 which plaintiff con- 
tended was the correct balance due on the note, which Payne re- 
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fused to accept, and continued to refuse to accept it until four- 
Carer atter the Ashler Lodge, No. 451, attempted to act upon 
charges filed against plaintiff as hereinafter stated, when he did 
accept it and surrender the note. š 

Second: That on some date prior to the 15th day of May, 
1916, the following charges were filed against the plaintiff. 


“Ashler Lodge, No. 451, A. F. & A. M., 
“Stony Fork, N. C. 
“To the Master, Wardens and Members of Ashler Lodge, No. 451: 


“Bro. L. H. Hamby is hereby charged with un-Masonic con- 
duct.. That the said L. H. Hamby on or about the 15th day of June, 
1915, in the county of Watauga, State of North Carolina, in the 
presence of Bro. A. J. Welborn, a Master Mason, did wilfully re- 
fuse to pay Bro. G. L. Payne $150.00 note unless Bro. G. L. Payne 
would take a little horse worth about $100.00 and $15.00 for the 
debt which Bro. Payne refused to take and the said L. H. Hamby 
told A. J. Welborn if Brother Payne did not take the horse and 
$15.00 he would not pay him a cent. I

Third: That official notice was given plaintiff, under seal of 
the Lodge, under date of May 15, 1916, by registered mail, to the 
plaintiff of these charges, a certified copy being enclosed, and in 
same communication notice of special communication to be held on 
June 10, 1916, at one o’clock was given, and advising that both 
sides would then be heard. 

Fourth: That on the 10th day of June, 1916, both the plain- 
tiff, L. H. Hamby, and G. L. Payne offered evidence. L. H. Hamby 
was not present in person. After evidence was heard, vote was 
taken and L. H. Hamby found guilty and sentenced to ““Indefi- 
nite suspension.” 

Fifth: That no notice was given to L. H. Hamby of the ac- 
tion of the Lodge until the 24th day of June, 1916, and then by 
letter from the Secretary of the Lodge on Lodge stationery but 
not under the seal of the Lodge. 


Sixth: That on the 10th day of July, 1916, the plaintiff, 
L. H. Hamby, mailed at his home in Oklahoma by registered let- 
ter notice of appeal, which was addressed to the “Master, Wardens 
and Members of Ashler Lodge, No. 451, A. F. & A. M., Stony 
Fork, N. C.,” of which appeal no notice was taken by the Lodge, 
and the only notice of it was the following letter from the Secre- 
tary, indicating receipt of notice of appeal, to-wit: 


“STONY Fork, N. C., August 12, 1916 
“Mr. L. H. HAMBY, 


“Fredrich, Oklahoma 


“DEAR SIR: _ lam sorry to say that you did not appeal in 
the right way; in the first place, you did not appeal within 30 
days of expulsion; and second, you should have appealed to the 
Master of the Lodge and not the Secretary. The District Deputy 
Grand Master was with us today at our Lodge meeting and acted 
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as Master and he as Master of the Lodge said you were at the 
end of your road. So you and G. L. Payne will have to fix it up 
if it is ever fixed. | 
“Yours respectfully, 
“SHERMAN WELBORN” 

This letter was written on stationery of the Lodge. 

Sixth: That plaintiff’s dues were paid to January 1, 1916. 

Upon the foregoing findings of fact, we conclude: 

First: That by the acceptance of the horse, G. L. Payne 
should have credited the plaintiff, L. H. Hamby, with $135.00, and 
the correct balance on the note was $15.00, and, that having been 
offered to Payne, the plaintiff, L. H. Hamby, was guilty of no 
Masonic offense. 

Second: That at the time of making the offer to G. L. Payne, 
the plaintiff, L. H. Hamby, was in destitute circumstances and 
acted in good faith, and was, therefore, guilty of no misconduct. 

Third: That, if the charge had been well-founded, the action 
of the Lodge was void for that no limit was stated to the sus- 
pension, it being designated “Indefinite Suspension.” 

Fourth: That, if the charge had been well-founded and the 
judgment valid, no official notice has been given the plaintiff, but, 
plaintiff gave notice of appeal within a month after the attempted 
action of the Lodge, and within twenty days after unofficial no- 
tice, and his appeal should have been allowed. 

Fifth: That the plaintiff, L. H. Hamby, is and has at all 
times been a Master Mason and member of Ashler Lodge, No. 
451, A. F. & A. M., Stony Fork, N. C., and the attempted action 
of the Lodge has in no way affected his standing and membership 
in that Lodge. 

Sixth: That, upon these findings and conclusions, we reconi- 
mend that action of Ashler Lodge, No. 451, A. F. € A. M., in ad- 
judging L. H. Hamby guilty of a Masonic offense and suspending 
him. indefinitely be reversed, that that Lodge remit to him any 
dues that may have accumulated through no fault of his since 
the Lodge’s action and that it be required to grant to him with- 
out charge demit in regular form. This last being based upon 
his written request in the petition filed in this proceeding.

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It was moved and seconded that the committee re- 
port be adopted. Bro. John Anderson objected to 
the motion, and offered a substitute motion that the re- 
port be referred to the Committee on Jurisprudence. 
After considerable discussion, the said substitute motion 
having been submitted to a vote, the same was lost. The 
question then recurred to the original motion on the adop- 
tion of said committee report, and the same duly car- 
ried, and the report was adopted. 

The Grand Master: We have with us tonight Grand 
Master Williams of Delaware. I am sure the Masons of 
North Carolina would be delighted to hear him. 

Grand Master Williams: Most Worshipful Grand 
Master, Wardens, and Brethren, of the jurisdiction of 
North Carolina. I have been greatly interested tonight 
in observing the work of the Grand Lodge of a Grand 
Jurisdiction other than my own. I have had the privi- 
lege of visiting a number of Grand Lodges since my elec- 
tion, first to the office of Deputy Grand Master in my 
State, and then Grand Master; and I want to congratu- 
late you on having the best attendance I have ever seen 
in any Grand Lodge I have visited. The State of Penn- 
sylvania is quite as large a State as the State of North 
Carolina; I attended the Grand Lodge there a year ago 
last December and I do not think they had half as many 
in attendance as you have here tonight. I was greatly 
surprised when I came in and observed such a large at- 
tendance, and I am delighted also to observe the great 
interest that you have in Masonry. When your good 
Secretary and myself met first out at Chicago some time 
ago, while attending the Masonic Service Association 
meeting, we became attached to each other; and very soon 
after my return from that visit in Chicago, I received a 
letter from him conveying to me the invitation of the 
Grand Master of this jurisdiction to visit this session of 
your Grand Lodge. I immediately turned to my list of 
engagements to see if I had this date open, and was de- 
lighted to find that I did not have anything special to do 
last night or today, so I replied that I would make a des- 
perate attempt to get here. 

Now, there is another reason why I am glad to be 
here, and that is the privilege of speaking where I am 
not so well known as I am in my own State. When a fel- 
low has been going all over his State for fifteen or twenty 
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years, making addresses in different parts of the State, 
it is a question sometimes as to what to talk about; and 
I am reminded just here of a story that our Past Grand 
Master Handy tells about himself. Brother Handy served 
in the lower house of Congress for two terms, I believe, 
and he is one of our prominent lawyers. While Grand 
Master of our jurisdiction he was invited to make an ad- 
dress in the lower part of the State of Delaware. He 
remembered that only six months before he had been in 
that same town and delivered a speech; and remembering 
also that he did not write his speech and having forgot- 
ten everything he had said, even to the subject of his 
speech, he wrote to his friend and said: “Now, I am will- 
ing to come, but I was down your way not so very long 
ago and made an address to your people, and I have for- 
gotten everything 1 said, even the subject. In order to 
prevent repetition, if you will just give me some idea of 
what I talked about, I will be very glad to come down and 
speak to your people again.” 

He waited a few days after writing this letter, and 
in due time a letter came back from his friend, and it 
read something like this: “Dear Mr. Handy: You 
need have no fear in coming here a second time to speak 
to our people. We have.made a thorough canvass of 
the community and we haven’t been able to find an indi- 
vidual that remembers a single word you said.” 

In coming to North Carolina, I am coming to a place 
where I have not spoken before, and I can say the old 
things over again if.I want to and you won't know but 
that it is a new thing absolutely so far as I am concerned. 
So I am here to bring to you the greetings of the Grand 
Lodge of Delaware, and to tell you how well your Grand 
Secretary behaved in Chicago, and that you need have 
no fears in sending him back again, provided, the repre- 
sentatives of the Grand Lodge of Delaware are there to 
look after him. 

I was interested in observing also that you, like many 
other jurisdictions, are receiving a great many men into 
the Craft. Some of us in the State of Delaware have 
become a little anxious in these latter days that they are 
knocking at the doors so fast. Of course, Delaware is a 
small State in acreage, but we are big in everything else. 
We were the first State in the Union to adopt the Consti- 
tution of the United States; and we are so proud of it 
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that we have been talking about it ever since. We are a 
little anxious as to what we are doing with the grist that 
is coming to the mill. You know there is a tremendous 
difference between initiating men into the order and 
making Masons. Now we are asking ourselves this 
question: Are we making Masons, or, are we simply 
bringing a lot of fellows into the organization? I want 
to say that I am just as dead sure, as I am sure I am talk- 
ing to you men tonight, that some men are being turned 
away who ought to be admitted, and some men 
are being admitted who ought to be asked to excuse us 
for a little while until they are prepared to receive the 
degrees of Masonry. We ought to know the spirit with- 
in a man when we admit him. We should be very careful 
as to the kind of men that we have coming into the 
Lodges. 

Let us stop for a moment and think. - Have the Ma- 
sons of the world learned to subdue their passions? Has 
the human race learned to subdue the human passion, 
the passion for wealth, the greed for gain, the passion 
for power, and all of these various passions that we 
might mention, have we learned to subdue them? Have 
we improved ourselves in Masonry? 

I am ready to submit to you that it takes work, real, 
genuine downright hard work for a man to improve 
himself in Masonry. I am reminded of the boy who went 
to school. I think this will illustrate the point I am try- 
ing to make. He came home one day with his report 
card showing his work, and it did not show up very well. 
His father looked it over, and said to his boy: “Johnny, 
I do not like this report. It shows that you are standing 
with the boys at the foot of the class, and I do not like 
to see it that way. Now, Johnny,” he said, “I want you 
to go back to school for the next month, and I want you 
to go to work. And when you come home with your next 
report, I want it to show that you are standing at the 
head of the class.” Johnny stuck his hands deep in his . 
pockets, and looked up at his father, and said: “Dad, I 
don’t see why I should work so hard to stay at the head 
of the class when the teacher teaches the same thing at 
both ends.” 

The most of us as men and as Masons are getting 
through just as easily as we possibly can. Now, we laugh 
at Johnny who was a little lazy, but the facts are we too 
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often take the line of least resistance. Another teacher 

had something to do with a boy that was lazy, and after 

exerting considerable effort on “Bill,” the teacher said, 

“Bill, I believe you are down-right lazy. You simply will 

not work. Did you get it all from your daddy?" . 

" ap no," said Bill, *Daddy still has all that he ever 
ad. 

We come into the Lodge and we are satisfied the mo- 
ment we are through with the degree; we sit down, and 
.too many of us do not proceed any further, we do not 
improve ourselves in Masonry. Let us follow out the 
work that has been begun in this Grand Lodge, under the 
direction of your Committee on Education. We have 
started the same thing over in our jurisdiction. Let us 
have every individual Mason, and every Lodge in all our 
jurisdictions well informed and prepared to do the very 
best service, not only for ourselves, but for the world 
outside, for I believe the fruits of Masonry ought to hang 
over the wall. I thank you. 

The Grand Master: I am sure we all enjoyed the 
message that Brother Williams has brought us. We hope 
to hear more from him tomorrow. 

Bro. A. S. Holden offered the following amendment 
to the Code which was read and referred to the Juris- 
prudence Committee : 


$ ` AMENDMENT TO REG. 122, OF THE CODE 


Resolved, That Reg. 122, of the Code be amended by adding 
at the end thereof the following: Should one become disqualified 
after his election and before his initiation, his money must be re- 
turned to him. 


Adopted. 


The Grand Secretary read the following communica- 
tion from Sharon Lodge, No. 78, which was referred to 
the Jurisprudence Committee: ; 

January 13, 1922 


The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge, A. F. & A. M., North Carolina: 


BRETHREN: We have a question concerning the status of ` 
Rev. A. G. Harriss, which Sharon Lodge, No. 78, desires to call 
to your attention for final settlement. 

The facts are these: 1. August 16, 1916, A. G. Harriss, E. A. 
Lewis Ginter Lodge, No. 317, Richmond, Va., having resided in our 
jurisdiction 2'years, 6 months, petitioned for the remaining de- 
grees of Masonry from Sharon Lodge. See Exhibit A. 
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2. It was received, referred to a Committee for Investigation. 
A waiver of jurisdiction was obtained from Lewis Ginter Lodge, 
No. 317, Richmond, Va. See Exhibit B. 

3. The committee reported favorably, whereupon a ballot 
was taken and he was declared elected to receive the F. C. and 
M. M. degrees, which were conferred upon him in due and regular 
Wd In August, 1919, Grand Secretary Willson, in checking 
up the returns from Sharon Lodge, found no record of the date 
Harriss was made an E. A. Inquiry brought the fact to his at- 
tention that Harriss was received as an E. A. by Sharon Lodge 
from Lewis Ginter Lodge, No. 317, Virginia, without the trans- ` 
action passing through the regular channels, i.e., the Grand Sec- 
retaries of the two Grand Jurisdictions. He deferred the matter 
to the Grand Master for a ruling. See Exhibit C.. 

5. The Grand Master ruled that it was irregular and that 
it would be necessary “to heal" Harris, prescribing the method. 
See Exhibit D. 

6. Sharon Lodge proceeded to do so. Had Harriss present 
a new petition (see Exhibit E), which was referred to a commit- 
tee and after the proper time was acted upon and he was duly 
elected. 

7. Before this last petition was acted upon he left Greenville, 
N. C., for Birmingham, Ala., and we now do not know his where- 
abouts, as he has retired from the ministry and gone to parts un- 
known, and we have not been able to heal him. 

This leaves the case in an unsatisfactory condition. 

The opinion among many is that it is a question whether this 
man really requires healing under the circumstances. The prac- 
tice of Virginia is to issue dimits to E. A. and F. C. Our Grand 
Jurisdiction is in close fraternal relations with that of Virginia. 
Taking all facts into consideration cannot the requirements of 
healing be withdrawn on account of reciprocity between these 
Grand Lodges and Sharon Lodge be permitted to accept the waiver 
of jurisdiction under seal of Lewis Ginter Lodge, No. 317, Vir- 
ginia? 

We respectfully ask that the question be referred to the Juris- 
prudence Committee for recommendation.

It now becomes our sad and solemn duty to place our tribute 
upon the biers of those of our Brethren in the Grand Jurisdiction 
of North Carolina, and of the distinguished dead of other Grand 
Jurisdictions, the sprig of evergreen, as it were, which shall mark 
our esteem for these good men and true that have passed within 
the gates and been admitted from the Lodges speculative to the 
Grand Lodge triumphant, where the Grand Artificer of the Uni- 
verse presides. 

Not a single Grand Officer or Past Grand Officer of the Grand 
Lodge of North Carolina was called on to answer the final sum- 
mons during the past year. But our sister grand jurisdictions 
have not been so fortunate. To each of these, from whom have 
been taken away a Grand Master or a Past Grand Master, or oth- 
er officer held in the greatest distinction or esteem, we extend 
our most sincere sympathy. These distinguished men who have 
served faithfully in the high offices of trust which have been 
given them, are worthy of our most profound respect and un- 
stinted praise of emulation. Many would wish to have the honor 
of elevation to such exalted position, but few there be who are 
able to wear with real honor the proud purple of our Fraternity. 
Let the lives of these really great Masons therefore remind us 
most forcefully of the opportunities often in our reach, to become 
and to be, really big Masons. He who would be great among Ma- 
sons, let him constantly and without swerving, be a servant among 
them. He who would be a Master among Masons, let him first and 
always be a student among them. He who would be really great 
among Masons, let him know that nothing in Masonry is too small, 
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that no single Mason is too mean or too little, to receive his care- 
ful attention or sympathetic interest. People whom we meet are 
to a great extent but reflections of ourselves; people are very 
nearly correct in their actions, when they accept us according to 
the estimates which we place upon ourselves. If, therefore, Ma- 
sonry in the life of any individual consists merely of the name 
upon the Lodge record, the password on the tongue and the badge 
in the buttonhole; if one estimates himself as a Mason to be merely 
outward show and ritualistic hollowness, while the real life be- 
neath these superficial things is so full of the world of things 
materialistic, selfish and sordid that real Masonry, the Masonry 
of solid building and resurrecting life, becomes dead—then we are 
as Masons indeed infinitely small, no matter how great our suc- 
cess in the exaltation of self and the amassing of wealth. The 
great need of the world today is more big Masons, more great 
. Masons, more true Masons, more real Masons. Let us therefore 
at this hour, in doing honor to these distinguished men who have 
given the best they had to our great fraternity and its -princi- 
ples, reconsecrate ourselves to that great ambition to make our- 
selves really and truly, by study of its principles, and by really 
living its ideals, great Masons and big Masons, in the truest sense 
of the words. 


Lives of great men all remind us 
We can make our lives sublime. 


But it is sadly true that we blindly fail to realize what con- 
stitutes real greatness, seeing only the externals of it, while the 
bigness of heart, of sympathy, of purpose, are forgotten. Let the 
thought of these lines, whose title is “My Purpose,” find lodgment 
in our conception of true greatness: , 


MY PURP0SE 


To be a little kindlier 
With the passing of each day; 
To leave but happy memories 
As I go along my way; 
To use possessions that are mine 
In service full and free; 
To sacrifice the trivial things 
For larger good to be; 
To give of love in lavish way 
That friendships true may live, 
To be less quick to criticize, 
More ready to forgive; 
To use such talents as I have 
That happiness may grow; 
To take the bitter with the sweet, 
Assured ’tis better so; 
To be quite free from self-intent 
Whate’er the task I do; 
To help the world’s faith stronger grow 
In all that’s good and true; 
To keep my faith in God and right 
No matter how things run; 
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To work and. play and pray and trust 
Until the journey’s done. 

God grant to me the strength of heart, 
Of motive and of will, 

To do my part and falter not, 
This purpose to fulfill. 


Although it is true that this Grand Lodge has not been caused 
to bear the great affliction of the loss of any of its official family, 
yet many there be of those who have not been conspicuous in the 
fraternity’s councils, that have during the year passed from our 
Lodges to the Great Beyond. It is right and proper that we do 
them honor. Our loss in losing them, is an irreparable one. These 
Master Masons whose service to Masonry has been not conspicu- 
ous but effective, are the power and the life of the great frater- - 
nity. All honor to them that they sought to serve others but 
themselves they did not seek to exalt to lofty seats in Masonry. 
Not many weeks ago the entire republic united in doing honor to 
the unknown soldier who had made the supreme sacrifice for the 
2ause of his country. Let us here at this time unite in doing honor 
to the unknown Mason, for of such as he is the great fraternity. 
Without him. no Lodge could exert its power in any community; 
no chapter add light to light. When Masonry is to be put into 
practical effect, this brother, the real Mason unknown to fame, 
is the one on whom we rely for work and for money, for patience 
and for pains. When the great drama of the triumph of right 
over wrong is to be enacted whereby the sublime truths which 
should belong to the Master Mason are to be exemplified as the 
candidate is raised, this unknown Mason does his part. When 
our Orphanage seeks to fit itself to care better for the homeless 
and the destitute, to provide food or to build a great hospital for 
them, this unknown Mason, being called upon, cheerfully shares 
with them the means which he has earned by his labor, for the 
support and comfort of his wife and his own children. When the 
Grand Lodge awakens to find that it has not done its duty by the 
men in its Grand Jurisdiction in stimulating them to study real 
Masonry, and he is given an opportunity to learn more of its real 
philosophy and its real secrets, it is this same worthy Brother, 
true, eager but inconspicuous, that enters with zest into Masonic 
study, and that proves that Masonry is indeed great and can so 
make its devotees. All hail, therefore to these real and true Ma- 
sons, these inconspicuous Brothers, these men who make Ma- 
sonry possible. They are gone, too many of them—and we shail 
miss them. The former Governor of our great commonwealth, 
the adept in the work of our higher bodies, the business man, the 
farmer—all are among our beloved dead. 


Where the river of life flows soft and sweet, 
Through the garden of God so fair, 

He has gathered them all—these broken links; 

- We shall find them waiting there.

The resolution introduced by Hamlet Lodge at the 
last annual communication was then taken up and, on mo- 
tion, the same was tabled. 


Bro. R. C. Dunn: In re the Castalia Lodge matter, I 
move that the Grand Secretary cite Dr. J. R. Ballance to 
appear before the Committee on Appeals of this Grand 
Lodge at its next Grand Session, in order that this mat- 
ter be threshed out. Motion duly seconded and carried. 

Bro. R. C. Dunn: In connection with the Committee 
cn the Revision of the Code it is with exceeding regret 
that the Code Commission must report at this Grand 
Communication that it has not the Code in sufficient form 
to submit to this Grand Lodge. On account of circum- 
stances over which the members of the Code Commission 
had no control, the continued and very serious illness 
of Bro. C. B. Newcomb, continuing for almost a year, we 
have not been able to hold the meetings that we would 
otherwise like to have held in order to have gotten this 
matter in proper form. Then again, the members of the 
commission are far removed from one another, and it 
has been a very hard matter to get the members of the 
commission together at one time. Brother Kenney has 
signified his desire to resign, and I wrote him that if he 
was still of the opinion that he should resign from the 
commission, to please let us have his resignation at once 
to the Grand Lodge in order that another member be ap- 
pointed. To that letter I have received no reply. We 
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to be able to have the Code in such shape that if 
ie ES Grand Master should see fit to do so, that 
he might receive the Code on St. John’s Day, calling a 
communication for that purpose ; and then it might be dis- 
tributed to the Lodges and some action taken on it at 
the next Grand Communication. If we can do this, we 
will communicate with the incoming Grand Master for 
him to specify that in his call. We regret it, but it is of 
such importance to the Grand Lodge that we do not feel 
that it should be hastily done; and we ask that the com- 
mittee be continued, and we assure you that we will en- 
deavor to get Brother Kenney to continue his duties, or 
resign and let the incoming Grand Master appoint a new 
ruember, and then we will be ready to bring in the report. 
The Grand Secretary: I move that the Committee 
on Code Revision be continued, provided the special com- 
munication he mentions be changed to the regular com- 
munication. Motion duly seconded and carried. 
Past Grand Master Grady, Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Foreign Correspondence, submitted the following 
report, which was read and adopted: 


JANUARY 19, 1922 


To The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


My detailed report as Foreign Correspondent of this Grand 
Body is being prepared and will be filed with the Grand Secretary 
before the proceedings of this annual communication go to 
press. This report will be very voluminous, as there have been 
sent to me for inspection and report the proceedings of more 
than one hundred Grand Lodges. I understand that it is my 
duty to read the various reports of the several Grand Masters, 
and to keep this Grand Body informed in as concise a manner as 
possible of the important features characterizing the growth and 
development of our sister Grand Lodges, with whom we hold fra- 
ternal intercourse. 

This duty involves a vast amount of labor and time. In fact, 
had I known anything at all of the work connected with this com- 
mittee, I should most positively have declined the appointment, un- 
less it had come with much insistence from the Grand Master. 

Every important fact that appears to me of interest to the 
Craft, which can be sifted from this great mass of printed mat- 
ter, will be handed over at the proper time to the Grand Secretary, 
and will appear in the proceedings of this grand communication. 

I have received two requests for fraternal recognition, one 
from Mexico and one from Ecuador. The Masons of Ecuador, 
until very recently, have all been governed by the Grand Lodge of 
Peru. During the year 1921 the Grand Lodge of Peru issued an 
edict, directing that there be instituted within the territorial lim- 
its of the Republic of Ecuador a Grand Lodge to be known and 
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designated as “The Grand Lodge of Ancient, Free and Accepted 
Masons of the Republic of Ecuador.” This Grand Lodge was 
properly constituted on June 19, 1921, and is now asking for recog- 
nition from the Grand Lodges of the World. I desire to state 
here that we are rot in fraternal relations with the Grand Lodge 
of Peru, the parent of the Grand Lodge in question. 


3 The other request comes from a Masonic organization calling 
itself the “Most Respectable Grand Lodge of Ancient, Free and 
Accepted Masons, ‘Valle de Mexico." This entitlement comes to 
me in the language of Mexico, but from my very meagre know- 
ledge of the Spanish language I am able to say that the above 
name is the proper one in our own language. This Grand Lodge, 
“Walle de Mexico,” has received recognition from the Grand 
Lodge of Texas, and the letter transmitting this fact to the Mexi- 
can Grand Lodge was accompanied by a very cordial and frater- 
nal greeting from Grand Master Randell of Texas. I happen to 
know Brother Randell, and from my knowledge of the man and 
my estimate of his character, I feel that there must have been very 
sound and potent reasons for this action on the part of Texas; 
ard I have given to this request, and shall ask you to give to it, 
a very serious consideration. 

It has been the policy of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina 
to refuse recognition of all Grand Lodges situate in Latin Amer- 
ica. We are not at this time in fraternal relations with a single 
Grand Lodge in Central or South America. It may be that this 
situation arises from the fact that we know very little of these 
countries and we may be further actuated by the fact that the 
Catholic Church is preponderant in this part of the world. I am 
not able to give the Grand Lodge any light on this question at this 
time. 


If we cannot recognize Peru. we certainly cannot recognize its 
youngest child, Ecuador; but I cannot understand how it is that 
we recognize Cuba and refuse Mexico. I take it that there are 
good reasons for our position in both cases, or that, rather there 
were good reasons at the time this policy was established. 

. Without taking up too much of the time of this Grand Lodge, 
I desire to make the following recommendations: 

We have in all Central and South American countries minis- 
ters, consuls and commercial agents. It is highly probable that 
many, if not a large majority of these men are Masons. It will 
be impossible for us to get reliable information concerning these 
bodies except through accredited and well known American Ma- 
sons. The chairman of your committee during the next twelve 
months can very well acquaint himself with the facts by calling 
upon the various representatives of the American government; 
and these gentlemen will no doubt be glad to co-operate with the 
committee in any project looking to the establishment of cordiai 
relations between the people of America and the people of South 
America. Such an undertaking as I have suggested would lie 
directly in line with their official duties; and I am sure, that in 
this manner, by the time we meet again in this hall, the committee 
will be possessed of such information as will enable this Grand 
Body to judge of the situation impartially, justly and fraternally. 
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Therefore, 1 recommend that the question of fraternal recog- 
nition of all Central and South American Grand Lodges be post- 
poned for one year, and that your committee be authorized to take 
up with our governmental representatives in the respective terri- 
tories some method of securing the exact facts in respect to each 
so-called Grand Lodge, to the end that your committee may be 
reliably and correctly informed upon the questions necessary for 
the recognition asked for.

Past Grand Master Norfleet, for the Oxford Orphan 
Asylum Committee, submitted the following report, 
which was read and adopted: 


To The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Your Committee on Oxford Orphan Asylum have carefully 
considered the report of your Board of Directors, and we beg to 
submit the following: 

It will be noted that we are now caring for a larger number 
of children than ever before in the history of the institution. This 
being the case, our facilities are overtaxed and something must 
be done to provide additional dormitory, school room and dining 
room space. The very fact that we are caring for more children 
shows wonderful progress on the part.of the management of our 
institution and we heartily commend them for striving to do this 
under serious difficulties. 

As usual the Singing Class has been very efficient and due to 
this fact and the splendid management of Brother Alderman and 
Miss Muse, they have earned a magnificent sum toward the sup- 
port of the institution. We tender our sincere thanks to them 
and bid them to continue in this wonderful work. We also com- 
mend the Brethren and citizenship in general for the splendid 
support given them. 

We are glad to note that the health of the children during the 
past year has been very good, and in this connection we desire to 
call attention to the report of the physician of the institution 
and especially to the splendid report of the dentist. We should 
not, however, let this deter us in our efforts to complete as early 
as possible the raising of the necessary funds to build and equip 
the William J. Hicks Memorial Hospital. To postpone any longer 
this necessary building and equipment would be to tempt provi- 
dence, and we heartily recommend that this cause be kept before 
the Masons of North Carolina as a live project until the entire 
amount is subscribed. 

The subscription price to The Orphans’ Friend has been re- 
stored to its former rate of $1.00 per year. To say nothing of 
the revenue which it might yield to the benefit of Oxford Orphan- 
age, it is the opinion of your committee that each of the 36,000 
Masons in North Carolina should subscribe to and read this pa- 
per for all the Masonic information which it contains. In this 
connection we call attention to the series of articles that have 
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been running weekly for quite sometime, written by our Brother, 
Col. Fred A. Olds.. They are most interesting and instructive as 
all of us who have been reading them know, and we want to pub- 
licly thank, in the name of the Grand Lodge, Brother Olds for these 
contributions on his part. 


It will be noted that the appropriations asked for this year 
by the Board of Directors are larger than usual, but it must also be 
noted that the expenses are greater. During the last few years 
the following new classes or departments in the educational work 
have been inaugurated: 

Class in Telegraphy, Domestic Science, Muse: also the 
tenth grade has been added to the High School Course. In addi- 
tion to these the Baby Cottage has been running at full capacity 
ever since first opened. Then, too, the splendid swimming pool 
and outdoor gymnasium so generously provided by Oasis and 
Sudan Temples make necessary the employment of a Physical 
Director for the boys and also for the girls. All of these things 
eost lots of money, but we must remember that they all count 
for full.value in the physical and mental development of the chil- 
dren in our care. 

Again, we must note that the receipts of the Grand Lodge 
have greatly increased and we wonder if the members of. the 
Grand Lodge stop long enough to realize that the Chairman of 
the Board of Directors is none other than the Grand Master him- 
self and that a majority of the other members of this Board are 
among the leading Masons in North Carolina. We mention this 
fact simply to show that the Board of Directors which requests 
these appropriations are our own representatives and directly 
charged with the suecess or failure of our institution, therefore, 
we, your committee, most heartily endorse the recommendation 
which they make and we ask that the Grand Lodge make the fol- 
lowing appropriations:

To The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge. of North Carolina: 


The Board of General Purposes begs leave to report upon 
the Grand Master's address referred to us in course. We heartily 
concur in the recommendations of the Grand Master with regard 
to the subject of education and advise that a continuance of the 
committee on that subject be adopted. 

We congratulate the Grand Lodge on the fact that Bro. Job 
Taylor is willing to donate his valuable time and great talents 
to this important subject. 

Fraternal Dead. We are touched by the fact that fate has 
laid its cold hand upon the hearts of Brothers Moore, Andrews 
and Wilson. Pallied death has broken the charmed circle of their 
household and their hearts are lonely now but they can fall back 
upon the gentle teachings of our affectionate institution, and soon 
the great and cruel loss they now feel will pass to pleasant memory 
and endearing recollections. 

We congratulate the institution upon the activity of the 
Grand Master who has covered almost the entire jurisdiction by 
personal visitation. Under the head of decisions, the Grand Mas- 
ter has rendered a number of judgments, all of which we refer 
to the Committee on Jurisprudence. In the main, we desire to 
say that the decisions appears to be sustained by Masonic law. 

Report on Special Committee, We concur in the appointment 
of this particular special committee upon the Hamby case, but we 
desire expressively to enter in protest against cumbering the 
Grand Lodge records with so many unimportant details. 

Masonic and Eastern Star Home. The recommendation of 
the Grand Master with regard to an enlarged appropriation for 
this beautiful emblem in Masonic life we refer to committee on 
that institution. 

Orphan Asylum. The suggestions of Grand Master with re- 
gard to this dearest of all objects of our business life as well as 
the suggestions as to the Wan. J. Hicks Memorial Hospital, we 
respectfully refer to the Committee on Orphan Asylum. No more 
signal occurrence has markec the sympathetic life of the great 
State of North Carolina than was the laying of the corner stone 
of the Wm. J. Hicks Hospital at Oxford. Lowering clouds did 
not deter thousands of our Brethren from gathering on that bleak 
day to put in position a better stone to commemorate the future 
ages that childhood is to be nursed, cared for and nurtured to

The Grand Secretary presented the following resolu- 
tion, which was read and referred to the Committee on 


Jurisprudence: 
RALEIGH, N. C., January 18, 1922 


To the Grand Master, Officers and Members of the Grand Lodge 
of North Carolina: 


There is pending in Congress of the United States a bill 
known as the Towner-Sterling Bill. The bill provides: 

1. An Executive Department of the Government to be called 
the Department of Education, with a Secretary of Education at 
the head thereof to be appointed by the President as a member 
of his cabinet. 

2. That the department shall conduct studies and investiga- 
tions in the field of education, and that research shall be underta- 
ken in (a) Illiteracy; (b) Public School Education, and especially 
rural education; (c) Immigrant Education; (d) Preparation and 
supply of competent teachers for public schools. 

3. The bill appropriates $100,000,000.00 annually to be used 
by the department in co-operation with the several states to en- 

. courage the states in the promotion and support of education; in 
the removal of illiteracy; in the improvement of public school 
systems and general educational facilities, especially in rural and 
sparsely settled localities in the principles of health and sanitation; 
in the promotion of physical education and instruction in the prin- 
ciples of health and sanitation; in the preparation of teachers for 
public school service.’ In short, the purpose of the bill, broadly 
stated, is to aid the states in furnishing the children of the Re- 

public an opportunity to. attend public schools and to aid in im- 
proving the work of those schools. It seeks to aid states in fight- 
ing illiteracy and in teaching the English language and principles 
of Americanism to immigrants. 

_ As evidence that this piece of legislation is in no sense a par- 
tisan measure, the bill is endorsed by the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, representing nearly three ntillion women through- 
out the country. The National Educational Association at its re- 
cent meeting urged the prompt passage of the bill. It is the gen- 
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eral opinion of educators and of those who are interested in the 
education of the youth of our country, the “Towner-Sterling Bill 
offers the best and most practical solution of the great national 
problem of illiteracy which has been proposed for enactment by 
Congress. i 

Education and enlightenment of the masses is fundamental 
in the teachings of Free Masonry. The free public school is a 
' great corner stone underlying the foundations of our Democracy. 
The free public school is the great nursery for training in Amer- 
icanism, in knowledge of and love for our institutions and ideals, 
that knowledge which will preserve us as a nation, and will train 
those who are to become the guiding spirits of the next generation. 
For then this movement should be fostered that they may be 
worthy of their task. 

The bill is in harmony with the ideals of our Order: Better 
schools, a more enlightened citizenship, a better country. We 
therefore respectfully submit the enclosed resolution: 


WHEREAS, There is at this time pending in the Congress of 
the United States a bill known as the “Towner-Sterling Educa- 
tional Bill," and 


WHEREAS, This piece of legislation is designed and intended 
to advance and improve the educational facilities for the youth 
of this nation, by providing for financial assistance from the Na- 
tional Treasury to the several states, and for important research 
work in education, and for improved teacher service, and 


WHEREAS, This bil does not intrefere with, or intermeddle 
in, the administration of educational affairs in the several states, 
but provides financial assistance, research, and improved teacher 
service only. 

Now, Therefore be it Resolved, That the Grand Lodge of

Bro. R. C. Dunn, for the Committee on Jurisprudence, 
submitted the following report, which was read and on 
motion adopted: 


To The Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Committee on Jurisprudence respectfully submits the 
following report: 

First: The committee recommends that the resolution intro- 
duced by Bro. A. S. Holden amending Regulation 122 of the Code 
be adopted. I 

Second: The committee recommends that the resolution of- 
fered by Bro. J. W. Rowell, providing for the creation of a lec- 
turing fund be referred to the Code Commission. 

Third: The committee recommends that the action of Sharon 
Lodge, No. 78, in receiving, passing and raising A. G. Harris be, 
and the same is, hereby validated. 

Fourth: The committee approves the decision of the Grand 
Master in the following case: an appeal was made to the Grand 
Master in a case where a profane had petitioned a Lodge and had 
been elected to the degrees in Masonry and had been initiated. He 
then moved to the jurisdictiond of B Lodge and at the request of A 
Lodge the other two degrees were conferred upon him. He never 
signed the By-Laws of A Lodge. Some moniths later the Secre- 
tary of B Lodge wrote to A Lodge for a dimit, stating he had been 
elected a member of B Lodge. The Grand Master held that he 
was not a member of any Lodge, but that he would have to sign 
the By-Laws of A Lodge before a dimit could be granted. 


Fifth: The committee approves the decision of the Grand 
Master in the following case: the son of a Master Mason had pe- 
titioned for the degrees in Masonry. At the meeting in which the 
ballot was taken the father, with two others, were sent out to ex- 
amine some visitors. While such members were out, a ballot was 
taken and the petition was rejected. The father objected to the 
approval of the minutes on account of the fact that he was sent 
out by the Worshipful Master and was not present at the taking 
of the ballot and was denied a personal privilege, namely: of 
withdrawing the petition. The Grand Master ruled that inasmuch 
as the records showed that these three Brethren were present and 
did not vote and were not excused from voting by the action of the 
Lodge, the election was illegal. If a member of a Lodge is in 
attendance on the communication of a Lodge, he is required to 
vote on a petition unless excused from so doing, by a majority 
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of the Lodge; and it is the duty of the Master of the Lodge to 
require such member to come into the Lodge and cast his vote 
on the petition. For this reason the committee approves the ac- 
tion of the Grand Master. However, the committee calls atten- 
tion to Section 117 of the Constitution of the Grand Lodge pro- 
viding that “No petition for initiation or membership, received 
by a Lodge, can be withdrawn except by the unanimous consent 
of the Lodge, nor shall any- such petition be withdrawn after a 
committee on investigation shall have reported unfavorably 
thereon.” 

Sixth: The committee approves the resolution offered by the 
Educational Committee. 

Seventh: The committee recommends the adoption of the 
suggestions contained in the report of the Committee on Foreign 
Correspondence, and submitted by Past Grand Master Henry A. 
Grady, and looking to the recognition by this Grand Lodge of the 
Grand Lodge Valle de Mexico. - 

Eighth: The committee recommends the adoption of the reso- 
lution’ introduced by J. F. Rhem, Chas. B. Newcomb and others, 
approving the purposes of the legislation as proposed by the 
-Towner-Sterling Bill.

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Past Grand Master Hackett: I want to rise in oppo- 
sition to this Towner-Sterling Bill The statement that 
anything that ever comes before the Congress of the 
United States in the present day and time, or in recent 
times, has no politics in it, is an absolute absurdity. 
Bills are passed there no longer except where one party 
sees that there is something that they can gain by its 
passage, or the other party sees there is something where 
they can make headway against the other party; or the 
parts of the two parties see that they can make headway 
for a certain specific interest, agricultural, or otherwise, 
and therefore are pandering to that particular class of 
people in advocating or defeating its passage. 

Past Grand Master Winston: Perhaps my Brother 
will read what we have done in the past, it may throw 
some light upon what we are now about to do. This is 
no new proposition so far as the Grand Lodge of North. 
Carolina is concerned. We have practically acted upon 
this very proposition. After certain recitals, the Grand 
Lodge at its last communication through its special com- 
mittee, men who love Masonry as I know, like their wives 
and children, men who would not recommend to this 
Grand Lodge any procedure that in any way infringed up- 
on its prerogatives, and we endorsed practically this same 
subject. The Smith or Sterling Bill is merely an en- 
largement of a bill introduced in Congress to provide for 
the education of all of the people in America. Masons 
throughout the entire length and breadth of our State 
and country have endorsed this proposition. The only 
people in the world who don’t fear the light of intelli- 
gence are the Masons. What we fear is ignorance. Men 
who know and men who feel and men who conceive and 
men who are well acquainted to put knowledge into ac- 
tion, make good Masons; but men who do not know, who 
do not conceive, who dodge behind post and pillar are 
men who bring this great institution of ours into seem- 
ing disrepute. You can’t bring it into disrepute actually 
no matter what its. votaries are. Do you know that if 
every Mason in North Carolina today were to pursue a 
line of conduct that seemed to bring Masonry into disre- 
pute, the great throbbing heart of this state would say: 
He is no Mason; he is a common liar. Masonry is so in- 
terwoven in the hearts of the people of North Carolina; 
so touching to their heart; so sweet and gentle in their 
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ministrations of kindness and of love, that no man, no 
matter how high he may be, is able to prostitute the great 
institution to which we belong. 

This committee means simply this: That they approve 
a bill pending in Congress to appropriate money that 
you and I pay, and bring to our great State and to this 
institution, a slight portion of the taxation, to the end 
that Masonry may enlighten the heart, glorify the pur- 
poses of our aspirations, and make us feel that we are 
indeed the widow’s sons. i 

Past Grand Master Hackett: Y don't know whether 
Past Grand Master Winston in his talk of the men who 
do this and that or the other had any reference to me or 
not. I am glad to hear him say he had not. I want it 
distinctly understood that as I understand this bill, Ma- 
sonry has nothing in the world to do with it. It proposes 
to appropriate a certain sum of money for educational 
purposes; and if I havé read the bill correctly and un- 
derstand it correctly, it means that that money is used 
in schools where there is no differentiation between 
white and colored. (Cries of “No, No.") Well, that is 
my understanding about it, and if you can show me any- 
thing to the contrary in the bill or reading around it, I 
will be glad to be relieved of what I am informed of now, 
and have been able to find nothing to the contrary. And 
that is why I don't believe in Masonry having anything 
to do with it. We have had this question up way back 
yonder of affiliation years ago, with states that had some 
negro Lodges; and finally they were all excluded, and 
our affiliation has been complete over the United States; 
and I am just as much opposed to this Grand Lodge go- 
ing on record in favor of a bill that appropriates money 
. for white girls and negro girls going to school together, 
as I am with affiliating with the state that lets negroes 
sit in white Masonic Lodges. And if there is one word 
in this bill or anything in the bill, or the idea behind it, 
gotten up by the two gentlemen whose names it bears, 
which says it shall be used in separate schools, or shall 
not be used for schools where both races go together, 
I want it read and see whether or not there is anything 
‘in it before this Grand Lodge passes on it. 

Bro. R. C. Dunn: I wonder if he understands the 
fact that all of the power of the Catholic hierarchy with 
all of its ramifications is brought to bear against this 
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bill? So far as the negro and white proposition is con- 
cerned, may I ask the Brother a question? Just what 
does he mean by the money being used for the schools 
in which white and blacks are together? I understand 
the bill appropriates money to be used without saying it 
shall be used in separate schools. I have looked into this 
matter, and the bill provides that these appropriations 
shall be used through the State Department of Public 
Instrictions, and does not intend that they shall be dic- 
tated in any way whatever in their methods of using it. 


. P. G. M. Hackett: I move that we postpone action 
on this part of the bill because I want this thing to be 
clear before I am willing that the Grand Lodge of North 
Carolina shall go on record as favoring it, unless it is 
perfectly plain to everyone. I move to postpone it till the 
next annual communication. 


Bro. R. C. Dunn: That not having received a second, 
I want to read Section Third of this resolution. (Reads 
from resolution) : If the approval of the features as in- 
corporated in that article be partisanship, then I want 
to be put down in this Grand Lodge as the most intense 
partisan. I can’t see anything, nor do I believe that any 
court could see anything, by which it could read into this 
bill anything whatsoever that would tend to a construc- 
tion that would make the white girl and the negro girl 
go to the same school. And I want to say, speaking as I 
believe I do for the sentiment of the people of North 
Carolina, that it would take more than Federal enactment 
to put a white girl and a colored girl in the same school 
together. The purposes of this bill are founded upon the 
broad principles of education to the common masses, and 
I can see absolutely no word, no syllable, no letter in it 
that could not be subscribed to by every Mason within . 
the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge; and I ask that the 
report incorporate in it the approval of this resolution. 
(Reads it). Is there anything in this resolution that can- 
not be subscribed to? I don’t care who introduced the 
bill; I don’t care from what party he came; but I, for 
one, subscribe to the principles of the resolution to pro- 
vide better educational facilities for the people of the 
United States; and I disapprove of the act of the Catholic 
hierarchy in putting their stamp of disapproval on the 
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efforts to enlighten the people through the medium of the 
public schools; and I am in favor of the passage of this 
resolution. 

. Brother Poteat: In the first place the Towner-Sterl- 
ing Bill may be partisan, but it is a good bill, for it means 
enlightenment and progress. Second, Masons in this day 
of opportunity ought to establish connection with life 
as it is actually lived wherever it can. We have long 
been theoretical, and it is time we got down to the 
people in their daily practical lives. Third, Masonry as 
an organization has nothing to do with this bill, but sep- 
arately it is the duty of Masons to interest themselves 
actively in every movement which looks to human up- 
lift. If I am not mistaken, the Southern Jurisdiction of 
the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite have already ap- 
proved a resolution almost identical with this. 


P. G. M. Hackett: I understand that that is true, and 
many Grand Lodges have done the same, and I have been 
informed since I came here that the Southern Jurisdic- 
tion of the Scottish Rite, are the principal ones who are 
advocating the resolution which has been presented to 
the Grand Lodge. Not having ever become affiliated with 
Scottish Masonry I don’t know anything about how that 
is. There is one thing though, that I have watched since I 
was Grand Master of this Grand Lodge, and I have seen it 

growing with fear for the great organic mistakes of this 
work, and that is the blue Lodges hurrying and rushing 
to get men through the first three degrees in order that 
they will go into so-called Higher Masonry. There never 
has been any higher Masonry, and there never will be. ` 
I have joined.and have gone through the Shrine, and I 
don’t feel that I ever was more elevated than by this 
Grand Lodge when I became a Master Mason in the Blue 
Lodge; and I want that sentiment to seethe, because if 
it doesn’t and if men are asked to go into Blue Lodge Ma- 
sonry for the simple purpose of getting into some higher 
Lodges, then the purpose is destroyed. Now, then, I 
don’t know whether there is a copy of this bill here or not. 
Men say what they understand it to be, and I say what 
I understand it to be; I want to know what it is. If the 
bill contains such as in plain language can be construed 
to mean that the appropriation provided thereby is to 
be used in the schools where white and black are taught 
together, I am opposed to the resolution, and eternally 
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opposed to it. If it simply means a resolution that the 
Grand Lodge of North Carolina shall go on record as fa- 
voring advancement in education, I am. just as much for 
it as any Mason in here; but I don’t intend to vote on it 
until that is found out, and the sooner it is found out the 
better it would suit me. ; 

Brother Anderson: I think the remarks of Brother 
Hackett shows that he is woefully in need of the bene- 
fits of this Towner-Sterling Bill, for he says that he nev- 
er has been more enlightened than when he took the Mas- 
ter Mason’s degrees. Now I grant you there is no high- 
er title than Master Mason, but the so-called higher de- 
grees, as he called them, explain and exemplify the Mas- 
ter Mason’s degree. i 

Brother Dunn: May I not say in following up what 
Brother Anderson has said that in Asheville, in our own 
State, which entertained the Grand Sovereign Chapter 
of York Rite, composed of Blue Lodges and Chapter Ma- 
sons from 45 states, in their tri-ennual convocation last 
September, approved without a dissenting vote the pro- 
visions of this bill and passed a resolution favoring its 
passage. They are men, of course, who are Master Ma- 
sons first, but they had just as much interest in Masonry 
as the men who had never taken any but the first degrees. 
I state this to show that it is not only the Ancient and 
Accepted Scottish Rite, but that there are Masons, Chap- 
ter Masons from every section of the United States, ex- 
cept Virginia, Texas and Pennsylvania, favoring the 
adoption of this resolution. I 

Brother Newcomb: I happen to be a proponent of 
this resolution. In fact, I am one of the signers, and I 
have heard the discussion upon this important subject. ' 
Reference is made to politics, religion and race distine- 
tion—all of which, in my opinion, and with due respect 
to those who made the statements—is more or less irre- 
levant and improper. The State of North Carolina today 
accepts from the Federal Government for vocational 
training in its public schools and colleges sums of money, 
and that is not used to teach negroes and whites in the 
same schools. North Carolina accepts from the Federal 
Treasury hundreds of thousands of dollars for good 
roads without a qualm of conscience. The Towner-Sterl- 
ing Bill expressly provides that any funds delivered to a 
state shall be administered by the state educational au- 
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thorities, as is the State fund in the hands of such au- 
thorities. No suggestion anywhere that there shall be 
negro and whites taught together. Let us not befog our 
minds with the fundamental principles involved in this 
legislation. Neither is it partisan, nor is it sectarian, 
nor is it racial, but it points to that knowledge in which 
every Mason in this room believes—popular education 
for the masses. And if Masons can't stand for that in 
the Blue Lodge, and if Masons don't believe in that in 
the Blue Lodge, then may we not seek for that light some- 
where else? I have no apology to offer because I am a 
member of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite, or 
York Rite—no apology to offer. I have forsaken none of 
my faith in the great mother Lodge. I surrendered none 
of the principles there; and because a man is not thor- 
oughly acquainted with the bill, every jot of it, should 
we defer action on an important matter of this kind, 
wherein the Grand Lodge of North Carolina is asked to 
approve a principle. It is not a political question; it is 
a question that strikes home to the average man and wo- 
man in North Carolina; to the masses of the people. 
Popular education, enlightenment, knowledge, informa- 
tion, that great light that shines in upon man's conscience 
and makes him fit to live and be a citizen. What objec- 
tion can there be to the adoption of the resolution? Wi! 
we consider it further if we defer to the next Grand 
Lodge? How much interest will the average man give 
to it between now and then? I ask that you consider the 
report of the committee now. 

The Grand Master: The discussion now being ended 
on this subject, all in favor of the adoption of the report 
of the Committee on Jurisprudence will indicate it by 
saying *Aye;" to the contrary “No.” The “Ayes” have 
it, and the report is adopted. 

Bro. H. T. Patterson, for the Committee on Appeals, 
presented the following report, which was read, and up- 

on motion, duly carried, voted on in sections:

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With reference to the appeals of Harry I. Zehm from the ac- 
tion of Phalanx Lodge, No. 31, in expelling him, we are of the 
opinion that despite minor technicalities as set up in the appeal, 
the action of the Lodge was justified, and we recommend that the

Section 3. Brother Winborne: I defer to the report 
of the committee, of course, that there were irregulari- 
ties in the trial that it thinks were such that should re- 
quire a new trial of this matter, and it is also a fact that 
it was tried immediately after the complaint of plaintiff. 
In further making his report, the Brother thought that 
if enough cooling time elapsed after the charge, the de- 
cision might be free from prejudice. This matter hap- 
pened in August; the trial was in September. Mr. Rob- 
erson was expelled from the Lodge. There were some 
60 members present, and a large majority voted to expel. 
I want to offer this substitute for the committee report, 
that it be remanded to the Subordinate Lodge for new 
trial, and that the part recommending that it be sent to 
a special commission, be stricken out. If the members 
have a reason to be prejudiced it is due to the conduct of 
the accused, and if they don’t change, I don’t suppose 75 
Masons, or a majority of them, would just deliberately 
make up their minds to convict whether a man was guilty 
or not. I think they would be just as fair a tribunal as 
any other; and if they are prejudiced, it is a righteous 
one brought about by the accused himself. I believe it is 
the best policy that as far as we can to allow Lodges to 
regulate their own affairs and for the members of the 
Subordinate Lodges to say what man shall or shall not be a 
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member of their Lodge. You intend to send a commis- 
sion of three men there. I ask you to remand it to the 

Lodge itself to correct the irregularities—this is no occa- 
sion for a special commission. 

P. G. M. Grady: I rise for the purpose of some in- 
formation. I want to ask in case the commission is ap- 
pointed, and they still find this man guilty, what are they 
going to do with him? 

The Grand Master: Their action would be final. 

P. G. M . Grady: I would like to ask if there is any: 
authority in the Code for the appointment of a commis- 
sion to try a man. As I understand, there is no authority 
to try a man by special commission, except he be the 
Master. = 

Brother Paterson: I want to explain some ‘portions 
`of the committee report. With reference to the recom- ` 
mendation that a commission be appointed, we felt that 
conditions there as shown by the testimony were such 
that it would not be possible to give the man a fair trial 
in that community. Our problem then was how were we 
going to try him. We felt it would be unfair to ask that 
a neighboring Lodge be required to wash the “dirty lin- 
- en” of some other Lodge; but we had a precedent in the 
action of this Lodge, when a commission was appointed 
in another case. But now, we see that we are wrong; a 
commission can only be appointed to try a Master. 

P. G. M. Hackett: I move as a substitute to the third 
section of the committee report, that that case be re- 
manded to the Lodge for a new trial. The substitute 
was duly accepted by the committee, and duly carried. 

Section 4. P. G. M. Gattis: I move that the commit- 
tee report be amended by stating that that case be re- 
manded to the Lodge for re-sentence in accordance with 
the Code. Amendment duly carried, and so ordered. 

P. G. M. Royster: I now move that the committee 
report as a whole as amended be adopted. Motion duly 
seconded and carried. 

P. G. M. Norfleet offered the following resolution, 
which, after being read, was referred to the Finance 
Committee: 

Be it Resolved, by this Grand Lodge, that whenever the un- 
appropriated funds of the Grand Lodge in the hands of the Grand 
Treasurer shall amount to $10,000.00 (Ten Thousand Dollars) or 


more, the Grand Master, Grand Treasurer and Grand Secretary 
are hereby empowered to set aside from the regular funds of the

safe and recognized interest-bearing securities.

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Brother Anderson: I move that this Grand Lodge 
reconsider the vote by which it adopted the Finance 
‘Committee report.

PRESENTATION OF PAST MASTERS’ JEWELS TO J. H. MIT- 
CHELL AND ALBERT L. COX 


P. G. M. Gattis: Most Worshipful Grand Master, my 
friend and Brother, J. H. Mitchell: The Grand Lodge 
of North Carolina commissioned a special committee, and 
I have been asked by that committee, to perform a very 
pleasant duty. When the great World War came to us, 
when the great republic of which we are a part was called 
to rush into the breach and save the civilization of the 
western world, you and others of the young men of North 
Carolina volunteered to fight for your country and your 
homes and your civilization. And when you had gone 
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into camp at Greenville, S. C., the Grand Lodge of North 
Carolina commissioned and directed that Army Lodge. 
“A” be organized at that eamp, and you were elected, al- 
though at that time not a commissioned officer, you were 
elected Master of that Lodge, I believe the first Master. 
And during the next 12 or 18 months you with the other 
Masons upheld the dignity and the honor of the Masons 
of North Carolina in the great war. The Grand Lodge 
of North Carolina, notwithstanding your unwillingness 
to accept anything on behalf of the Grand Lodge felt 
that it was nothing but right that you, sir, should be 
presented on behalf of every Mason in North Carolina 
with a jewel of a Past Master. My dear sir, this is a 
beautiful symbol. It is my pleasure, sir, on behalf of 
the 35,000 Masons in North Carolina to present that to 
you, made out of the purest gold, as an emblem of our 
esteem and appreciation for the services which you did 
for your country and for Masonry in the great war. 

Brother Mitchell: Most Worshipful Grand Master 
end Brethren. Words cannot express my heart-felt 
thanks for this token of yours. If it was possible for 
you Brethren to know the joy that has all come from 
the association with the Masonic work of Army Lodge 
“A,” you would know that I had been a thousand times 
repaid for any little labors that I ever attempted to do 
for Masonry. Not only the pleasant association of the 
Brethren with whom I came into contact while in the 
service, but the fruits of seeing the number of boys 
initiated while in the service still faithful to the trust, 
pressing forward anxious to learn more about Masonry, 
and advancing to what we call the higher degrees, though, 
I admit I do not like that term, for there can be nothing 
ia Masonry higher than this body. But it has been the 
greatest pleasure to me, and what little I have done I 
have been greatly repaid for, and this token of love from 
you simply renews my obligations to try and start all over 
again and do something for Masonry in some way to 
justify what Masonry and what you have done for me. 
It will be my earnest desire and prayer in the future that 
my life shall be as pure for Masonry as this pure gold 
that you have presented to me, and that you may never 
regret having done this. It is useless for me to try to 
tell you what words cannot express, but from the depths 
of my heart I thank you. 
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P. G. M. Royster: Most Worshipful Grand Master 
and Brethren of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina. 
Past Master Albert L. Cox of Army Lodge “A” during 
the term of war kept many of us awake nights, and 
most of you here active all the time on your job. A good 
many years ago, Brethren, I played soldier a little my- 
self; a little bit later the playing became a little more 
real; and by and by when Uncle Sam thought I wasn't 
fit for service and drafted in these “older” boys, I real- 
ized that soldiering was a man's job. I congratulate 
Masonry in North Carolina on the type of men selected 
by the medical officers of our State to serve in the ranks 
of our army. I believe, sir, that I had a small part to 
do with the organization of that fighting unit which was 
commanded by you. I watched you with peculiar pride 
while you were in camp training. I know that time 
when you left America's hospitable shores to go upon 
an errand in the cause of humanity, I couldn't find out 
much about you while you were over there, or what you 
were doing, because you had a habit of not allowing the 
fellows to write home to their parents and to their loved 
ones to tell anything about the operations; but by and 
by it leaked out through the proper channels, of course, 
that the 113th Field Artillery, North Carolina soldiers, 
served next to one, more hours on the battle front than 
any other organization of troops in the whole United 
States. 

We knew that you could do it if you were given the 
opportunity; we were not surprised that those who 
needed men of your stamp and that of your associates 
found out that they had those ready to embrace opportu- 
nities and to make them, if necessary. While you were ` 
busy in this great task and doing your full part in saving 
` the nations of the world, the civilization of the ages, 
yet at convenient seasons you found time to project into 
the lives of your associates as officers and as enlisted 
men, the great fundamental principles upon which Ma- 
sonry was builded thousands of years ago, and upon 
which it has securely rested through all of the interven- 
ing years, and upon which all of its future is based. You 
had time to lay aside the vexing problems of war and 
spend a few hours in fellowship one with the other. The 
democracy of Masonry as manifested in Army Lodge “A 
was wonderful, and not so wonderful either when we re- 
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member that Army Lodge “A” was made up of Masons 
and North Carolinians principally. Why, your imme- 
diate predecessor in office was a sergeant, and I am reli- 
ably informed that your brigade commander was his Sen- 
ior Warden and that you, his colonel, were Junior War- 
den, and that the major was Senior Deacon. and the 
captain was Junior Deacon; and they do tell me that that 
sergeant that first presided, when he had anything in 
for the officers who hadn’t had much Masonry in them, 
jerked them up a bit. But it shows you how Masonry 
regards no man for the purple that he wears. ` Right 
well did Army Lodge “A” do when it got rid of its ser- 
geant, and they decided to elect the Colonel of the Regi- 
ment; but I have no idea, sir, in the discharge of your 
duties as presiding officer of Army Lodge “A”, that you 
had any such rigid rules and regulations governing the 
discipline of the craft as had been in the camp or on the 
battlefield. No, you met there on the level, and acted on 
the plumb, and parted on the square. Next morning 
some one might have to pay the penalty for it, but they 
had their own fun the night before. We are proud to 
recognize in your, sir, one of the two presiding officers 
of this unique organization of North Carolina Masons, 
Army Lodge “A.” Why, Brethren, do you know they 
held their meetings wherever it got ready. I know where- 
of I speak. When your regiment was up on the front 
with the Army of Occupation, they held a Lodge in Lux- 
embourg, and conferred the second degree, and that can- 
didate is here tonight, he is my oldest boy—-God bless him. 
And they arranged to give that same boy of mine his third 
degree coming back on the ship, but you had so many 
men and mementos and goats with you that you didn’t 
have place where you could confer the degree; and I 
asked him confidentially why he couldn’t take it, and he 
said there weren’t enough of the officers that felt well 
enough to give it to him. But he finally got it, and he 
is delighted with it. 

Poor, indeed, would this old world be but for its 
splendid friendships and for the sacred memories that 
watch between while we part. That feeling dominated 
the breasts of the Masons of North Carolina while Army 
Lodge "AT was moving from pillar to post, carrying the 
jewels of Masonry with it all the time, conscious of the 
fact that if you were true as North Carolinians and as 
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soldiers, you could not be false as Masons. We loved 
. you for that; and when you came back to us with most 
of the fellows that you carried off with you—some of 
them not in the same splendid physical condition as when 
they left here—bearing upon their bodies these sacred 
marks of service, we take our hats off and reverently 
bow to them as they pass by; and to those of you whom 
the God of War did not mark for a target for any inju- 
ries, save the loss of sleep, a few gray hairs that may 
have come, we have for you, sir, only the tenderest and 
the fondest emotion of friendship and brotherly love. 

On behalf of the great body of Masons of North Car- 
-olina, and believing in the same faith of America that

Yours to wear throughout 
the balance of an honorable life, and to be transmitted 
by you to those who shall come after you and bear your 
name, with the same high honor that you receive it now 
from our hands. 


Bro. Albert L. Cox: Most Worshipful Grand Mas- 
ter, Brethren of the Committee, Brethren of the Grand 
Lodge: Unworthy as I know myself to be to receive such 
a token from the body of Masons of North Carolina, I 
am unable to express even in a small measure the deep 
appreciation which I have for you; and I shall endeavor 
to show my gratitude and deep feeling that has been im- 
parted to me by a furtherance of the ideals and the ten- 
ets of Masonry. I was raised on the lap of a Mason; I 
had always in my young life looked forward to the time 
when I might take those oaths of a Mason. I looked up 
to him, and as soon as I was able to understand, to think, 
had instilled in me the principles that he had inculcated 
from the Masonic order.

It will be with great pride that I shall wear it, and I 
shall convey it after my death as one of my proudest pos- 
sessions to those of my children who come after me.

The Grand Orator, Dr. Hubert M. Poteat, Senior 
Grand Warden, was then introduced by Bro. B. W. Par- 
ham, and delivered the following address: 


Most Worshipful Grand Master and Past Grand Masters, 
Brethren, Ladies and Gentlemen: 


The war is over; peace has come; and since the sign- 
ing of the armistice we have been gradually settling back 
into our interrupted routine. In our Lodges we have been 
“at work,” making “Masons;” that is to say, going 
through the forms and ceremonies prescribed by the 
Grand Lodge. Now, in spite of the fact that the war 
with Germany is happily a thing of the past, every man 
who, by taking the three degrees of Symbolic Mason- 
ry, earns the right to wear a Masonic emblem, ought 
to be a soldier, trained, zealous and full armed for the 
struggle against the other enemies of our liberty, and 
not a mere idle spectator of degree work. The great 
hosts of Masons in our Republic are potentially an im- 
pregnable bulwark against all the perils that threaten 
us—a strong and sure defense, capable of hurling back 
the waves of ignorance, fanaticism and disloyalty that 
are thundering so furiously upon our shores. 

I said “potentially.” Actually, this is far from true. 
And so I seek to arouse every dormant, nominal Mason 
here today, and I would to God I could arouse every such 
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Mason in this land, from complacent passivity to ener- 
getic activity; from careless indifference to flaming en- 
thusiasm; from a hazy state of confusion as to what Ma- 
sonry really is to a firm conviction that she can be one 
of the mightiest defenders of the faith of our fathers, 
that she has waited long and anxiously for the awakening 
of her sons, that she demands of them in this supreme 
moment, a wholehearted consecration to nobler deeds, to 
nigher thoughts, to greater achievements, that she calls 
apon every one of them to move out of the northeast cor- 
aer and take his stand with a ringing shout of conscious 
power in the front line, to do battle for his country and 
us God. And so, my subject is “Masonry Militant.” 

There is not time even to mention all the calls to ac- 
ive service which come to every Mason in these days of 
‘peace,” or to discuss any of them in full detail. I shall. 
:herefore, confine myself to two forces which seem to me 
yarticularly dangerous and to which all good Masons 
jught to be eternally and energetically hostile. The first 
s socialism and the second is secular and political Ro- 
nanism. 

First, then, socialism. Not having made the study 
f deadly poisons my life work, I do not pretend to a com- 
ylete understanding of this movement, which has pre- 
‘ented itself in various forms to every great government 
n the world’s history. I have always regarded socialism 
is dangerous, and recent careful study has strengthened 
ind confirmed my original impressions. I ordered some 
ocialistic books from the sanctum sanctorum of the faith, 
uitably located in the windy state of Kansas, and these 
ngenious products of diseased intellects opened my eyes 
vide to the fact that Masons should be ready even to lay 
lown their lives, if need be, to prevent the spread of thi: 
anatical heresy. 

Let it be remembered always that the socialist propa- 
randist is shrewd and plausible, smooth-tongued and 
uave and slick as the wretched crew at Potsdam during 
he war. He will paint you a socialistic Utopia that will 
lazzle your eyes, intrigue your heart and charm your soul, 
f you will but drug your. common sense and put your 
eason to sleep. But if Masons can be thus duped by 
toneyed words, in heaven’s name why have we expended 
uch an infinity of time and effort in the development of 
he Fraternity? Surely we of all men can look the pro- 
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pagandist squarely in the face and bid everlasting de- 
fiance to his casuistry and craft. ` ' 

There are conservative socialists who will tell you 
that some of the socialistie teachings to which I shall 
call your attention are not representative of the best ele- 
ments of the party. I reply that any economic or politi- 
cal chain is to be judged by its most radical link. They 
` ean not deny, even though they would probably like to, 
that this is fair and just. i 

First, then, your socialist believes that all natural re- 

sources, and all the machinery of production, transporta- 
tion and communication should be collectively owned and 
operated; that competition, wages, rents, interest and 
profit should be abolished and a so-called “democratic con- 
trol of industry” substituted therefor. You will note that 
this is not “government ownership,” but popular owner- 
ship. That is to say that Tom, Dick, Harry, and their 
Italian, Polish and Russian “comrades” shall own and 
operate the railroads, telegraph, telephone and cable 
lines, the cotton and steel mills, the steamships, etc. 
Now, no sane man can deny that capitalism has made 
egregious blunders, has in many cases ground down 
the laborer with low wages and long hours, has 
often piled up profits out of all reason, has frequently 
been soulless and heartless and cold. But the remedy 
for this condition is not the murder of the capitalists and 
the forcible seizure of their factories and mines, to be 
ruined by the ignorant “management” of some greasy 
socialist “comrade.” 
. Further, it can not be gainsaid that cultured and edu- 
cated people have not always been as ready as they ought 
to have been to share their education, their culture, their 
sources of happiness, with their less fortunate neighbors. 
But the remedy for this is not the overthrow of the whole 
social system. 

Unquestionably there are times when scheming poli. 
ticians employ the great power of the Government foi 
their own dirty ends. But the remedy for this is not: 
complete alteration in the scheme of government. D 
other words, the socialist makes a vast mistake in sup 
posing that he can tamper with our social, economic an 
political system as though it were a piece of machinery 
or, to change the figure, that he can bring in the millen 
nium by Act of Congress. I wish there were time t 
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quote their ridiculous claims at length. Three or four 
must suffice. 

They are going to get possession of all raw mate- 
rials, public utilities and industrial establishments, either 
by purchase (where the money is to come from doth not 
appear), by competition (their own mills and railroads 
will speedily put the capitalistic concerns out of busi- 
ness!), or by confiscation (which means, of course, the 
arming of the proletariat, the disarming of the upper 
classes, and the forcible seizure by the former group of 
all property of every kind held by the latter). When ev- 
erything but the grace of God is at last in their clutches, 
the time of great joy will begin. Listen: I quote socialist 
authorities: “Cities are an artificial development of an 
imperfect distributive system ... When socialism comes 
into complete operation . . . while there will necessarily 
be distributing points which might be called cities, the 
‘congested sections now termed cities will disappear.” 

Again: “All men will be able to afford the luxuries of 
life. It requires certain aesthetic development to be able 
to enjoy some things—such as music and art. All will 
gradually learn how to appreciate these things, because 
when all men use them the general taste will be tremen- 
dously developed.” 

In answer to the question, “How will the overworked 
wife be benefited by socialism?” we read this gem: “So- 
cialism may consider the keeping of a house a service to 
society and give the wife pay in her own name for per- 
forming the service. If it does not do this, the income 
of the male worker will be sufficient to supply the wife 
with all the conveniences which socialism will develop.” 

One more quotation, in answer to the query, “Who 
is going to do the dirty work in the socialist common- 
wealth?” “TPI do it myself," says the author .. . “because 
the hours of labor will be shorter . . . and I will have 
most of my time to read, study and improve myself. I 
will have time to attend a university and study . . . at- 
tractive subjects too numerous to mention. When we 
post-graduate university students get out in our over- 
alls doing the dirty work, one of my fellow-workers will 
say, ‘You’re a student of science; you will be a disgrace 
to our university if you don’t invent a machine to do this 
dirty work’ ... Then we will begin to discuss the ques- 
tion in earnest, and we will all go home with the under- 
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standing that we are all to spend our spare time trying ` 
to figure out that machine . . . In a few weeks the machine 
will be doing the work.” 

So, your socialist goes about, preaching to the discon- 
tented, the ignorant, the lazy, that his new scheme will 
cure all the economic ills of the human race. Everybody 
will be happy, contented and prosperous; nobody will be 
overworked and underpaid; crowded city slums will mi- 
raculously pass away and flowery meadows take their 
place. He utterly ignores the fact that he is dealing, not 
with a mechanism, but with an organism,—with a sys- 
tem which is the result of years and centuries of growth, 
toil and experience. But he will change all that in a mo- 
ment, in the twinkling of an eye. And so his glib patter 
is seraphic music in the ear of the loafer, the parasite 
and the outcast. The down-and-out section of society: 
(of whom, mark you, the large majority are down-and- 
out because of their own laziness) swarm about the red 
banner, muttering envious curses at the prosperous and 
the cultured, and spitefully licking their chops in venge- 
ful glee at the prospect of seeing their betters become 
their slaves. They understand little, and care less, about 
socialist economics, but that is a small matter. The so- 
cialist has promised them that the whole world is to be 
turned bottom upward and that they will soon bestride 
the necks of those whose prosperity they have long envied 
but whose energy and thrift they have made no effort to 
imitate. 

Mr. Socialist, you can not bring in the day of perfect 
bliss by means of anybody’s little piece of economic ma- 
chinery ; you can not save the world's soul by legislation ; 
you can not tinker with the fate of millions as you would 
with a patent clothes-wringer. Behold Russia! There 
the whole world can see the results of your scheme for 
the liberation of mankind from the clutch of capitalism. 
Look at your railroads and your mills, wrecked and 
ruined by “collective ownership and control ;” your mines 
and natural resources, destroyed by the magic wand cf 
the “socialized industry ;” your public utilities in a state 
of utter collapse as a result of your fine-spun theories ot 
proletarian authority, while your babes starve and die 
in thousands, while typhus stalks like a ` grim spectre 
through the land, and the streets run red with blood shed 
by the most merciless autocracy that ever crawled out of 
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hell! In the United States socialism is still a theory; in - 
Russia it is a fact. One writer has wittily and correctly 
dee that socialism is bolshevism with a shave and 
a haircut. 


Secondly, the socialist, with his marvelous devices for 
the salvation of man, errs grievously in ignoring the root 
of which injustice and wrong spring. We have injus- 
tice and wrong because people are unjust and cruel and 
rapacious, and people are not reformed by new schemes 
of government or plausible plans for the operation of 
railroads. One eminent socialist authority says that the 
punishment of crime must pass away. He proceeds: 
“The less punishment the less crime. When there is no 
punishment at all, crime will either cease to exist, or, if 
it occurs, will be treated by physicians as a very distress- 
ing form of dementia, to be cured by care and kindness.” 
And again: “When private property is abolished there 
will be no necessity for crime; it will cease to exist.” If 
the socialist can cure rapacity, greed, envy, anger, lazi- 
ness, self-seeking, by new laws, he will succeed in accom- 
plishing in a moment what Almighty God has been work- 
ing at for thousands of years, with the task far from 
completed in this year of grace, 1921. Masonry believes 
in leaven as against legislation; in other words, Masonry 
is disposed to pin her faith to the method of the Man of 
Nazareth, rather than to the method of the man of Gi- 
rard, Kansas. 

My Brethren, the glib proponent of theories who is. 
so blind to the workings of the souls of men, so abysmal- 
ly ignorant of the lessons of history, so wholly unac- 
quainted with human nature, is fit only to peddle patent 
medicine from the end of a wagon, and no more qualified 
to manage industry or government than a chattering 
monkey. And yet our ears are assailed and our hearts 
sickened within us by the unceasing yawp of a set of 
frowzy fanatics who insist that the age-long ills of man- 
kind can be cured by one bottle of socialist panacea. I 
repeat: We have abuses and wrongs and injustices. þe- 
cause people are sinful and envious and avaricious; and 
what we need is not a new system, but new men and new 
women. And they are to be had, not through legal en- 
actment and industrial juggling, but only through men- 
tal, moral and spiritual renovation and regeneration. 
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There is not time to discuss further the economic ab- 
surdities of the socialist gospel. The situation in Russia, 
to which your attention has already been called, demon- 
strates these absurdities so clearly that the wayfaring 
man, though'a fool, can not possibly err therein. And 
lest you should fail to understand fully the attitude of 
American socialists toward soviet Russia, I beg to quote 
one sentence which appeared a few months ago in their 
leading journal: “We, the organized socialists of Ameri- 
ca, declare our solidarity with the revolutionary workers 
of Russia in the support of the Government of their So- 
viet.” 

I pass to my third reason why Masons are ordained 
of God to drive socialism out of our glorious Union and 
hurl it back into the slums of Europe, whence it came. 

I quote a leading socialist authority: “There is no 
such thing as governing mankind. All modes of govern- 
ment are failures... All authority is quite degrading.” 
So, the socialist preaches the beauty of an absolute free- 
dom from restraint, of whatever kind,—a sort of legal 
and moral irresponsibility. The same author continues: 
“It is mentally and morally injurious to man to do any- 
thing in which he does not find pleasure.” Pause and re- 
flect, my Brethren, upon the unspeakable results that 
would inevitably follow the wide adoption of these devil- 
ish theories! You will say, perhaps, that such teaching 
will never actually be tried out in the United States. 1 
tell you, in reply, that certain schools in New York City 
which are under socialist control are now preaching tc 
their scholars the wickedness of every sort of restraint: 
are informing them that it is wrong to obey their parents 
or worry about the law; that they ought to lead perfectly 
free and untrammeled lives, in subjection to nobody 
that indulgence in what God and decent men have alway: 
called sexual immorality is quite proper, a sign of physi 
cal vigor, and conducive to the highest development. 2 
certain socialist prophet declares: “It is a burning sham: 
that there should be one law for men and another lav 
for women. There should be no law for anybody”! 

Again, during the war we received an impressive les 
‘son in socialist disloyalty and treason. While all goo 
citizens were bending every energy to the great task be 
fore them, what was your socialist doing? He was stand 
ing on a soap-box, howling imprecations at the Govern 
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ment and defiling the atmosphere with a lot of rot about 
the workers in Germany. In other words, he was doing 
his infernal best to aid the enemy and to hinder and em- 
barrass the authorities. What was his reason for such 
behavior? Why, he was seizing upon the crisis in the 
nation as a -heaven-sent opportunity to overthrow the 
existing régime and substitute socialism. Thank God, 
the sinewy arm of Uncle Sam reached out and  appre- 
hended many of these miserable traitors, shook them till 
their teeth and all the other bones in their heads played 
a lively Spanish fandango, and then chucked them into 
prison. It is interesting to remember that the socialist 
candidate for president still adorns the Atlanta peniten- 
tiary, and that Trotzky and Emma Goldman are no longer 
cumbering the ground of our fair land. 

It may be well to quote at this point two or three sen- 
tences from the effusion delivered by Debs in accepting 
the socialist nomination, to which reference has just been 
made: “Before beginning to serve my time here I made 
several addresses supporting the Russian revolution, 
which I believe is the greatest single achievement in the 
history of mankind. I said I was a bolshevik. I meant ` 
it then and I mean it now... I am heartily in favor of 
the Russian revolution, and think we should support it 
with all our power.” 

Permit me to quote now what seems to me a fine sum- 
mary of the socialistic schemes for the overthrow of our 
liberty. Give it good heed: “The successive national plat- 
forms of the socialist party have always included these 
demands: The easy amendment of the Constitution; the 
initiative and referendum applied to federal legislation ; 
popular election of federal judges; the recall of all off- 
cers, legislative, executive, and judicial; abolition of the 
United States Senate; abolition of the veto power of the 
President; abolution of what they call ‘the usurped power 
of the courts to declare Acts of Congress unconstitutional.’ 
What would be the effect? With Congress reduced to a 
single house . . . free from the fear of any interference 
with its will on the part of the President, and with the 
courts effectually muzzled, there would be absolutely no 
restraint upon its unbridled desires or determinations. 
Of what avail then would be the constitutional guaran- 
ties of individual rights? .. . It cannot be concealed 
from even the meanest intelligence . . . that this program 
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means nothing less than the abrogation of the Constitu- 
tion of the United States and the substitution for it of a 
soviet government." 

In the next place, the socialists teach that marriage 
and the home are relics of a capitalistic and barbarous 
past. Hear one of their spokesmen: “Socialism annihi- 
lates family life... . With the abolition of private prop- 
erty, marriage in its present form must disappear. This 
is part of the program.” Most socialist writers tread 
lightly here, and well they may! The gentleman I have 
quoted is, therefore, to be thanked for his frankness, for 
he shows us what we may really expect when the social- 
istic millennium comes. This poisonous view of the 
holiest things in our earthly life is enough, of itself, to 
damn socialism to the bottomless pit. But I proceed to 
my last two points. f 

Hear this scintillating jewel of socialistic wisdom: 
“The chief advantage that would result from the estab- 
lishment of socialism is, undoubtedly, the fact that social 
ism would relieve us from that sordid necessity of living 
for others, which, in the present condition of things, 
` presses so hardly upon almost everybody.” The same in- 
spired author also opines that “the majority of people 
spoil their lives by an unhealthy and exaggerated altru- 
ism," and that “charity creates a multitude of sins.” 
Choose ye this day whom ye will follow: the socialist, or 
the Man of Galilee, who said, “Whosoever shall give to 
drink unto one of these little ones a cup of cold water 

. Shall in no wise lose his reward"! When machinery 
takes the place of generosity, when free love drives out 
the home, when “socialized industry" is substituted for 
pity and mercy,—when socialism murders altruism,— 
then I pray that the Almighty will see fit to call me out 
of this world, for hell will then have set up its fiery throne 
here, and chaos and night and the socialists will hold 
high festival amid the wreck and ruin of civilization. 

Finally, the socialist leaves God out of his scheme of 
things. He prates endlessly about the spirit of Christ as 
exemplified in socialism, he claims Jesus as a patron 
saint, he insists that the only channel through which the 
teachings of the Master can ever really reach the world 
is socialism. And then he proceeds to deny Christ and 
God in his own life. Reliable figures inform us that 90 
per cent. of socialists profess atheism. My Brethren, the 
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Kingdom of God has been advancing down the years ma- 
jestically and victoriously, but it has from time to time 
changed its capital. So it moved from Jerusalem to 
Rome, then to Germany, then to England, then to New 
England, and finally to our own beloved Southland. Here 
its banners are set up; here is its citadel; here the holy 
Ark of the Covenant; here, too, are the picked warriors 
of the Captain of our salvation. Brothers, I call you to 
battle. “The Son of God goes forth to war, a kingly 
crown to gain, His bloodred banner streams afar; who 
follows in His train ?” 


Look well upon the foe. He is disloyal to everything 
we hold dear. He would overthrow the Government, set- 
ting up in its stead an impossible piece of made-to-order 
machinery; he would save mankind by Act of Congress; 
he would remove all restraint of every sort, leaving men 
to live and love and fight and die like animals; he would 
destroy marriage and home; he would drive out forever 
the hallowing emotions of gentleness, mercy and self-sac- 
rifice ; he would dethrone Jehovah God and crown License 
king of the universe. Behold him as he comes, sur- 
rounded by his greasy mob of the scum of the earth: the 
I. W. W., the bolshevik, the foreign agitator, the lazy, 
the vicious, the outcast. Quit you like men; be strong! 
And as you go forth to do battle with this unholy rabble 
who threaten our priceless heritage of liberty, raise your 
voices high in this, your chant of hope and inspiration: 

“O beautiful for spacious skies, 
For amber waves of grain, 
For purple mountain majesties 
Above the fruited plain! 
America! America! 
God shed His grace on thee, 
‘And crown thy good with brotherhood 
From sea to shining sea!” 


I pass now to a brief discussion of Romanism; and 
I am aware, of course, that some of you may criticize, 
and possibly even misconstrue, my attitude. Neverthe- 
less, 1 shall proceed. 

Let it be clearly understood that Masonry has noth- 
ing whatever to do with the beliefs of Catholics. Toler- 
ance of the religious opinions of others is one of the fun- 
damental principles of our order. But with secular and 
political Romanism Masonry has a great deal to do, and 
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i nized by every devout Catholic on earth, from 
ee nora bead-teller to the “holy father” in the 
Vatican as the most formidable opponent the church has 
to face in the development of its schemes for world domin- 
ion. But the Pope would indeed tremble with impotent 
rage, if all Masons, and not merely a relatively small 
number, were thoroughly awake to the political chican- 
ery, backstairs diplomacy and shameless meddling in 
the affairs of nations which the church has always prac- 
tised and is still practising, as successfully as the more 
advanced intelligence and decency of present-day civili- 
zation permit. 

There are Masons who advise soft speaking and much 
gumshod caution in dealing with this problem. They 
remind us of the fact that many Catholics are members 
of our Fraternity and must not be offended by plain 
words concerning the Mother Church. I reply that a 
Catholic who joins the Masonic order is either a very 
indifferent Catholic, or a spy, plying his wretched trade 
under the command of a foreign potentate. The Roman 
hierarchy have been thundering their anathemas at Ma- 
sonry for a couple of centuries, and every Catholic knows 
that membership in our Order renders him liable to the 
terrible bull of excommunication. No, my Brethren, this 
is not a matter to be settled by gentle words. War to the 
death has been declared upon Masonry by popery and 
priestcraft, and Masonry has joyfully accepted the chal. 
lenge and welcomes to her standard an ever-increasing 
number of stalwart soldiers of light and truth,—sworr 
enemies of ignorance, superstition and fanaticism. This 
declaration of war by Rome is, as a matter of fact, the 
greatest compliment ever paid to Masonry; for it signi 
fies that Catholics, in spite of their stupid misrepresenta 
tions of our teachings, really understand quite clearly 
that Masonry preaches freedom of thought; liberty, equal 
ity and fraternity; enlightenment; and absolute loyalty 


Let us consider, then, a few of the reasons why ev 
ery Mason, by virtue of his Masonic connections, ough 
to wage everlasting warfare on secular and political Ro 
manism. And permit me to say at the outset that I ca) 
prove every point I shall make by numerous citation 
from articles written and addresses and sermons delivere 
by Catholics. 
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In the first place, the Catholic Church today aims at 
nothing less than the conquest of the world—for Christ? 
By no means; for the Catholic Church. The methods em- 
ployed are numerous and varied. Nothing which appears 
likely to advance the interests of the Church in even the 
slightest degree is too unimportant to be overlooked. For 
example, the Knights of Columbus recently offered to 
construct and equip for the American Legion a great 
building in Washington, at a cost of four million dollars, 
to be used under the auspices of the Legion, advised and 
assisted by the worthy Knights,—of course. The Legion, 
led by their late commander, a Mason—God rest his gal- 
lant soul!—declined to accept the offer. All honor to 
them for their clear comprehension of the real purpose 
of the scheme! f 

A favorite device of the Romanists for increasing their 
power and influence is the denunciation of all organiza- 
tions not under Catholic domination. Only a few months 
ago Cardinal Merry Del Val, the papal secretary, issued 
a scathing indictment of the Y. M. C. A., in which he 
charged that it was subversive of morals and productive 
of irreligion. Secret societies of every kind have, from 
time immemorial, been banned by the church, but there 
have always been such organizations within the church. 
The truth is, of course, that the Pope bans only secret 
societies which he does not control, and particularly the 
Masonic Order. In launching their shafts at Masonry, 
the Romanist hierarchy have never displayed the slight- 
est regard for veracity, but time and time again have is- 
sued misrepresentations and falsehoods so crude and 
palpable as to be even humorous. 

Probably the most dangerous and wicked means which 
popery employs for its imperialistic ends is the stirring 
up of strife between friendly nations. The Knights of 
Columbus recently recognized officially the so-called 
“Irish Republic,” urged Congress to follow suit imme- 
diately, and accorded a tumultuous welcome to that ridi. 
culous play-actor, Eamonn de Valera, “President of the 
Irish Republic.” Now the sole reason of this particular- 
ly clumsy sample of Catholic diplomacy was to stir up 
discord between the United States and England—a con- 
summation devoutly longed for by the Catholic poten- 
tates. And all the miserable caterwauling in this country 
over the alleged woes of Ireland, all the idiotic appeals 
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to the Government to butt in where it has no business, all 
the unasked advice to and abuse of England, all the stupid 
ecstasies aroused here by the above-mentioned de Valera, 
—all is the result of the nod and the wink of a certain 
Italian gentleman, at present practically a prisoner in his 
magnificent palace, who would like very much to be em- 
peror of the universe. 

Secondly, the Catholic Church has always set its face 
steadily against freedom of thought and intellectual and 
scientific progress. The pages of history are lurid with 
fires kindled by the Church for the extirpation of those 
who dared to question the predigested opinions handed 
down by the primates at Rome. The Church, claimed 
by its adherents to have been “inexhaustibly fruitful in 
all good works,” has slain men, women and children by 
thousands, and has pronounced over their corpses this 
devilish formula of triumph: “Their bodies were burned 
here, but their souls are now tortured in hell.” Why? 
Because they had the audacity to claim the right of inde- 
pendent thinking; because they declined to subscribe to 
the theory that the world was flat; because they refused 
to debase their intelligence by believing that the ravages 
of a great plague could be checked by parading the holy 
bread and wine through the streets of the stricken city; 
because they joined the society of the Freemasons; be- 
cause they were accused by some filthy Jesuit of being 
witches and magicians ; because, in short, they took a firm 
stand for progress as against stagnation, enlightenment 
as against thick darkness, the right of men and women 
to call their minds and souls their own, as against blind 
submission to rusty dogma and the pronouncements of so- 
called infallible popes, many of whom were the vilest 
criminals that ever disgraced the earth. 

Throughout the centuries Catholicism and intolerance 
have been synonymous terms. The Church declared that 
no man could hope to get to heaven unless he was a Cath- 
olic, and thus placed creed above conduct. Then it pro- 
ceeded to convert people by burning them at the stake; 
to win new adherents by torturing them with the pincers 
and the rack; to spread the faith by killing as many here- 
tics as it could; to bring in the kingdom of God by rape, 
poison, perjury, adultery and murder, while it blasphem- 
ously called upon the name of Him who went about doing 
good, and begged His blessing upon its work! Today the 
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Church is just as intolerant as it has always been, but ` 
the world will no longer permit the bloody methods of 
the Inquisition. And so the “holy father” is reduced to 
the necessity of sitting in his prison in Rome, howling 
apostolic curses at everything under heaven which he 
does not control, while he occupies his leisure time by do- 
ing the thinking for every Catholic on earth. 

The intellectual domination of the pope is a heritage 
of ages long gone, when the people were not thought fit 
to be trusted with philosophical and religious instruction. 
Masonry would fling wide the gates of light and bid all 
men enter and bathe their souls in divine truth; Masonry 
would allow to every man the privilege of worshipping 
God after the dictates of his own conscience; Masonry 
hails the words of the great Teacher: “One is your Mas- 
ter ... and all ye are brethren. And call no man your 
father upon the earth; for one is your Father, which is in 
heaven.” And so Masons receive the words of no man as 
the fiat of the Almighty and bow the knee to no human 
being that walks this planet. 


The Catholic church has always arrayed itself square- 
ly against all education not conducted under its auspices. 
Today we learn that practically the only opposition to the 
Smith-Towner bill, with the provisions of which. I am 
sure you are familiar, comes from Romanist sources. 
This bill appropriates no money to the parochial school, 
but is designed to improve the educational facilities avail- 
able for all the children of all the people. Catholics know 
full well that unless they get a strangle hold on an Amer- 
ican child early in life, they will probably lose him. 
Therefore their efforts to gain control of primary and 
grammar school training have always been and now are 
all but frantic. They are interested only incidentally in 
developing the child into a useful, God-fearing citizen; 
their chief concern is that he may become a devout Cath- 
olic and so shrivel up into mental stagnation and blind 
obedience to the word and will of Benedict XV. Hence 
their opposition to any measure that means progress in 
non-Catholic education. The war taught us that our edu- 
cation will determine our destiny. And in this day of un- 
paralleled opportunity, broad, forward-looking training 
for our children is an imperative necessity, and it is the 
duty of every Mason to pray, work, vote and fight in this 
holy cause.

Finally, every orthodox Catholic in this Republic is a 
Catholic first and an American second. He owes allegi- 
ence to a foreign ruler and when the proper occasion 
arises he pays it. Now, this is a broad land and it is not 
over-populated, but there is no room in it for men and 
women who enjoy the rights of citizenship while their 
souls are bound with fetters forged across the sea. Dur- 
ing the war we heard a great deal about German-Ameri- 
cans. The Catholic-American we have with us.always, 
and the hyphen he bears is just as hostile and dangerous 
to our peace and our liberties as the other. Masonry 
teaches one hundred per cent., chemically pure Ameri- 
canism, and it is high time for her sons to rise in their 
might and demand the immediate and lasting removal of 
all hyphens, or of those who wear them. 

A Mason sits today in the White House, with another 
Mason serving him as secretary, and the majority of 
those who assemble about. the cabinet table are members 
of our Order. We may be well assured that these men are 
-awake and vigilant. But they must have the unanimous 
and enthusiastic support of their brethren all over this 
land, and so I charge you today to look well, not only 
upon socialism, but also upon this second deadly enemy, 
Romanism. And as I speak, I seem to hear the voices of 
countless little children, their souls warped and stunted 
by Jesuitical casuistry, begging you to awake; I seem tc 
hear the tortured, murdered victims of Catholic intoler. 
ance, beseeching you to bestir yourselves; I seem to hear 
from millions of down-trodden, ignorant men and wo 
men across the sea a despairing call for liberation from 
the age-long yoke of popery and priestcraft, of intellec 
tual and spiritual darkness, of brutal exploitation, o: 
hopeless subserviency. And there are also deep groan: 
that assail my ears today, here in this lovely and sacre 
spot. They spring from the blood of our own brothers 
—of Masons,—who suffered unutterable torment and sor 
row and who perished by poison, sword and fire rathe 
than deny the faith that hallowed their lives and th 
truth that made them free. If these mortal groans coul 
be translated into speech, they would say to me and t 
you and to every American who has knelt with us at Ma 
sonry's altar: 
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“Take up our quarrel with the foe; 
To you from falling hands 
We throw the torch; 
Be yours to hold it high !”

At the conclusion of the ceremonies Grand Chaplain 
Rev. J. H. Henderlite was introduced as Grand Orator 
and ‘delivered the address. f 

After bringing greetings and congratulations from 
Gaston County and also Cleveland and Catawba to their 
mother county of Lincoln upon this very auspicious oc- 
casion, Dr. Henderlite spoke in part as follows: 

No doubt we have been thinking about the nature and 
purpose of this occasion, what is the meaning of the for- 
mal laying of this cornerstone? Why have the people 
of Lincoln County turned aside from their ordinary af- 
fairs to give the day to this purpose and have invited in 
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their friends and neighbors? It would seem to indicate 
that they realize that this is not an ordinary day and that 
this cornerstone has a special significance. As there are 
“sermons in stones, tongues in trees and books in run- 
ning brooks,” so this stone may have a special message 
for the great audience assembled here. There are two 
or three things that seem in a special way to be suggested. 


First, we see here a very happy combination of the 
old and the new. This new building will stand on the 
foundation of the old, and there is a bond connecting the 
two. It symbolizes that union in the mind and purpose 
of the people of Lincoln between the past and the pres- 
ent, the old age that is gone by, and the new age upon 
which you have entered. The old building that 'stood 
here was a monument of the past. For many genera- 
tions, the County Court of Lincoln has been a center of 
the life of this section. Great history has been made 
here from the days of the Battle of Kings Mountain 
through every important period of the life of this nation. 
Familiar names come to our minds today. The records 
of many years were filed in this building; marriages, 
deeds, wills, business transactions, cases at law. Your 
expert Clerk of Court could reconstruct the past his- 
tory of this section from these records and cause it to 
pass before your eyes like a moving picture. 


And on this site the new building will stand, larger, 
handsomer, modern and convenient, typifying the growth, 
prosperity and progress of Lincoln and the Piedmont 
Carolina. So we have a symbol of the union of the old 
life and the new. You have not deserted the past, bul 
are building upon it, combining the best of both periods 
in your spirit and purpose, and in this you have a wise 
and sound union. Some live only in the past. They be 
lieve that the best things are behind them and that al 
the glory lies in the land of the setting sun. Their out 
look on life is the lament of Sir Bedivere in the Knight: 
of the Round Table. The last battle has been fought, th: 
King is sore wounded, the Knights are all gone excep 
Sir Bedivere: 


“Then loudly cried the bold Sir Bedivere, 

‘Ah, my Lord Arthur, whither shall I go? ; 
Where shall I hide my forehead and my eyes? 
For now I see the true old times are dead, 
When every morrow brought a noble chance 
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And every chance brought out a noble knight. 
* * * * * * * * * 


But now the whole Round Table is dissolved 
And I the last, go forth companionless, 
Among new men, strange faces, other minds.’ ” 

But the King assures him that God still reigns and 
has not planned a failure or an incomplete purpose: 

“The old order changeth, giving place to new, 
And God fulfills Himself in many ways, 
Lest one good custom should corrupt the world.” 

Se reverencing the past, you face the future. As your 
fathers lived their life and did their work and met their 
duty, so you realize that you have your life to live and 
your own work to do. And in the same spirit of loyalty, 
you face the changes and the new conditions. 

“New occasions teach new duties, 

Time makes ancient good uncouth. 
They must upward still and onward 
Who would keep abreast of truth. 

Lo, before us gleam her camp-fires, 
We ourselves must pilgrims be, 
Launch our Mayflower and steer boldly 
Through the desperate wintry sea; 
Nor attempt the future’s portal, 

With the past’s blood rusty key.” 

Second, this cornerstone suggests to us that partner- 
ship which exists between the country and the city. The 
building which is being erected here is the common prop- 
erty of the people of Lincoln. To its front door every citi- 
zen of this county owns a key. So there is a partnership 
here between Lincoln town and Lincoln county. These 
two really make one firm. Sometimes a line is unfortu- 
nately drawn between the country and the city, as though 
their life and interests were in conflict. Jealousy may 
arise between the two, and even hostility. This building 
should ever remind us of the partnership of the two and 
of their community of interests and duties. The country 
cannot exist without the city, nor the city without the 
country. Each is essential to the other. The country is 
the great producer and there would be no Lincolnton but 
for Lincoln County. There is an old saying that man 
made the city but God made the country. Even more 
than that is true. God made the country and then the 
country built the cities. All that you people, here have 
came from the country. The lumber in your houses, the 
cotton and wool in your clothing, the food on your table, 
the men and women, even, that compose your citizenship. 
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W. J. Bryan said, “Tear down your cities and the country 
will build them again. Destroy the country and the grass 
will soon grow in the streets of your cities." 


At the same time, the city is necessary to the country. 
If the country produces, the city consumes. It furnishes 
that market, without which there is no profit in produc- 
ing. The city provides the banks and the stores and the 
mills, and drives the wheels of manufacture and com- 
merce. It builds the higher schools of learning and fur- 
nishes books and newspapers. It stands at the cross- 
roads of life and gathers the latest ideas and news and 
methods from all over the world to distribute to the coun- 
try. So each is essential to the other and their in- 
terests are common. What helps one will help the other, 
and there should be a spirit of warm co-operation be- 
tween the two. 

In conclusion then, let this cornerstone symbolize that 
happy union in Lincoln County of the old and the new, 
and stand for that partnership between country and city 
thus dwelling and working together. Then will this 
mark the dawn of a larger day and your children will 
make better history to record in the new Court House, 
even than that which has been filed away in the old by 
your fathers. It is up to us to say what the future is go- 
ing to be. In our public and private life, let us exempli- 
fy the truth inculcated by this noble order, represented 
here today by these grand officers; those immortal prin- 
ciples of virtue, brotherhood and benevolence which are 
the crown of any community. We shall have many prob- 
lems to solve. Though the firing has ceased in France 
and Belgium, the real war is not over yet. Just exactly 
three years ago, our boys were breaking the Hindenburg 
Line. In their loyalty to their great trust they counted 
not their lives dear unto them. As they did their duty in 
time of battle, so must we in time of peace. Our immor- 
tal dead who sleep under the lilies of France are looking 
to us here to complete that work which they began. We 
need faith, good will and work; above all things we need 
work. With brain and brawn, with mind and hand, in 
the office, the bank, the store, the school room, the mill, 
out on the farm, that each man shall do good work, true 
work, square work, such as should stand the test of the 
great overseer’s square. It is thus that we shall not only 
do our duty and pay the debt that each one of us owes 
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to the community and the nation, but thus shall we ful- 
fill the purpose of life and win our highest honors. 


“The longer je this earth we live, and weigh the various qualities 
of men, 

Seeing how most are fugitive or fitful gifts at best of now and then 

Wind wavered, corpse-lights, daughters of the fen, 

The more we feel the high, stern featured beauty 

Of a plain devotedness to duty. 

Steadfast and still, nor paid with mortal praise, 

But finding amplest recompense 

For life's ungarlanded expense 

In work done squarely and unwasted days."

ing real the pure and high vision of the Great Physician, 
that Physician who would have a little child to lead and 
would remove from the sad heart of the homeless waifs 
each thought of gloom and fill it with brighter hopes, 
higher dreams and stronger aspirations toward more 
wonderful possibilities than any orphan child has here- 
tofore conceived. 

Supt. W. J. Hicks, with this building as the first 
fruits of your glorified visions, we greet you! And as- 
sure you that we will continue until all your vision will 
be a reality in the life of childhood here. Scientific writ- 
ers tell us that in tropical lands there is a plant which 
grows for many years with but little moisture and less 
shade. Its tiny rootlets bore with unending persistence 
into the dry and rocky earth. Down, down they go. 
Sterility and hardness have for them no deterring ef- 
fect. With unwavering persistance they seek. the life- 
giving moisture and transplant it to the starving plant 
above. For an age this goes on. Ugly and misshapen 
the plant persists. The scorching rays of the tropical 
sun, the deep scars of tramping hoofs-beats, the long years 
of weary waiting are all but incidents in ifs career—un- 
til one night, after its long period of waiting has passed, 
it breaks forth in a glorious beauty which eclipses all the 
other flowers of field or forest. He who has the wonder- 
ful good fortune to see the unfolding of this glorious 
beauty may well count that he is repaid for any perioc 
of weary watching for the flaming beauty. He forget: 
the years of waiting. He forgets the rough and forlorr 
hopelessness of the illshapen plant in its struggles fo! 
existence. He forgets all but the present vision of efful 
gent beauty upon which his eyes are now fasting. S 
we today stand and see the first glories of this hous 
whose foundation is Love of childhood; whose plan is fo 
lifting the heavy hand of disease from God’s little one 
and whose life, through the centuries it stands, will b 
devoted to the care and nourishing the weakened, sca 
red bodies of childhood enabling them to grow into th 
perfection of His dream who said, “Suffer little ones 1 
come unto Me.” 

We will not only suffer them to come; but we wi 
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bring them to God, their father, as he wished them to be 
and as he planned they should be—free from disease, from 
sickness, from aching head and disturbed limbs, made 
thus free by the ministering hand of helpfulness freely ' 
stretched forth for love’s sake. 

We will render unto God the things of God with the 
image of God unmarred by any evil, so far as man’s blun- 
dering touch can heal the scars of the hoof prints of the 
SEH Caesars of want and destitution, disease and 

eath. 

This always seemed a far away dream to our fathers. 
To feed the hungry and to clothe the naked was the end 
of practical charity as they were able to practice it, but 
we see the star of hope rise for all that suffer. 

And we know that the pool of Siloam is constantly 
stirred by the angel of that God who does not will suffer- 
ing to any of his children. And we are determined that 
those who have been without help and without hope shall 
have the best that earth can give and that an orphan child 
may feel his kinship to God and his fellow man as real 
as a king’s son or an emperor’s daughter. Not only will 
we suffer them to come; but we will bring the weak and 
suffering ones to Him who has never yet forbidden man 
to approach the sure harbor of his love. 

With stimulated faith we look forward to the time 
when from the walls we build here there shall go forth 
a stream of blessed healing that will equal the vision 
Ezekiel saw, and the principles of health will be taught 
co our children and grand-children, by those to whom 
we have ministered here until the knowledge of God’s 
redeeming and healing power shall cover our land as his 
waters cover the seas. 

Right Worshipful Grand Master, we would not fail at 
his time and in this presence to pay just tribute to those 
who have fed the vital spark which now begins to bring 
he beginning of beauty and usefulness to this splendid 
mterprise. 

Your brain conceived the plan for this work to be done 
10W, your courage and zeal never flagged, your faith 
ever waivered, your vision has never shortened, strong, 
ririle, persistent, your call has rung in the ears of the

Jarolina acclaim with joy their thanks for your splendid 
eadership in this noble and glorious work.

the words of surpassing eloquence with which Past

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A RESUME OF SAINT JOHNS LODGE 


To commemorate the 150th Anniversary of the found- 
ing of St. John’s Lodge, the foregoing program has been 
prepared. At the same time the 130th Anniversary of 
Bro. George Washington’s visit to New Bern will be com- 
memorated. 

All Ancient Free and Accepted Masons are cordially 
invited. 

The exercises will be in chronological order. First the 
founding of St. John’s Lodge, No. 2; second, installation 
of St. John’s Lodge, No. 3, by the Grand Lodge of North 
Carolina; third, the visit of Brother Washingicn. 

St. John’s Lodge held its first meeting Jan. 9, 1772, to 
prepare for presentation of charter and the institution on 
Jan. 11, by the Right Worshipful Grand Master, Joseph 
Montfort, who was present in person. This was the first 
ofticial act of the First and Only Provincial Grand Master 
of and for America. According to schedule, St. John’s 
Lodge was assigned No. 2. St. John’s Lodge at Wilming- 
ton was chartered in 1754 and Royal White Hart, at 
Halifax, 1757, both by the Grand Lodge of England. On 
the 6th day of October, 1787, a circular letter was sent 
out by St. John’s Lodge, No. 2, at New Bern, to eleven 
Lodges to meet in Tarboro on the 9th day of December, 
that year, to form the Grand Lodge of North Carolina. 
From the records, this was accomplished and St. John’s 
at Wilmington was assigned No. 2, Royal White Hart, 
Halifax, No. 1, and St. John’s, New Bern, No. 3. 

Many of the names seen in the earliest records of 
this Lodge are familiar today: such as, Graham, Parrott, 
Bryan, Ellis, Barron, Richardson, McConnell, Winslow. 
Eolt, Craddock, Guion, Mitchell, Pendleton, Speight. 
Green, Martin, Clark, Johnson, Robinson, Hawley, Ken. 
nedy, Blanchard, Morrison, Neale, Cooke, Foy, Chapman

DEAR BROTHER WILLSON : 


I am enclosing herewith copy of all the addresses 
delivered at the Sesqui-centennial celebration of St. 
John’s Lodge, No. 3, including program. The purpose 
of the program was to carry out in chronological sequence 
the important events in the life of St. John’s Lodge, so 
the first part of the program. was devoted to the Colonial 
life of St. John’s Lodge, while it was No. 2. The charter 
was presented to St. John’s, No. 2, by Joseph Montfort, 
Provincial Grand Master, who was represented by Past 
Grand Master Francis D. Winston. The charter was re- 
ceived by Bro. T. A. Green, representing Martin Howard, 
the First Master of St. John’s Lodge, No. 2. The two 
addresses immediately following the presentation and 
acceptance of the charter were “Martin Howard, First 
Master and Jurist” and “Joseph Montfort, Our First 
Provincial Grand Master’. This closed the first period. 

The second period represented St. John’s Lodge, No. 
8, our Statehood period, which was opened by an Address 
of Welcome to the Grand Lodge by Bro. C. L. Aber- 
nethy, of New Bern, the response was by the Right 
Worshipful Deputy Grand Master. The charter was pre- 
sented to St. John’s Lodge, No. 3 by the Grand Master, 
who represented Right Worshipful Wm. R. Davie, who 
was Grand Master on the occasion of the presentation of 
the Grand Lodge charter to St. John’s Lodge, No. 3, in 
1797. The charter was received by the present Master, 
C. Whit Gaskins, representing Worshipful Brother Fran- 
cis Lowthorp, Master in 1797, date of the charter of St. 
John’s Lodge, No. 3. 

The Historical Pageant presented in detail the arrival 
of Bro. George Washington and attendants in New Bern, 
April 29, 1791. The civic address was delivered by Bro. 
S. M. Brinson, Member of Congress. The Masonic ad- 
dress was by Bro. O. H. Guion, representing his great- 
grandfather, Worshipful Isaac Guion, Master of St. J ohn’s 
Lodge at that time (1791). Bro. P. M. Pearsall took 
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the part of Bro. George Washington. The words of 
welcome and response were copied from the minutes of 
St. John’s of April 29, 1791. 
Fraternally yours,

Bro. M. C. S. Noble, who delivered the principal ad- 
dress, spoke ex tempore and his remarks, which were 
generously applauded, were lit up at times by humor. 
Although Brother Noble spoke ex tempore we are able to 
give the following brief synopsis of his speech: 
Worshipful Master and Brethren of St. John’s Lodge, 

No. 3, Brethren of the Grand Lodge, Ladies and 
Gentlemen: 

I am glad to be here to-day and yet I share with you 
your deep and genuine regret at the inability of our dis- 
tinguished first citizen of the Republic to be here on 
this occasion and give us the pleasure of his presence 
and the very great value of his counsel and eloquence. 
I sincerely regret that he was unable to come and enjoy 
the hospitality of this good city of New Bern which has 
always been noted as first among the foremost of North 
Carolina cities in public and Masonic celebrations such 
as we have here today. 

My interpretation of Masonic duty alone forced me 
to accept your invitation to address you, not as a compli- 
ment to myself, but as an assignment to a Masonic duty 
which I should not dare refuse. 

St. John’s Lodge, No. 3, has a right to honest pride 
because of its long and honorable career as a fraternal 
organization. One hundred and fifty years ago it sent out 
a call to sister lodges to come together and form a Grand 
Lodge of Masons in North Carolina. Our Brethren at 
the time little dreamed of the good they were starting in 
motion when they sent out that fraternal invitation. It 
was sent, however, in obedience to the Masonic spirit 
which compels the zealous Mason to work steadily and 
faithfully for good of the Craft at the time-being and 
ey lay the foundation for all possible good in the fu- 
ure. 

The call was answered, our Grand Lodge was formed, 
and Masonry as a unified, compact body was started on 
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, triumphant career toward the achievement of all that 
s best for men and Masons. 

It is not a Masonic practice to boast of its various 
.ccomplishments in annual reports or on public occas- 
ons. The very best that any of us mortals can do is 
o far below that which we ought to do that boasting 
f anything we have done is too apt to be “a case of bad 
nanners." I do believe, however, that on this great 
inniversary day of St. John's Lodge. we have a right to 
say something of its achievements and of the Grand 
Lodge it helped to establish. 

The Grand Lodge of North Carolina has grown from 
; handful to a mighty army. It has looked after the in- 
rests of subordinate Lodges and nurtured the spirit of 
Masonry in every section of our state. It has helped to 
nstill into one generation after another the principles 
xf brotherly love, relief, and truth. It has opened a home 
for orphans and, as far as possible, it has given them 
parental care, an education in the usual learning of the 
times, and a trade enabling them to be self-sustaining 
and independent. It has established a home for the aged 
and the infirm Masons and their wives so that in the 
evening of their lives they may have where to rest in 
peace and comfort till called into the undiscovered country 
and there live on through eternity with the Supreme 
Grand Master of the Universe. And more than all, it has 
builded in the heart of each of us a better spirit to do 
good among men than we had before we came under the 
influence of Masonry. 

If all these things have come from the fostering forces 
or organization and power in our Grand Lodge we may 
be pardoned for briefly referring to them on this an- 
niversary day of St. John's Lodge which sent out the call 
for the grand body which has flourished so splendidly 
for so many decades. 

And St. John's Lodge, personally, if I may use the 
word in this connection, has a right to be proud of its 
great career here at home. It not only began the Grand 
Lodge movement, but it built up here in New Bern that 
strong Masonic spirit which made it the logical home 
of the Shrine in eastern North Carolina, and Sudan 
Temple, in large measure, is a product of local Masonic 
enthusiasm. 
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This celebration impresses me in another way to 
which I must refer. One great.treasure of Masonry is 
its history. We never meet without referring to our 
history in one way or another. You today have gone 
into the public view presenting by pageant the dress, the 
life, the customs, the manners and the high aspirations 
of our Brethren a century and a half ago. You have al- 
ready brought before this great public gathering not 
only these things but you are to show this afternoon how 
New Bern more than a century and a quarter ago enter- 
tained our great friend and Brother, the immortal George 
Washington. All this elaborate and carefully accurate 
portrayal of the past is inspiration and pride for us Ma- 
sons and educative and suggestive to the thousands al- 
ready collected to attend the public exercises on the 
streets of this city. 

But, ladies and gentlemen, in my introduction by 
Brother Moore, I was admonished to be brief, hence I 
close. I congratulate you Masons of St. John’s Lodge 
and of New Bern, you members of the Eastern Star; 
you Nobles of Sudan Temple, on the success of this great 
day.in Masonic history in North Carolina.

Honorable Sir and Bro. Martin Howard: 


His Grace Henry Somerset, Duke of Beaufort, Mar- 
quis & Earl of Worcester, Earl of Glamorgan, Viscount 
Grosmont, Baron Herbert, Lord of Rogland, Chepstow 
& Gower, Baron Beaufort of Caldecot Castle, and Grand 
Master of the most Ancient and Honorable Society of 
Free and Accepted Masons of the Grand Lodge of Eng- 
land, hath been graciously pleaded, (by patent dated 
the 14th day of January in the year of Light 5771,) to 
constitute me Provincial Grand Master with authority 
and power to make Masons and to constitute Lodges. 

By such authority it is now my will and pleasure, you 
having humbly petitioned therefor, that you and those 
associated with you, be, and you and they are, hereby 
constituted into a regular Lodge of Free and Accepted 
Masons to be opened at this place by the name of New 
Bern Saint John’s Lodge. 
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I name you Right Worshipful Martin Howard as 
Master of this Lodge and associate with you Worship- 
ul Joseph Leach, to be Senior Warden; and Worshipful 
richard Cogdell, to be Junior Warden. The Brethren 
vill obey you and them accordingly. As a further evidence 
f your authority I now place in your keeping and in the . 
ceeping of all those who are to follow you in your of- 
ice of Master, the Charter of New Bern Saint John’s 
uodge. Guard it well. 


JOSEPH MONTFORT, FIRST PROVINCIAL GRAND MASTER

Most Worshipful Grand Master, Worshipful Master of 
St. John’s Lodge, my Brethren, Ladies and Gentlemen: 


In the beautiful Lodge, of the Grand Lodge of North 
Carolina, at our Capitol City, there may be seen the 
parchment commission designating and appointing "Our 
Right Worshipful and well-beloved Brother, Joseph Mont- 
fort, Esquire, of Halifax, in the province of North Caro- 
lina, in America, Provincial Grand Master of and for 
America.” | 

This commission and authority issued from Henry 
Somerset, Duke of Beaufort, Marquis and Earl of Wor- 
cester, Earl of Glamorgan, Viscount Grosmont, Baron 
Herbert, Lord of Rogland, Chepstow and Gower, Baron 
Beaufort of Caldecot Castle, Grand Master of the Most 
Ancient and Honorable Society of Free and Accepted 
Masons of the Grand Lodge of England. The commission 
conferred full “power and authority in due form to make 
Masons and constitute and regulate. Lodges, as occasion 
raay require.” 

This commission required that Provincial Grand 
Master Montfort should remit “to the Treasurer of the 
Society for the time being, at London, Three Pounds, 
Three Shillings sterling for every Lodge you shall con- 
stitute, for the use of the Grand Charity.’ All of the 
charters of Colonial Lodges contained provision for 
contributions “to the Grand Charity.” And they also 
contained a requirement that a “Charitable Fund must 
be established for the relief of poor, distressed Brothers 
in those parts.”  Montfort's commission bears date 
“January 14th, A. L. 5771, A. D. 1771.” 
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A year from then, January 10, A. L. 5772, A. D. 1772, 
Provincial Grand Master Joseph Montfort directed that 
a charter issue and it was issued to certain Brethren 
named therein, “constituting them into a regular Lodge 
of Free and Accepted Masons to be opened at New Bern, 
- by the name of New Bern St. John’s Lodge.” Ee 

š My pleasure in participating in this memorial an- 
niversary is greatly enhanced by the fact that a charter 
member of St. John’s Lodge here was a member of Royal 
Edwin, the immediate predecessor of Charity Lodge 
Windsor, to which I belong. This Mason was William 
Brimmage, whom Grand Master Montfort appointed 
Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, 
and who filled that office up to Montfort’s death. His 
marriage to Elizabeth West, of Bertie County, was the 
occasion of his removal from New Bern to her hand- 
some estates on Cashie River in that County—now 
known as “Brimmage Neck”. Brimmage was at one time 
a member of Royal White Hart Lodge at Halifax. 

The Historian of the Grand Lodge, Bro. Marshall 
DeLancey Haywood, and Bro. Harry W. Gowen, de- 
ceased, of Royal White Hart Lodge, in their publications 
on the subject have made easy the task your generosity 
has assigned me. The facts I shall narrate are to be founds 
in their valuable publications. 

Joseph Montfort was born in England in 1724. He 
received his Masonic degrees there immediately upon 
arrival at lawful age; and at once came to America. He 
located in the town of Halifax, then in Edgecombe County. 

The greater number of educated and influential men 
who came to America in the half century before the 
Revolutionary war were Masons. Most of the leaders 
in that struggle for liberty were Masons. Most of those 
who signed the Declaration of Independence were Ma- 
sons. Most of those who favored the Colonies and lent 
cncouragement to a free establishment were Masons. 
These relations were not accidental. And to them 
we can trace and account for the Government founded 
here; a Government of limitations; ministering to the 
wants of a people who have reserved all rights not dele- 
gated; a rule to live by common to all, but with the lib- 
erty to follow one’s own will in all things, when the rule 
prescribes not, and not to be subject to the inconstant, un- 
certain, unknown, arbitrary will of another man. Gov- 
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ernment in America is based on these eternal verities of 
Masonry. . 

As in Masonry, so in social, political and military life, 
Joseph Montfort was of high degree. 

Prior to the erection of Halifax County, the town of 
Halifax was in Edgecombe County. Montfort's influence 
and usefulness are attested by the fact that he was Clerk 
of the Court of Pleas and Quarter Sessions of Edgecombe 
County. After the formation of Halifax County a Dis- 
trict Court was organized for the Counties of Greenville, 
Northampton, Edgecombe and Halifax. Montfort be- 
came Clerk of this important court. He was five times 
a member of the Colonial Assembly of North Carolina. 
He was Colonel of Provincial Troops. 

Prior to the Revolution this province had two public 
Treasurers; one for the Northern Counties and one for 
the Southern. The General Assembly 1764 elected Mont- 
fort Treasurer of the Northern Counties. During his 
term as such Treasurer, the insurrection of the Regulators 
was in progress and the Royal Governor, William Tryon, 
called on both Treasurers for the necessary funds to fill 
out his military expedition against the insurgents. Mont- 
fort could find no law authorizing such disbursement of 
the public funds, and he refused to comply with Tryon’s 
requisition. From his subsequent zeal for the freedom 
of the Colonies, we may well conclude that the wise and 
liberty-loving Montfort saw in the rebellion of the Regu- 
lators a spark of that independent spirit soon to light the 
fires of freedom of Beacon Hill and King’s Mountain; 
and therefore declined to assist in its early extinguish- 
ment. 

In the beginning of our troubles with the Mother 
Country, our Provincial Grand Master at once sided with 
the Colonies. So intense was his zeal for a free America 
his fellow patriots elected him to represent the borough 
of Halifax in the Independent Provincial Congress which 
met in New Bern April 3, 1773. Before the fires of the 
Revolution had burned to “white heat” Grand Master 
Montfort died. We cannot doubt that had Montfort lived 
longer, he would have been a dominating factor in ad- 
vancing the cause of liberty in camp and in council—by 
the side of Washington—the Mason. Grand Master 
Montfort on the 15th day of November, 1753, married 
Priscilla Hill, of Bertie County. Their son, Henry Mont- 
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fort, was an ardent Mason, member'of the Grand Lodge, 
for several times Senator from Halifax. The daughters 
of Joseph Montfort married Revolutionary patriots. 
Mary became the wife of the great Willie Jones, and 
Elizabeth, the wife of John Baptista Ashe, who was Gover- 
nor elect at the time of his death after the Revolution- 
ary war. These ladies were the most accomplished women 
of that day of mighty men and winsome women. It was 
& home presided over by Mary Montfort Jones, that 
John Paul, America's greatest Sea Captain, was schooled 
in the desire to render greater service to the Colonies; 
and from which he was a Lieutenant of our Revolution- 
ary sea forces. i 

To reward this noble family in some measure for pro- 
curing him this appointment, and for their generous 
hospitality, before a brilliant company in the magnificent 
ball room of the Willie Jones home, the great John Paul 
announced to the assemblage, and to the world that hence- 
forth he would bear the name of John Paul Jones. Under 
that name he won fame immortal. 

Montfort was no mere formal Mason. Our ancient 
institution was part of his life. His zeal is best illustrat- 
ed by the minutes of Royal White Hart Lodge. It was in 
connection with erecting the present Masonic building in 
the ancient borough of Halifax. The names of the sub- 
scribers are given, among them “Joseph Montfort; house 
and lot; deed executed.” š 

This gift was a gift of near $2,000.00. He was the 
first Grand Master of Royal White. Hart under its Eng- 
lish Charter. P 

Joseph Montfort died at the age of 52 on March 25, 
1776. He was buried in the old colonial burying ground 
at Halifax. Im 1911 his remains were transferred to the 
lot owned by Royal White Hart mainly through his 
generosity. 

On February 13, 1911, the Grand Lodge convened in 
Halifax in special communication to mark his grave 
with a suitable memorial. Grand Officers of other juris- 
dictions were present. Miss Sallie Long, sixth in lineal 
descent from Joseph Montfort unveiled the handsome 
stone which marks his grave. Of this occasion the press 
spoke in the highest terms. It brought to the state a 
most distinguished body of Masons from New England. 
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The record on the slab gives his birth and death; 
narrates his Masonic and civic dignities. It names him 
truthfully—Orator, Statesman, Patriot, Soldier. 

_ The record closed—the highest Masonic official ever 
reigning on this Continent. The first, the last and only 
Grand Master of America. 

An iron fence encloses the grave. On its locked gate 
a bronze tablet is inscribed “The Grave of Montfort.” 

This gate swings only by order of the Worshipful 
Gen of Royal White Hart Lodge to admit a Pilgrim 
Tason. 


ACCEPTANCE BY PAST MASTER T. A. GREEN OF CHARTER OF 
3T. JOHN'S LODGE, NO. 2, REPRESENTING MARTIN HOWARD, 
ITS FIRST MASTER 


In representing our Ancient and Honorable Brother, 
Martin Howard, the realization of his great and stout 
'haracter, as well as the esteem in which he was held by 
he Brethren; the great debt we owe him as our First 
Master and Chief Justice, is deeply appreciated and ac- 
cnowledged. l 

The institution of St. John’s, No. 2, was coincident 
vith beginning of the Revolution, a time which tried 
uen's souls, yet even 'midst those trying times, the 
srethren were wont to turn from their labors to “meet 
:pon the square”. No wonder Faith in their ideals, 
Jope in the justice of the Cause and. Charity to all, 
aade supermen of the meekest. 

As Masons, their Lodges served to unite them in the 
ionds of the social hour where they reviewed the scenes 
f privations and triumphs and informed themselves in 
he truths of Masonry, which inspired, encouraged and 
ided in the upholding of the principles of good govern- 
1ent, the love of liberty, courageous convictions, honor- 
bie and happy living in the consciousness of fraternal 
ecurity. Thus Masonry played no insignificant part in 
he rooting of civilization on the Western Continent. 
'ourage of a high character was exemplified; confidence 
1 one’s fellowman and a fixed purpose to keep the sacred 
res burning, required the stoutest of hearts. No people 
as ever known more exalted courage, or loftier patriotism 
'hich reached its culmination in the persons of those we 
»mmemorate today.

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No greater love for Country—the land of their birth— 
could man have, nor could it be better exemplified; fully 
realizing the exposure to danger, disease and privation, 
they were not deterred from their holy purpose. Contrast 
vur elegant and comfortable surroundings, our modes of 
travel by Pullman palace car—limousine—and in some 
large cities—subway trains and even by aeroplanes, 
equipped with smoking room, baths and heated. It must 
not be inferred, however, that New Bern was a dull place 
in 1772; it was the seat of Colonial Government, and the 
year marked the close of Governor Tryon’s rule, during 
which time the Royal Palace at foot of George Street— 
named for George the 2d—was the scene of court func- 
tions, which in splendor almost rivalled those of St. James. 
The merry-making extended to the homes of the wealthy 
planters and merchants. All the arts of the Mother 
Country’s drawing room were practiced here on the banks 
of the Trent; courtier and maid vied with each other in 
repartee and minuet. In some of the homes the furnish- 
ings and silver were sumptuous, massive heirlooms of 
former grandeur in England. Coaches drawn by the 
English Cockney, with liveried servants, were not un- 
common; current English fashions were as familiar as on 
The Strand. Colonel Ferguson, a nephew of Governor 
Tryon, who fell at the battle of Kings Mountain, leading 
a cavalry charge, and Esther Wake, a sister of Mrs. 
Tryon, were possibly the leaders of social functions of the 
Court of Tryon. “Many names known in the annals of 
the Nation were once household words in New Bern” and 
members of this historic body. History records the deeds 
of these sons, whose descendents are here as well as in 
every part of our country. 

Instituted early in 1772, by Joseph Montfort, Provinci 
al Grand Master, its first meetings were held in the par. 
lors of the Brethren until 1775, when the meetings wer 
held in the Town Hall and Court Room at the intersectio1 
of Broad and Middle Streets, until the evacuation of th 
Palace by the Royal Governor in 1773, where the Lodg 
met in regular conclave until its burning in 1797. With 
out a home, such intrepid spirits could not be contentec 
so it naturally follows that arrangements should be com 
pleted for the erection of a Temple commodious an 
worthy of the cause, so we see the Masonic Temple of ou 
own day, which was completed in 1904, and which wi 
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oon give way to the erection of a beautiful Scottish Rite 
l'emple. 

In commemorating the Institution of St. John's Lodge, 
ve are deeply sensible of a feeling of inexpressible grati- 
ude to those who first presided over its destinies and of 
ts illustrious sons who followed.

MARTIN HOWARD FIRST MASTER AND JURIST 
By C. D. Bradham, P. M. 


In a southern clime, on a soil as fruitful and promising 
s that of the Holy Land, the subject of this sketch found 
is most promising setting; raised to Chief Justice-ship ` 
y the sons of Liberty who deprived him of his lands and 
ffice at a time of misunderstanding and re-construction, 
here is no evidence of hatred or malice. From Mass. 
‘olonial society records by Hy. M. Eades. “Martin 
[oward was initated in St. John's Lodge, No. 1, Newport, 
‘hode Island, on Sept. 14, 1757. On the same evening 
e was passed to the degree of Fellow-Craft and raised

ecords of the Lodge, he was proposed on the same even- 
ig and from September 14, this year, until 1765 he at- 
mded 29 meetings of his Lodge which were all held, 
xcept 15. In 1758 he acted as Junior Warden; same year 
e was appointed to settle Treasurer's accounts and the 
ext year he acted as Treasurer." His next appearance 
1 Masonic records is Jan. 9, 1772, at a meeting of St. 
ohn's Lodge, then No. 2, of New Bern, N. C., when he 
as made first Master of this Lodge by Jos. Montfort, 
rovincial Grand Master Of and For America. This 
as the first exercise of authority by Jos. Montfort 
nder his notable warrant, which is 18 years after the 
rand Lodge of England chartered St. John's, No. 213, 
; Wilmington, N. C., which is now St. John's Lodge, No. 

It is worthy of mention that St. John's Lodge, No. 2, 
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New Bern, which is now No. 3, under charter from the ` 
Grand Lodge of North Carolina, has had a continuous ex- 

istance of 114 centuries. It was one of the ten Lodges 

which united in forming the Grand Lodge of North Caro- 

lina at Tarboro in 1787 at which time No. 3 was assigned 

to it as the third oldest Lodge in North Carolina, the 

other two Lodges having had charters direct from the 

Grand Lodge of England, while this, St. John’s Lodge, 

No. 2, received its charter from the Provincial Grand 
Master as his first exercise of authority. It is notable 

that the call of the Lodges in North Carolina to meet in. 
Tarboro Sept., 1787, came from St. John’s Lodge, No. 3, 

New Bern. According to records, Martin Howard only 

attended three meetings of his Lodge, Jan. 9th; Jan 10th, 

when the charter was presented, and Jan. 11th. His home 

which he so lovingly called “Richmond” was just two 

miles from the City of New Bern on the banks of the 

Trent. Quoting from Mr. Frank Nash: 


“Martin Howard was a man of fine character, of a gentle 
nature, of unusual culture and learning, but he was one of the 
unfortunates—a conservative in the midst of a revolution, a lover 
of the existing order when that order was crumbling about him, 
a king's man when his neighbors were fast becoming king haters. 
While all the world was moving forward, he was standing still. 
What wonder, then, that he should have been crushed by the on- 
ward movement! ‘Certainly’, says Lord Bacon, ‘There be no 
two more fortunate qualities than to have a little of the fool and 
not too much of the honest.’ Martin Howard, with his quiet 
temperament and studious habits, was a philosopher, and wholly 
averse to the turmoil of popular agitation with its distorted vision 
its half truths and its strong passions. He, in the serene atmos: 
phere of the philosopher, above this turmoil, uninfluenced by these 
passions and prejudices, could see clearly the strength of the argu: 
ment from the standpoint of the Loyalist, and he was convincec 
by it. Being convinced, he was too honest to make terms witl 
what he regarded as radical error.”

“Martin Howard, Jr., as his name appears in the publi 
records for many years and as late as 1765, studied law unde 
James Honyman, Jr., and became a practitioner at the bar in New 
port where he mostly resided. He was appointed by the Assembl 
cne of the Commissioners to go to Albany to confer with the Si 
Nations on the 14th of June, 1754, and in August, 1756, one of 
committee to prepare a bill to authorize a lottery for raising 10 
000 pounds to carry on the building of Fort George. On the 18th c 
August, 1760, and again on the 21st of September, 1762, he we

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named on a commission to revise the laws of the Colony. His ac- 
tivities, however, were not confined to this profession and his public 
services to the Colony. For three year (1752-1755)- he was libra- 
rian of the Redwood Library, and he was long an active and in- 
fluential member of Trinity Church. 

“Of Howard’s first marriage the following reccrd, in the 
hand-writing of Dr. MacSparran has been preserved in the Regis- 
ter of St. Paul’s Church, Narragansett, under date of 29 Decem- 
ber, 1749: ' 

“ “The Banns of marriage between Martin Howard Junr and 
Ann Conklin being duly published in Trinity Church in Newport 
on Rhode Island, and certification thereof being had under the 
Hand of Ye Reved Mr. James Honyman Rector of said church; said 
Partys were Joind together in holy matrimony at the House of 
Major Ebenezer Brenton Far of said Ann on Friday the 29th of 
Decemr 1749 by the Revd. James MacSparran D.D.: Incumbent 
of St. Pauls in Narranganset the Paris where said Partys did 
then reside.’ 

“The Register of Trinity Church, Newport, preserves the 
dates of baptism of three children of Martin and Ann Howard, 
—Ebenezer—Brenton, 14 August, 1751, Elizabeth, 26 July, 1752, 
and Ann, 24 August, 1754, but no more. 

“As the Revolution drew on, Howard became an ardent 
Leyalist, and Dr. Thomas Moffiatt, a Scotch physician, and Au- 
gustus Johnston, Attorney-General of the Colony, he was appoint- 
ed to office under the Stamp Act. On the twenty-seventh of 
August, 1765, the mob made a demonstration against the stamp 
officers, drawing their effigies through the streets and hanging 
them on a gallows, and injuring Howard's person. On the fol- 
lowing day, it attacked and dismantled the houses of Howard and 
Moffiatt who fled the town, taking shelter on board the British 
sloop-of-war Cygnet then riding at anchor in the harbor. Be- 
lieving it to be unsafe to remain in the colony, they sailed for 
England." 


The wreck of Martin Howard's house was complete. 
It stood on a lot of land bounded by. Spring, Stone and 
Broad Streets, the latter now known as Broadway, on 
which the house fronted. Not only were the contents 
of the house destroyed and thrown into the street, but 
doors and window-frames were torn out and an unsuc- 
cessful attempt was made to pull down the chimney. 
The house, in its dismantled condition, was sold by auc- 
tion, after its owner's flight, to John G. Wanton who re- 
stored it. His family and decendants have since owned 
and occupied it. : : 

On his way to England, Howard tarried at Halifax, 
Nova Scotia, where, in the same year, he wrote two po- 
litical pamphlets, the first of which was inspired by an- 
other written by Governor Hopkins who had been associ- 
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ate in the delegation from Rhode Island to the Colonial 
Congress at Albany in the summer of 1754. | 
Howard did not remain long in England, whence 
he took passage for North Carolina, where great honors 
awaited him. The Assembly of 1767 divided the Province 
into five judicial districts, and adopted a new court law. 
Je arrived in. North Carolina in January, 1767, and 
qualified as Chief Justice on the 23rd of that month. 

i At that time the office of Chief Justice was quite 
valuable. He was paid from the quit-rents 70 pounds 
sterling per annum, 26 pounds currency, for every court 
he attended and fees on each civil case tried in the Su- 
perior Court. The net produce of the latter Governor 
Tryon estimated at 1000 pounds currency, or 550 pounds 
sterling, per annum. Some changes, however, were made 
in this by the Superior Court Act of 1768. A new dis- 
trict, Hillsboro, was created, the fees of the Chief Justice 
were abolished and a tax on litigation substituted there- 
for. By this a fund was created from which to pay all 
the judges. 

Moore says that— 


“Edenton, New Bern, Wilmington, Halifax and Hillsboro were 
the points at which the Superior Courts were to be heid. Martin 
Howard was Chief Justice, and Richard Henderson and Maurice 
Moore were Associates. Judge Howard had recently been in- 
volved in trouble with the people of Rhode Island, because of his 
opinion concerning the Stamp Act. He was a man of real learn- 
ing in his profession, and of unusal literary culture for that 
period. It has been the habit of North Carolina to disparage his 
memory, but apart from his loyalty to the King and to England, 
the land of his birth, nothing remains to his discredit which 
might not be imputed to some of his associates on the North Caro- 
lina bench, who have been so abundantly eulogized in all our 
arnals. Judge Howard, even in the heat of the Revolution, though 
sympathizing with the King, received the respectful consideration 
of such men as Judge Iredell, who had the magnanimity to ignore 
the small hatreds and defamations so prolific in all times of up- 
keaval and change. Judge Maurice Moore was the son of Gener- 
al Maurice Moore, who came with his brothers Roger and George 
in 1710 to renew the ancient settlement of their grandfather, 
Sir John Yeamans. He was the most cultivated native North 
Carolinian of that time. He had been for years leader of the 
North Carolina bar.” 


“Shortly after Howard’s appointment to the Bench, 
and in the same year, he came to Boston and was painted 
in his official robes by Copley, as already stated. He 
married for his second wife, Abigail Greenleaf, the young 
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daughter of Stephen Greenleaf, Sheriff of Suffolk, and 
tradition relates that the portrait was painted at the 
time of his marriage, no record of which, however, or 
of the publishment of it, is to be found in the Boston 
town or church records." 


Returning with his bride to North Carolina, Judge 
Howard entered upon a short career which was marked 
by turbulence and great popular excitement, In his 
judicial capacity he had to deal with the “Regulators” of 
whom the Rev. Herman Husbands, “the ambitious Quak- 
er," who has been fitly characterized as “a cravenhearted 
wretch (and) noisy demagogue," was a leader. Moore 
thus described the trial— 


*Nearly four thousand men had assembled to watch the for- 
tunes of a wretch, who could thus so easily agree to abandon 
their cause, when danger seemed threatening himself. He was 
acquitted of the charge laid against him in the bill found by the 
grand jury, but William Butler and two others, far more inno- 
cent than Husbands, were convicted and committed to prison for 
six months, with the added punishment of heavy fines. 

“Colonel Edmund Fanning, likewise, was indicted at the same 
time in five different cases for extortion in office. He pleaded 
*not guilty! but was convicted in all and sentenced by the court 
to pay a fine of one penny in each case. These five entries in 
the handwriting of James Watson, Clerk of the Superior Court 
of Orange County, may be yet inspected, and are the dumb, yet 
eloquent witnesses of the eternal shame resting upon the memory 
of that court. It is hard to believe that Maurice Moore could 
have been consenting to such a mockery of justice. He had been 
loud in his denunciations of such crimes as those whereof Fanning 
now stood convicted, and had gone to such lengths that the par- 
tisans of Tryon were open in their charges of complicity on his part 
with the worst schemes of the Regulators. His subsequent course 
in the General Assembly, where he was so powerful in shielding 
the defeated insurgents, showed that he had not lost his sympathies 
for the outraged people. Again, when Judge Howard was driven 
from the Court House in Hillsboro in 1770, Judge Moore was treat- 
ed with consideration. The subsequent violence of the Regulators 
to both of his colleagues is proof positive that on the names of 
Martin Howard, Chief-Justice, and Richard Henderson, his asso- 
ciate, should lie the odium of an infamous defeat of justice. They 
allowed Governor Tryon, with his loose morals and bad passions, 
to sully the reputation of a court which might have been illustrious 
.for rectitude as it was for the real learning of the Judges. Howard 
has paid a fearful penalty in the obloquy historians have cast 
upon his name.” 


Mr. Nash writes— 


“It is a remarkable fact, that notwithstanding all the riots 
and disturbances these people were engaged in, not one of them 
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was punished until, and after, Alamance. Under the charge of 
the court, Hermand Husband was acquitted. By its action arrest- 
ing the judgment, James Hunter was released after conviction. 
It quashed one indictment against six of them on account of 
an insufficient return by the grand jury and another indictment 
against eight for the same reason. And the only two ever con- 
victed were released immediately and pardoned a few days after. 

“No record of the trial of the fourteen prisoners in Hillsboro, 
June 1771, has been found, unfortunately, for it would lighten 
up some obscure points materially. ` I : i 

“The army with its prisoners arrived in Hillsboro on Friday, 
June 14th. They were probably arranged in court then sit- 
ting on Saturday, the 15th, and the trial fixed for Monday, the 17th. 
The trial dragged its length through Monday and ‘Tuesday. 
The question was simple. If the defendants were taken in arms 
at Alamance, then they were levying war, and, according to 
the most liberal definition, guilt of treason. It was a question of 
fact for the jury whether they were so levying war or not. The 
jury acquitted two and convicted twelve. There is no reason to 
suppose these men did not have an absolutely fair trial.” 


Again from Nash— 


“It then became the duty of the Chief Justice to pass sen- 
tence on the convicts. He was much moved as he did so, though 
complying strictly with all the forms. He thus concluded: ‘I 
must now close my afflicting duty by pronouncing upon you the 
awful sentence of the law, which is that you be carried to the place 
whence you came; that you be drawn from thence to the place of 
execution where you are to be hanged by the neck; that you be 
cut- down while yet alive; that your bowels be taken out and 
burned before your face; that your head be cut off, your body 
be divided into four quarters, and this to be at His Majesty’s 
disposal; and may the Lord have mercy on your soul.’ 


This, of course, was mere form. None of these blood- 
curdling horrors were carried into effect. It was the 
form in England until 1870, but the last instance in which 
it was used was at the conviction of Frost, the Chartist, 
in 1839. It was never, however, carried into effect after 
the execution of Harrison, the regicide, who struck the 
executioner as he tore his bowels from him. Six of the 
convicts were executed on the 19th and six were respited 
and subsequently pardoned. 

The court as constituted then was very able. Both 
Maurice Moore and Richard Henderson were very strong 
men. Martin Howard had not the intellectual force of 
either of these, but he was a more learned lawyer, and had 
a calmer and more judicial temperament. He had, too, 
an exceedingly easy and graceful style, both in speaking 
and writing. 
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The controversy between the Colonial Assembly and 
the home government over the Attachment Law, however, 
brought his functions as judge to an early close. The law 
establishing courts, which has been in force before 1746, 
was repealed by the act fixing a seat of government and 
providing a court system similar in some respects to 
that in use in England. But that law was repealed some 
years later by the King. : 

. McRee’s estimate of the Chief Justice is worth quot- 
ing— 


*Martin Howard, of Rhode Island, being forced by popular 
indignation to fly that province, sought shelter in North Carolina, 
where, after the suicide of Judge Berry, he was made Chief 
Justice by Governor Tryon; he was also a member of Tryon’s 
Council. His office as Judge terminated with the expiration 
of the law creating the court, in 1773. He is represented by 
Jones, Wheeler and others, as devoid of all the virtues of humani- 
ty, a ferocious despot, an execrable copy of English Jeffreys. I 
cannot but suspect that the picture has been exaggerated; it 
hag been blackened out of all resemblance to any being who 
ever sat upon the Bench within my knowledge in North Carolina. 
The Judge was certainly the ablest lawyer, and the most highly 
‘cultivated member of his court. The fact that he was per- 
mitted to reside quietly on his plantation until July, 1777, when 
he withdrew from the State; the further fact that he was kindly 
remembered by such a man as James Iredell, whose respect clung 
to him in his fallen fortunes, and the tone of the following letter, 
consist but badly with the moral deformity and atrocity attribut- 
ed to him and induce the belief that the removal of a little rhetoric- 
al lampblack will disclose a man, differing, it is true, politically, 
from the mass of the population, but in other respects, the peer 
of the proudest citizen of the realm. The letter of Howard to 
Iredell, dated 20th May, 1773, referred to by Jones as a confession 
oi ‘malignity’ has disappeared from Mr. Iredell's collection of 
papers.” 


LETTER OF MARTIN HOWARD TO JAMES IREDELL 


Richmond, May 15, 1777. 


Sir: Your favor from New Bern gave me no small degree 
of pleasure. An instance of civility to an obscure man in the 
woods, is as flattering as a compliment to a worn-out beauty, and 
received with equal avidity and delight. I have lately been so 
little accustomed even to the common courtesies of life, that a 
sentiment of kindness comes upon me by surprise, and brings 
with it a double, because an unexpected, pleasure. Wei 

I sincerely thank you for obliging expressions; they give me 
more than I have a right to claim, and greatly overpay any marks 
of consideration which I may at any time heretofore have shown 
` to you, and which your merit entitled you to receive from me. 
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I wish you could have conveniently fufilled your intentions 
of riding to Richmond. My little family would have been glad to 
see you, and you would have seen, I think, the best piece of meadow 
in Carolina, whence (when I leave this country) you might be 
able to add one to the few observations which may be made upon 
an unimportant character, viz., that I had made two blades of 
grass grow where only one grew before—a circumstance among 
some nations of no small honor and renown. I wish you all 
happiness, and am, with real esteem,

“During his residence in North Carolina, Howard presented 
to the Colonial authorities of Rhode Island a claim for compen- 
sation for the loss he had sustained at the hands of the Newport 
mob, in August, 1765. The riot and the resultant damage command- 
ed the attention of Governor Ward and the Assembly for several 
years, but, although the Chief Justice's claim was persistently 
pressed, and reports upon the subject were made by committees, 
no settlement of it was ever effected. Howard’s ‘Estimate of dam- 
age’, amounting to 324.13.0 pounds has been printed, in full. It 
is dated at New Bern, North Carolina, 26 December, 1772. 

“In the summer of 1777, as we have already seen, Judge 
Howard left North Carolina and sailed for a Northern port. Sabine 
tells us that he revisited Rhode Island where, in conversation with 
Secretary Ward, he remarked: 

“ “Henry, you may rely upon it, I shall have no quarrel with 
the Sons of Liberty of Newport; it was they who made me Chief 
Justice of North Carolina, with a thousand pounds sterling a 
year.’ ” 


The following year (1778) Howard went to England 
with his family and made his home in Chelsea in the 
Country of Middlesex. In the Gentleman’s Magazine for 
December, 1781 (li, 593), under date of 24th November, 
1781, is recorded the death of—Martin Howard, esq; 
Chief Justice of North Carolina. His burial is record- 
ed in the Register of the parish of Saint Luke, Chelsea: 

The following is the full text of Judge Howard’s Will: 


I, Martin Howard, Chief Justice of North Carolina, now re- 
siding in Chelsea being very weak in body but of a disposing 
mind to make this my last will and testament, I give to my beloved 
wife Abigail Howard all my household furniture except that is in 
my daughter’s chamber and that I give to my beloved daughter 
‘Annie Howard together with the place that was her mother’s and 
Grandfather Howard’s; all the rest of my estate real and personal 
wheresoever it be I give and devise to my said wife Abigail Howard 
and my said daughter Annie Howard to be equally divided between 


***My indebtedness to the Colonial Records of Mass. and R. I. and to Mr. 
H. Nash is acknowledged’ 
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them and if either of them should die leaving the other the part 
of hers so dying to pass to the survivors her heirs and assigns. 
I appoint my said wife Abigail Howard and my said Daughter 
Annie Howard to be Executrix’s of this will.

_ Signed sealed and declared by the Testator to be his last Will 
ana testament in the presence of us this 16th day of October one 
thousand seven hundred and eighty-one. i

After Judge Howard's death, his widow and daughter 
Ann returned to America and the daughter appears to 
have resided for a time at Newport. There, on the Regis- 
ter of Trinity Church, we find the following entry of 
marriage under date of 16 June, 1787:

ADDRESS OF WELCOME TO THE GRAND LODGE OF NORTH 
CAROLINA. MASONIC CELEBRATION, NEW BERN, NC 
JANUARY 19, 1922. 


By Bro. Charles L. Abernethy 


Most Woshipful Grand Master, Brethren, Ladies and 
Gentlemen: 


Looking into hoary antiquity and searching the re- 
motest caverns of the past, one comes to the irrestible 
conclusion that Masonry had its foundation as early as 
the seventh generation after Adam, when Zillah bare unto 
Lamech a son called Tubal-Cain, who, in the fourth chap- 
ter of Genesis, is spoken of as “an instructor of every 
artificer in brass and iron”; and that after the flood out 
of the land went forth Asshur and builded the cities of 
Nineveh, Rehoboth, Resen and Calah; and when the whole 
earth was one language and one speech and the decend- 
ants of Noah said one to the other, “Go to, let us make 
brick and burn them thoroughly and they had brick for 
stone, and slime had they for mortar;” and how these 
builders, or masons, undertook to build the city and a 
tower, “whose top might reach unto heaven”, but the Lord 
did there confound their language and from thence did 
scatter them abroad upon the face of all the earth; and 
from an old Masonic manuscript, of'the fifteenth century, 
we read how Abraham came unto the land of Canaan and 
the Lord appeared unto him and said, “I will give this 
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land unto thee for thy seed””, but famine reigned in that 
land and Abraham and Sarah, his wife, journeyed unto 
Egypt, there to remain while the famine lasted; and 
thet Abraham was a wise man and learned, and that 
he knew all the seven sciences, and taught the Egyptians 
the science of Geometry, and that Euclid was his pupil, 
and that by the science of Geometry, great walls and 
ditches were made to keep back the water from the over- 
flowing Nile, and the land was measured and parcelled 
out among the people and it became a country abounding 
in all kinds of produce. l 

That the children of Israel, during the time they dwelt 
in Egypt, learned the craft, of Masonry, and after they 
were driven out and came unto the promised land, the 
Masonic charges were observed, and until the making of 
Solomon’s Temple, which King David began, and King 
Solomon sent and fetched Hiram out of Tyre, the widow’s 
son, as his Master Mason, who was a worker in brasses; 
and filled with wisdom and understanding. From the 
building of the Temple, our history as a potent, virile and 
controlling organization upon the affairs of the human 
race and civilization rests secure by the knowledge gained 
within the tiled chambers of our Lodges. 

The benign spirit of freedom and fraternity has ever 
prevailed within our institution. Our ancient Hebrew 
brethren, during the Egyptian bondage when their lives 
were made “bitter with hard bondage in mortar and 
brick”, no doubt held their secret meetings and incul- 
cated into the minds and hearts of their people the de- 
sire for freedom and liberty, which eventually came when 
Moses, their Grand Master, led them out from under the 
yoke of oppression and servility, and that freedom and 
liberty had been realized and enjoyed when it was written 
that: “The Lord stood upon a wall made by a plumb line, 
with a plumb line in his hand. And the Lord said unto 
me, Amos, what seest thou? And I said, a plumb line. 
Then said the Lord, Behold, I will set a plumb line in the 
midst of my people Israel. I will not again pass by them 
any more." 

Freemasonry has ever been the conservator and 
mainstay of human freedom and of all the rights of man 
from the advent of the ancient craft with the freedom 
of laws of their guild; from the days of Magna Charta: 
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and from the establishment of the Grand Lodges of Free- 
masons of England, Ireland and Scotland. 

“Free and Accepted” meant more than a mere ap- 
pellation to a body of men. Freemasons were free men. 
Tyrants alone feared and trembled. The rulers had long 
kept the masses in darkness and ignorance. Masonic 
Lodges turned on the Light of knowledge, truth and fra- 
ternity. Masonry taught the inalienable rights and 
equality of men. It was a Mason who wrote the immortal 
words of the Declaration of Independence that “all men 
are born free and equal.” The Boston Tea Party was or- 
ganized in a Masonic Lodge; and Paul Revere, who made 
his immortal ride, and who set the lantern in the Old 
South Church, the beacon of the Revolution, was Junior ` 
Warden of his Lodge. More than fifty-six signers of the 
Declaration of Independence were Masons, and the great 
‘Washington and all his brigadier generals but one were 
Masons. Thus it was that our great order played a most 
important part in the foundation of American freedom 

and the institution of our Republic. . 

Then Most Worshipful Grand Master, Brethren and 
Friends, it was in 1771 that a Grand Lodge was form- 
ed which met at New Bern and Edenton, the records be- 
ing deposited previous to the Revolutionary War, at the 
latter place, and they were subsequently destroyed by 
the enemy, and the labors of the Grand Lodge suspended. 
But it was not until January 9, 1772, that St. John’s 
Lodge, No. 3, held its first meeting and together with 
Royal White Hart, Halifax, No. 1, and St. John’s, Wil- 

nington, No. 2, that the perfect triangle of Masonry, in 
North Carolina was formed. The triple-alliance of these 
early Lodges was the beginning of the growth of Masonry, 
in this section, which rapidly spread until on December 
9, 1787, eleven Lodges met in Tarboro and formed the 
Grand Lodge of North Carolina. Masonry in this section 
went hand in hand with the growth of the young Republic 
and spread westwardly into the State of Franklin, which 
afterwards became the State of Tennessee, and the Grand 
Lodge of North Carolina on September 30, 1813, issued 
a Charter for the Grand Lodge of the State of Tennessee. 

The pleasure and honor of welcoming the Grand Lodge 
of North Carolina to this historic city and to participate 
in the celebration has been assigned me by the Lodge. A 
cordial welcome we extend and we sincerely hope that 
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there be none here in all this noble company, who has 
brought with him “one care abroad” and we would have 
all as merry, as good company and good welcome can 


make good people.

GRAND MASTERS SPAIGHT, JERKINS, AND CLARK 
By Marshall DeLancey Haywood, 32° 


Grand Historian of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina. 


Most Worshipful Grand Master and Brethren, Ladies and 
Gentlemen: 


When the purpose of St. John’s Lodge, No. 3, to cele- 
brate its sesqui-centennial first became known, 1 formed 
the purpose to be present on this inspiring occasion as an 
interested looker-on and listener. A little later I received 
a letter from Past Master Bradham, chairman of the com- 
mittee on arrangements, inviting me to deliver an address 
on the lives and Masonic careers of RICHARD DOBBS 
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SPAIGHT (the younger), ALONZO T. JERKINS, and 
CHARLES C. CLARK, all members of St. John’s Lodge, 
who were deemed worthy of the exalted post of Grand 
Master of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina. As much 
as I appreciated the honor of this invitation, I felt it my 
duty to decline when I remembered that Past Grand 
Masters Jerkins and Clark had lived until comparatively 
recent years, and that there were doubtless among the 
New Bern Masons of our day some personal friends and 
former Lodge associates who could more fittingly portray 
their distinguished careers in Masonry and in the affairs 
of life generally. So I wrote Past Master Bradham, 
thanking him and his committee for the proffered honor 
and giving him the reasons for my declining the invita- 
tion. To this he replied, by return mail, telling me that 
he was delighted to receive my letter accepting the invi- 
tation to be present and speak on Grand Masters Spaight, 
Jerkins, and Clark, and that he looked forward with much 
pleasure to the opportunity of hearing me. What was 
I, that I could withstand “nerve” such as that? All that I 
could do was to reply, with becoming meekness, that I was 
glad that I had decided to come. So I am here; and, in 
the classic language of the present day, “you should 
worry.” 

A study of the careers of the three Grand Masters, 
who form my subject today convinces me that they were 
no ordinary men; and so I take pleasure in recalling from 
bygone years some incidents in their personal and Ma- 
sonic careers—taking them up in the order of their terms 
of office. It is a goodly trio of which I shall speak: of 
Spaight, the wise statesman, who served as Governor of 
North Carolina and as representative of his district in 
the halls of Congress; of Jerkins, the sagacious man of 
business, enterprising citizen, and faithful banker; and 
of Clark, the able and studious attorney, eloquent advo- 
cate, and cultured gentleman. 


RICHARD DOBBS SPAIGHT, JR. 


RICHARD DOBBS SPAIGHT, younger Governor of 
North Carolina bearing that name, and Grand Master of 
the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, was born in New 
Bern in the year 1796. Through lines both paternal and 
maternal he was sprung from historic ancestry. His 
a-L—14 
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father was the great Revolutionary statesman Richard 
Dobbs Spaight, the elder, Governor of North Carolina, 
member of the Continental Congress and later of the Con- 
gress of the United States, whose earthly career was 
brought to a tragic end in a duel with the Honorable 
John Stanly, of New Bern, in 1802. The elder Governor 
Spaight’s father was Richard Spaight, an Irishman of 
the landed gentry class, who married a sister of Arthur 
Dobbs, Royal Governor of North Carolina from 1754 un- 
til 1765. This earliest American ancestor of the Spaight 
family took a high stand in the province, being member 
of the Governor’s Council and Paymaster in the French 
and Indian War, besides filling other positions of honor 
and trust. 

The younger Richard Dobbs Spaight, Governor and 
Grand Master, the subject of this sketch, was maternally 
a grandson of Colonel Joseph Leech, of New Bern, a 
noted patriot of the Revolution, who was the first Senior 
Warden of St. John’s Lodge. An account of the Leech- 
Spaight connection will be found in the case of Jones vs. 
Spaight, 6 N. C. Supreme Court Reports, page 89. 

Mr. Spaight received his preparatory education at 
the New Bern Academy, and later entered the Universi- 
ty of North Carolina. From the latter institution he 
graduated in 1815; and the record tells us that, on the 
occasion of his graduation, he delivered the “mathe- 
matical oration’”—whatever that may happen to 
have been. Throughout life he took a deep interest in the 
welfare of his Alma Mater, and was a trustee for nearly 
thirty years, from 1821 until his death in 1850. When 
Governor of North Carolina, he was ex officio president of 
the board of trustees. Soon after graduating from the 
Liniversity, he studied law, was duly licensed, and suc- 
cessfully practiced that profession for some years. He 
soon entered the field of politics; and, in 1819, rendered 
his first public service as a member of the House of Com. 
mons from Craven County. He was next State Senator 
from the same county in 1820, 1821, and 1822. 

In 1823, when the Federalists and Democrats were th: 
two political parties which were contending for the con 
trol of the State and Nation, Mr. Spaight alligned him 
self with the Democrats. That party having placed hin 
in nomination for the United States House of Represen 
tatives, he was duly elected, taking his seat on the ls 
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day of December, 1823, and serving one term, till March: 
3, 1825. After his retirement from Congress he served 
eleven terms in the State Senate of North Carolina, be- 
ginning in 1825 and ending in 1835. Twice during his 
career in the State Senate he was candidate for speaker 
of that body, but was defeated in both instances—in 
1828 by a gentleman with a surname much resembling 
his own, the Honorable Jesse Speight; and, in 1830, by 
the Honorable David F. Caldwell. 

Brother Spaight’s interest in Masonry was deep and 
abiding. After a creditable career of service in St. John’s 
Lodge, he was elected Junior Grand Warden of the Grand 
Lodge, serving a term of one year from the 4th of 
December, 1822, until the 15th of December, 1823. The 
fact that he was not re-elected or advanced at the end of 
his term was probably due to his removal at that time 
te Washington City to take his seat as a member of Con- 
gress. A few years later he was elected Grand Master of 
the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, serving two terms, 
from December 14, 1830, until December 7, 1831, and 
from Dec. 7, 1831, until Dec. 17, 1832. The other officers 
of the Grand Lodge during Grand Master Spaight's first 
term were Samuel F. Patterson, Deputy Grand Master; 
George Blair, Senior Grand Warden; Rufus Haywood, 
¿unior Grand Warden (John H. Wheeler was first elected 
but not being a Past Master could not be installed, and 
was succeeded by Dr. Haywood) ; Benjamin A. Barham, 
Grand Treasurer; John C. Stedman, Grand Secretary; 
John G. Marshall, Senior Grand Deacon; Charles D. Leh- 
man, Junior Grand Deacon; John T. C. Wiatt, Grand 
Steward; Dirk Lindeman, Grand Steward; Richard W. 
Ashton, Grand Tyler; and five Grand Chaplains, the Rev. 
Brothers Joseph Caldwell, Patrick W. Dowd, Thomas P. 
Hunt, John Armstrong, and Josiah Horn. The officers of 
the Grand Lodge, besides the Grand Master, during Grand 
Master Spaight’s second term were Samuel F. Patterson, 
Deputy Grand Master; Rufus Haywood, Senior Grand 
Warden; Daniel Coleman, Junior Grand Warden; Dirk 
Lindeman, Grand Treasurer; Charles D. Lehman, Grand 
Secretary; John G. Marshall, Senior Grand Deacon; W. 
J. Ramsay, Junior Grand Deacon; John T. C. Wiatt, Grand 
Steward; William A Harrison, Grand Steward; William 
Montgomery, Grand Marshal; Daniel Sherwood, Grand 
Sword Bearer; Pinckney Caldwell, Grand Pursuivant;

"the five Grand Chaplains already mentioned; and fourteen 
Grand Lecturers. 

It was fortunate for our fraternity that gentlemen of 
the character and standing of Grand Master Spaight and 
his associates presided over the destinies of North Caro- 
lina Freemasonry at that time, for the Anti-Masonic 
mania which infected American politics for several years: 
was then at the height of its malignancy and misrepre- 
sentation. It will be remembered that in 1826 a worthless 
character by the name William Morgan, of Batavia, New 
York, formerly a brewer by trade, had announced his in- 
tention to betray the secrets of Freemasonry. He dis- 
&ppeared shortly thereafter, and nothing more was ever 
known of his fate. But it was a splendid opportunity 
for the political off-scourings of the two existing parties, 
and they were not slow to take advantage of it. Vigilance 
committees and committees of safety without end were 
organized to save America from the blood-thirsty Masons; 
and, in 1827-28, an Anti-Masonic party was formed. 
While the hysteria was in progress the body of a drowned 
nian was found in Niagara River, whereupon it was tri- 
umphantly proclaimed that the murdered Morgan had at 
last been discovered. It later turned out to be one Timo- 
thy Monroe; but, for the time being, the corpse served 
a useful purpose. Concerning it, one Anti-Masonic agi- 
tator, Thurlow Weed, significantly remarked that it was 
“a good enough Morgan until after the election”. In due 
time the election came, and Past Grand Master Andrew 
Jackson, of the Grand Lodge of Tennessee, was electec 
President of the United States. About the same time 
we may add, Deputy Grand Master John Owen, of the 
Grand Lodge of North Carolina, was elected Governor oi 
this State by the General Assembly—this being before 
Governors were elected by the people. While the mis 
representations of the Anti-Masons may have misled som 
honest men in North Carolina, it is a note-worthy fac 
that, during the entire progress of the agitation, from it: 
outbreak in 1826 until it fizzled out about 1835, ther 
never was a day when the Governor of North Carolin: 
was not an open and avowed Mason. These Masoni 
Governors were Hutchins G. Burton, Grand Master; Joh: 
Owen, Montfort Stokes, and David L. Swain, each Depu 
ty Grand Master at some period of his life-time; an 
kichard Dobbs Spaight, Past Grand Master. Being buil 
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upon prejudice, and having no political principles, the 
Anti-Masonic party disappeared a little. before 1835, 
when its leaders were content to become inconspicuous 
followers of the more reputable parties then in existence. 
As late as 1882, we may add, the aged Thurlow Weed 
was still harping on the same string; and, in that year, 
published a “confession” made to him by a person who 
claimed to have been one of the Masonic abductors of 
Morgan. : 

It being apparent to the wiser public men of North 
Carolina, and to the more intelligent class of citizens 
generally, that the organic law of the State, embodied 
in the Constitution adopted at Halifax in 1776, should 
be re-drafted or materially amended, a State Constitu- 
tional Convention was called. It accordingly met in Ral- 
eigh on the 4th of June, 1835, and remained in session 
five weeks, adjourning on the 11th of July. The old 
State Capitol had been burned in 1831, and the new 
building was not finished, so the convention accepted a 
patriotic offer from the pastor and congregation of the 
Presbyterian Church to use that house of worship as a 
convention hall. Past Grand Master Spaight was a deli- 
gate to this convention from Craven County, his colleague 
being Judge William Gaston, then on the Supreme Court 
Bench. Spaight’s skill and experience in parliamentary 
law caused him to be chosen chairman of committee to 
formulate rules for the government of the assemblage. 
He sided with his colleague, Judge Gaston, in voting for 
the repeal of the thirty-second section of the old State 
Constitution which provided that no person who denied 
“the truth of the protestant religion” should be “capable of 
holding any office or place of trust or profit in the civil 
department within this State”. Judge Gaston, being a 
Roman Catholic, naturally wished the repeal of the sec- 
tion in question, and its repeal was finally accomplished 
after a long and heated debate. This section had been in 
the Constitution since that document was drafted dur- 
ing the Revolutionary War; but, during the six decades 
of its existence, had never in a single instance excluded 
a Roman Catholic from office. Governor Thomas Burke 
and Judge Gaston had already held high offices under 
the State government, while the Legislative rolls, prior to 
1835, bore among others the names of Francois Xavier 
Martin (later Chief Justice of Louisiana) and Matthias 
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E. Manly (later a Judge of the North Carolina Supreme 
Court)—all of these being members of the Church of 
Rome. Martin, we may add, was not only a Roman 
Catholic, but was likewise an enthusiastic Mason, being 
Past Master of St. John’s Lodge, now No. 3, and also 
one of North Carolina’s earliest Masonic writers. At 
New Bern in 1805 (“A. L. 5805”), there was published by 
John C. Simms and Edward G. Moss, a quaint little 
volume entitled The Ahiman Rezon and Masonic Ritual. 
I am strongly of opinion that Martin was the compiler 
of this work, though his name does not appear on title- 
page. At any rate it contains two productions from his 
pen. One was a Masonic discourse delivered on the Feast 
of St. John the Baptist at New Bern in 1789; and the 
other, delivered on November 29, 1789, was entitled: “A 
Funeral Oration on the Most Worshipful and Honorable 
Major-General Richard Caswell, Grand Master of the 
Masons of North Carolina.” 

The amended State Constitution of 1835 did not take 
effect at once. An ordinance of the convention provid- 
ed that it should first be submitted for ratification by a 
vote of the people; and, if ratified, should not go into ef- 
fect until January 1, 1836. Less than a month before 
the date mentioned, Past Grand Master Spaight was 
elected Governor of Noroth Carolina, for a one-year term, 
by the General Assembly, and was inaugurated on the 
10th of December, 1835. His term covered about three 
weeks of 1835 and the entire year of 1836, closing on the 
31st of December in the year last mentioned. His ad- 
ministration fell in happy and uneventful times. His 
messages to the Legislature dealt with policies then of 
importance to the State, but which would be of little in- 
terest if here recounted. 


The new Constitution shifted the election of Gov- 
ernor from the Legislature to the people. _In the first 
popular election, Mr. Spaight was nominated by the 
Democrats to succeed himself, but was defeated by the 
Whig candidate, the Honorable Edward B. Dudley, oi 
Wilmington, who entered upon his duties on New Year’: 
Day, 1837. Dudley was the first Governor of North Caro. 
lina elected by a direct vote of the people. 

After retiring from the office of Governor of Nort 
Carolina, Past Grand Master Spaight did not seek fur 
. ther political honors. He was elected a Councillor o 
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State in 1842, but declined to serve. He practiced law 

for a while, and later retired to his plantation, called 

Clermont, near New Bern, where, with the comforts of 

an ample fortune at his command, he quietly lived the 

life of a country gentleman for the remainder of his 

a He died unmarried on the 24th of November, 
OU, 

* Though Ex-Governor Spaight had been out of public 
life for nearly fifteen years, the news of his death was 
received with expressions of regret throughtout the State. 
The General Assembly of North Carolina, then in session, 
passed resolutions of respect for his memory, and both 
Houses adjourned as a further tribute. The Grand Lodge 
of North Carolina, which convened soon thereafter, also 
passed resolutions in his honor. In a sketch of his career, 
the Weekly North Carolina Standard, a paper published 
in Raleigh, said editorially in its issue of November 27th: . 

* After his retirement from public life, at the expira- 
tion of his term as Governor in 1836, he turned his at- 
tention to the pursuits of agriculture, mingling with 
them a love for literature, and cultivating a still more 
extensive acquaintance with the history of the past. He 
possessed a remarkably tenacious memory, so that what 
he read became a portion of his own mind; and, added to 
this, were powers of discrimination and habits of judg- 
ment seldom surpassed. Quiet and unostentatious, his 
accomplishments as a scholar and his sterling qualities as 
a private citizen were known to but few ; but, among those 
who shared his confidence and friendship, he was held 
deservedly in the highest respect and esteem. In his pub- 
lic capacity—while serving his constituents, whether in 
the Legislature, in Congress, or in the Gubernatorial Chair 
—he was uniformly actuated and guided by a stern sense 
of right; and on no occasion did he disappoint the just 
expectations of those who had confided trusts or power 
to his hands. Governor Spaight was a Republican of the 
old school, and was true, always and from the first, to 
the great principles on which our free institutions have 
been founded. He had the fullest confidence in the people 
and in popular forms; and he was willing, therefore, 
on all occasions, to defer to their decisions and their judg- 
ment. But he had no respect for the demagogue, or his 
arts. What he thought on public matters, he fearlessly 
said; and what he determined on as right in principle, 
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he did, without regard to temporary excitement or to con- 
sequences generally ..... The death of such a man 
creates not only a feeling of profound regret in the circle 
in which he moved, but it is a loss to the State general- 
ly.” 

g In religion, Grand Master Spaight held to the An- 
glican faith of his colonial forefathers, and was a member 
of the old parish of Christ Church, in New Bern. 

I now turn from the history of Grand Master Spaight, 
and shall ask your attention to an account of the next 
Grand Master furnished to the Masons of North Carolina 
by St. John’s Lodge, No. 3, of New Bern. : 


ALONZO THOMAS JERKINS 


From 1832, when Richard Dobbs Spaight laid aside 
the Grand Master’s gavel and retired to the ranks of 
Past Grand Masters, nearly a score of years elasped 
before St. John’s Lodge was called upon to furnish an- 
other ruler of the Craft throughout the Grand Jurisdic- 
tion of North Carolina, and I shall now recount some of 
the salient points of his personal and Masonic history. 

ALONZO THOMAS JERKINS was a native of New 
Bern, born on the 2d day of June in 1809. His father, 
Thomas Jerkins, who died in 1855, was a man of sub- 
stance, owning valuable landed property in and around 
New Bern. In the case of Jerkins vs. Mitchell, 57 North 
Carolina Supreme Court Reports, pages 207-212, will be 
found some account of the Jerkins family. 

In early youth, Alonzo T. Jerkins entered the Univer- 
sity of North Carolina, during the presidency of Dr. 
Joseph Caldwell, and had so far progressed in his studies 
as to pass his sophomore year, when the death of his 
mother determined him to re-join his family in New Bern. 
He accordingly left the University about the year 1825, 
and returned to his native town. Not long thereafter, 
he began a mercantile career which lasted up to the time 
oi the War between the States. His discontination of 
merchandizing during the war was probably due to the 
unsettled state of affairs incident to the capture and 
occupation of New Bern by the United States forces. 

Both before and after the war, Mr. Jerkins was promi- 
nently connected with enterprises of industry, finance, 
and transportation by water and land. When the Atlan- 
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tic and North Carolina Railroad Company was incorpor- 
ated by Chapter 136 of the Laws of 1852, he was named 
as a member of the board of directors. He was president 
of the Bank of Commerce in New Bern, and a director of 
the Merchants Bank. He was also a member of the board 
of trustees of the historic New Bern Academy. 

Mr. Jerkins never held volitical office but once. That 
was in the General Assembly of 1850-51, when he was 
a member of the House of Commons from Craven County. 
|. = as a legislator was as creditable as it was 

rief. 

The record in Masonry of Brother Jerkins began in 
1854, when he received the degrees in St. John’s Lodge, 
No. 3, whose sesqui-centennial we are now celebrating. 
From the very first he became an ardent devotee of the 
Craft and a diligent student and practicer. of its precepts. 

Within the short space of five years after his entrance 
into the Masonic fraternity, Brother Jerkins was elected 
Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, and 
was duly installed on the 3d day of December, 1850. His 
first term expired on the 3d of December, 1851. He was 
then re-elected, his second term ending on the 7th of 
December, 1852, when he was elected for a third term, 
which expired on December 8, 1853. The other Grand 
Lodge officers elected and appointed to serve with him 
during his first term were: Cyrus P. Mendenhall, Deputy 
Grand Master; Luke Blackmer, Senior Grand Warden; 
John A. Rowland, Junior Grand Warden; Celadon D. W. 
Hutchings, Grand Treasurer; William T. Bain, Grand 
Secretary; Joseph Green, Senior Grand Deacon; Ed- 
ward R. Stanly, Junior Grand Deacon; James T. Mar- 
riott, Grand Steward; Matthew A. Outten, Grand Mar- 
shal; Patrick H. Winston, Grand Pursuivant; W. F. S. 
Alston, Grand Sword-Bearer; J. M. C. Breaker, Grand 
Chaplain; and James S. Terrell, Grand Tyler. These 
officers served through all three terms of Grand Master 
Jerkins with the exception that James E. Allen succeeded 
Junior Grand Warden Rowland during second term, and 
William P. Taylor succeeded Allen during third term. 

All of the annual addresses of Grand Master Jerkins 
breath a spirit of devout gratitude to God for the grow- 
ing prosperity of Masonry and for the good which it 
was permitted to accomplish. Several incidents of an 
interesting nature were touched upon. In 1851 he re- 
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ports that one hundred dollars had been sent by the Grand 
Lodge to aid in building monument in Washington City 
to the zealous Mason and world-renowned patriot George 
Washington; and, in the following year, he reports that 
the centennial of Washington’s initiation into the Order 
had been generally celebrated throughout North Caro- 
lina. In 1852, he also feelingly alludes to the death of a 
loyal Mason and great American statesman, Past Grand 
Master Henry Clay, of the Grand Lodge of Kentucky. 
An object of constant hope in his heart was the com- 
pletion of St. John’s College, at Oxford. In a few more 
years he saw this Masonic enterprise fail; and, years 
later, he saw grow up on the site intended for the college 
that greatest glory of North Carolina Masonry, the Ox- 
ford Orphan Asylum. 

Ever a faithful guardian of the best interests of Ma- 
sonry, Grand Master Jerkins constantly sought to im- 
press upon all Brethren the duty of leading clean lives 
and thereby advancing the honor of the Order. In his 
1852 annual address he said: 

“A private Mason, whose life is intemperate and cor- 
rupt, does an incalculable injury to the cause of Masonry; 
but an officer, who does not live above vice and intemper- 
ance, is a curse to our Order, as he retards its advance- 
ment and tramples its holy precepts under his feet.” 

In the North Carolina Grand Lodge Proceedings for 
1896, there is a brief memoir (accompanied by portrait) 
of Past Grand Master Jerkins—this memoir being pre- 
pared by a committee whose chairman was his fellow- 
townsman and lifelong friend Past Grand Master Charles 
C. Clark. In part, it said: 

“As student, he was bright and intelligent; as mer- 
chant, frugal and thrifty; as legislator, faithful and 
patriotic; as bank director and president, wise and safe; 
as trustee, generous and sympathetic; as Christian, gentle, 
trustful, loving. In the domestic relations, he was genial 
and affectionate. 

“It was in Masonry, however, that the most distinc- 
tive traits of his character, illuminated by the brightness 
ci the Christian faith, show most conspicuously. His 
daily walk was an exemplification of brother!y love, re- 
lief, and truth. With a heart full of benevolence, his 
beneficences were without stint. He relieved the dis- 
tressed and compassionated their misfortunes. Thorough- 
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ly cognizant of the ritualistic teachings of the Order, he 
strove to be true and illustrate the precept by example. 
The record of his good deeds is imperishable. 

_ “Exalted to the office of Grand Master, the cup of 
his ambition seemed to be full, and gratitude for the honor 
stimulated his efforts. Versed in law and usage, dis- 
criminating in interpretation, prompt in decision, in- 
imical to innovation, tenacious of landmark and tradition, 
fraternal in intercourse, his administration was notable 
for wisdom and conservatism.” 

Though always a man of religious temperament and a 
firm believer in the principles of Christianity, Past Grand 
Master Jerkins did not formally connect himself with 
the church of his choice until he was on the threshold 
of his three-score years and ten. On January 6, 1378, 
he was baptized by the Reverend Thomas H. Pritchard, 
D.D., pastor of the First Baptist Church, Raleigh. Dur- 
ing the remainder of his life he was a communicart of 
the First Baptist Church in New Bern. His life came 
to an end in the 87th year of his age on April 7, 1895. 

Past Grand Master Jerkins was twice married, but 
left no children. His first wife was Miss Sarah Mce- 
. Ilvean, of eastern North Carolina. After her death, he 
niarried Miss Susan C. Hooper, of Richmond, Virginia, 
who survived him. 

In closing this sketch of Past Grand Master Jerkins, 
I cannot do better than quote from the announcement of 
his death made by Grand Master Moye to the Grand 
Lodge in 1896: “He was a most enthusiastic Mason, 
and enjoyed the high distinction of having been elected 
Grand Master three times in succession. In every avenue 
of life, and every position to which he was celled, he was 
true and faithful to his trust”. 


CHARLES CAUTHORN CLARK 


CHARLES CAUTHORN CLARK, like his predecs- 
sors Spaight and Jerkins, was a native and life-long 
resident of New Bern. He was born on the 28th day of 
December, 1829. His father, William Clark, and his moth- 
er, whose maiden name was Martha Stevenson, resided 
in New Bern and both belonged to families of the highest 
standing in their community. 
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Charles C. Clark received his preparatory education 
at the New Bern Academy—that educationa! nursery 
of so many great North Carolinians—and went from there 
to Wake Forest College, where he was a student from 
1845 until 1847. Going from Wake Forest to Prince- 
ton University, he graduated from that renowned insti- 
tution, receiving from it the degree of Batchelor of Arts 
in 1849 and Master of Arts in 1852. After reading law 
under the Honorable William H. Washington, an eminent 
practitioner in New Bern, he was admitted.to the Bar, 
and soon gained a high rank in his profession. Form- 
ing a partnership later in life with Frederick C. Rob- 
erts, he practiced with that gentleman for some time. 
Mr. Clark was not only a highly educated and thorough- 
ly equipped lawyer, but was a man of surpassing gifts 
as a public speaker. 

During the War between the States, on September 22, 
in 1862, Mr. Clark was commissioned Commissary in 
the Thirty-first North Carolina regiment but resigned 
about three months later (December 8th), upon being 
elected Solicitor (prosecuting attorney) of the Second 
Judicial District. He retained the office of Solicitor un- 
til the downfall of the Confederate Government. 

In the turmoils of the days of Reconstruction, Mr. 
Clark was strongly alligned with the “Conservatives”, and 
was later a Democrat. He was largely instrumental in 
promoting the nomination of Jonathan Worth for Gover- 
nor, and became a close friend and confidential adviser 
of that gentleman after his election, as shown by Worth’s 
correspondence which has been published by the North 
Carolina Historical Commission. By appointment of 
Governor Worth, Mr. Glark became a director of the 
Atlantic and North Carolina Railroad Company. 

On November 9, 1865, Mr. Clark was elected a member 
of Congress, and was given a legal certificate of his elec- 
tion, but was not allowed to take his seat. Of the seven 
North Carolinians chosen in that Congressional election 
only one could qualify by taking the oath that he had held 
no DEN civil or military, under the Confederate Govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Clark was a man of deep religious convictions. 
He was a consistent member of the First Baptist Church 
in New Bern; and, in the absence of the pastor, often 
officiated in his place. From 1871 until 1873, he also 
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hay his denomination as trustee of Wake Forest Col- 
ege. 

n It was in 1851 that Brother Clark received t 

in Masonry from St. John's Lodge, No. 3, Ze SE 
By successive steps he passed up to the office of Master. 
In Royal Arch Masonry, Companion Clark belonged to 
the Chapter in New Bern. This was called Eureka 
Chapter, No. 7, prior to the war between the States. It 
later surrendered its charter and was afterwards replaced 
by New Bern Chapter, No. 46. Of the latter body Com- 
EE Clark was Excellent High Priest from 1877 until 


As early as December 3, 1860, Brother Clark became 
an elective officer of the Grand Lodge, being chosen 
Junior Grand Warden in that year. In 1870 he was elect- 
ed Grand Master of the Grand Lodge, and installed on 
December 6th. Having been duly re-elected, he was in- 
stalled for a second term on December 5, 1871. He pass- 
ed out of office on the installation of his successor, Dec- 
ember 3, 1872. The Grand Lodge officers who served 
under him during his first term were: Joseph B. Batche- 
lor, Deputy Grand Master; John Nichols, Senior Grand 
Warden; Samuel H. Rountree, Junior Grand Warden; 
William E. Anderson, Grand Treasurer; Donald 
W. Bain, Grand Secretary; J. L. Carroll, Grand Chaplain ; 
W. L. Love, Senior Grand Deacon; Samuel A. Williams, 
Junior Grand Deacon; George M. Whiteside, Grand Mar- 
shal; Thomas A. Green, Grand Sword-Bearer; Benjamin 
I. Howze, Grand Pursuivant; and Joseph H. Separk, 
Grand Tyler. These officers held over during Grand 
Master Clark’s second term except the Junior Warden, the 
Grand Chaplain, and the Grand Tyler—Clinton A. Cilley 
succeeding Junior Grand Warden Rountree (who was ap- 
pointed Grand Lecturer), Numa F. Reed succeeding Grand 
Chaplain Carroll, and Henry C. Prempert succeeding 
Grand Tyler Separk. 

The two annual addresses of Grand Master Clark set 
forth in the Grand Lodge Proceedings for the years 1871 
and 1872, were filled with practical suggestions too many 
here to quote. Two beautiful references to the principles 
of the Order, however, I cannot refrain from re-producing. 
In the 1871 Proceedings he said: 

“A profane Mason is a palpable contradiction. A 
drunken Mason is a vile slander upon our cherished in- 
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stitution. Let us see to it that he who wears the Lamb- 
skin, the emblem of innocence, shall not bedaub its spot- 
less folds with the filth of the mouth, or the mud of the 
gutter; but shall preserve it, pure and without spot, the 
badge of a Mason who reverences his God, and, unlike the 
brute, gives not the loose reins to the low propensities 
of his nature.” 

No less true and forceful were the words he spoke 
in the annual address contained in the 1872 Proceedings 
(at the end of his term) when he declared: 

“Masonry, Brethren, lives in the light; her deeds are 
deeds of light; her words are words of light; and to the 
light she brings all who kneel at her sacred alter. With 
ker eye fixed on the great moral laws, as the setless sun 
of her firmament, which ever sheds refulgent beams 
of light on the pathway which leads to the fulfilment of 
her destiny, and the accomplishment of her humane pur- 
poses, she utterly abhors and contemns the traitor to her 
teachings, who skulks in the darkness, and amid the ebul- 
litions of an unhallowed passion, or the jeers and jests 
of an unthoughted mirth, or the polluting demands of 
an insatiable appetite, makes a plaything of God’s name, 
and wallows in the mud which his own debauchery had 
EM, vuv ko 1 

*Masonry, Brethren, applauds the right and contemns 
the wrong. She adorns the palace and graces the hut. 
The politest sensibility of the most refined maidenly deli- 
cacy, is never shocked by the coarseness of her speech, 
nor the brutality of her acts. Masonry never plunges the 
dagger into the bosom of parental love. Masonry never 
holds her bacchanalian revels in the midst of the wife's 
heart-broken sobs, or the children's despairing cries. Ma- 
sonry never looks up to Heaven, and, with haughty defi- 
ance towards God, hisses insults at Him through teeth set 
on edge by her own chosen depravity, while she lives, day 
by day, on His goodness, and sleeps, night by night, on 
the pillow of His mercy. Oh, no! Masonry receives her 
light and catches her inspiration from the moral law of 
God Himself; and, while truth is a divine attribute, and 
benevolence a universal obligation, and justice shall ren- 
der to all their just dues without distinction, so long shall 
the Mason, who flies from the parlor to give vent to his 
heartrendering oaths, or turns his back upon all decent 
company to give loose reins to his debasing appetites, seek 
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no shelter and find no refuge within the sacred precincts 
of the mystic temple.” 

In his home relation Grand Master Clark was most 
fortunate, save when death invaded his family circle. In 
the year 1854 he was united in marriage with Miss Fannie 
Howard, of New Bern. From this union sprang many 
children and grand-children. His eldest son and law part- 
ner, William W. Clark, was a highly talented member of 
the Bar in his native town. He was appointed United 
States Judge for the Eastern District of North Carolina 
by President Cleveland, but failed of confirmation by the 
United States Senate in consequence of the political dis- 
cord which marked the close of Cleveland’s last term. 
His death, and that of a brother, were blows from which 
their father never recovered. Edward Clark, the present 
mayor of New Bern, is another one of the sons of Grand 
een Clark, who was also survived by several daugh- 

ers. 

Past Grand Master Clark’s deep and devoted inter- 
est in Masonry lasted through life, though the great age 
attained by him rendered him less active in his closing 
years. He died in the eighty-second year of his age on 
the 30th day of October, 1911. On the day following, 
the Grand Lodge convened in special communication to 
conduct his funeral. The church services were held at 
the First Baptist Church by its pastor, the Reverend E. 
T. Carter; and Deputy Grand Master McKoy (later 
Grand Master) held the Masonic burial services in Cedar 
Grove Cemetery. 

Of Past Grand Master Clark, it was truly said by 
Grand Master Hackett in his next annual address: “He : 
died revered by all who knew him, and the memory of 
his splendid character is a priceless legacy to North Caro- 
Jina Masonry”. 


JOHN LOUIS TAYLOR 


Before concluding my narrative, I deem it well to say 
that there have really been four Grand Masters of the 
Grand Lodge whose subordinate Lodge membership was 
in St. John’s Lodge, No. 3. From 1797 until 1811, the 

Tonorable JOHN LOUIS TAYLOR lived in New Bern, 
end then served three annual terms as Grand Master 
of the Grand Lodge, from 1802, until 1805. From 1814 
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until 1817 (after he had removed to Raleigh) he was 
again Grand Master for three terms. He attained great 
fame as a lawyer, and was the first Chief Justice of the 
present Supreme Court, which began its sittings on Jan- 
uary 1, 1819. He was also Junior Warden of the first 
vestry ‘of the Parish of Christ Church in Raleigh. As 
Grand Master Taylor spent the greatest part of his life 
away from New Bern, I shall not prolong this address by 
giving his biography. Instead, I refer any of my hearers, 
who may be interested, to a sketch of Grand Master and 
Chief Justice Taylor in the Biographical History of North 
Carolina, Volume V., pages 402-406. That sketch was 
written by me more than sixteen years ago. 


CONCLUSION 


This, my Brethren, about concludes what I have to say. 
Those old Grand Masters, whose careers I have attempted 
to depict, wrought worthily and wisely, reflecting honor 
upon the Order while living, and laying a firm foundation 
tor Masonry’s success “now, henceforth, and forever- 
more.”

APPENDIX 
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Report of Committee on Foreign Correspondence 


CLINTON, N. C., April, 17, 1922 
The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


With more than one hundred volumes of reports to 
read and digest, it is almost impossible for me to give 
to the Grand Lodge anything in the form of an annual 
report at this time. In fact, such a report would take 
up quite a lot of space in the annual proceedings of the 
. Grand Lodge—too much space, in my opinion, for the 
value of the information contained therein. 

I have discussed the question with the Grand Secre- 
tary, and, on my own initiative, I have decided to wait 
until the matters reported by me at the last annual com- 
munication are settled in a satisfactory manner, before 
giving in my annual report. It is known to the Grand 
Lodge that there are many Grand Lodges in the world 
with which we are not upon fraternal relations. Nearly 
all of these “unrecognized” bodies are demanding rec- 
ognition at this time. It may be that many of them, 
upon proper investigation, may prove themselves to be 
regular and entitled to recognition by us; but at this time, 
with no absolute knowledge as to the legality of these 
so-called Grand Lodges, we cannot, in justice to ourselves, 
receive them as fellow craftsmen in the general society 
of Grand Lodges. 

All of the Central and South American Grand Lodges 
come under this category. We have never recognized 
the Grand Lodge of Mexico, although we are upon fra- 
ternal relations with Cuba. The Grand Lodge of Texas 
has recognized the Grand Lodge of Mexico, and I have 
in my files the proceedings of the Texas Grand Lodge, 
giving just and valid reasons for this fraternal recogni- 
tion. I might add here that the action of Texas in af- 
filiating with Mexico was brought about almost entirely 
by the splendid report of Past Grand Master Andrew L. 
Randell, who went into the matter thoroughly, and in 
a spirit of absolute fraternity towards our friends beyond 
the border. 


I shall submit his report to the next Annual Com- 


munication, and upon the same grounds that actuated 
him, I shall ask the Grand Lodge of North Carolina to 
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receive and recognize the Grand Lodge of Mexico as a 
regular, sovereign Grand Lodge of Masons, with full 
rights of intercourse with the Masons of North Carolina. 

Under authority of the Grand Lodge I am new con- 
ducting a correspondence with the Consols of the United 
States at the various seats of government, among those 
countries with which we are not in fraternal relations 
Masonically, which correspondence has been approved by 
Hon. Charles E. Hughes, Secretary of State at Washing- 
ton. This is being done for the purpose of ascertaining 
the nature of the Masonic Institutions in those coun- 

ries. Many of these American Consols are Masons, and 
they can give to me and to the Grand Lodge firsit-hand 
information upon which to base our future relations with 
the Grand Lodges in their respective territories. f 

I expect to have this information in hand in time to 
file a full and detailed report at the next annual com- 
munication of this Grand Lodge; and until that is done, 
I feel that any report made by me would only be fragmen- 
tary and incomplete. ' 

I cannot conclude this report without mentioning the 
fact that Past Grand Master Charles C. Homer, 33°, of 
Baltimore, has passed to his reward. It was my pleas- 
ure to know Grand Master Homer. He was with me at 
the Cedar Rapids Conferences, and was the Treasurer of 
the Executive Commission of the Masonic Service As- 
sociation. I hope the Grand Master will pay a proper 
tribute to this great and good man in his annual address 
next January.

Most WORSHIPFUL SIR AND BROTHER: I am inclos- 


ing my belated inspection reports of the several Lodges 
of the Fifth District. 
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The best laid plans of mind and men often gang 
aglee, . says the poet. When I last wrote you I had hoped 
to visit personally every Lodge in the District before 
making my report, but a "grip cold" put me in bed for 
two weeks and made it unwise for me to force the 
SCENE incident to long night drives over bad country 
roads. 

The facts submitted have been received through cor- 
respondence, via telephone and personal conferences with 
Masters and others. 

The one big fact stands out that the majority of the 
Lodges are lacking in virile leadership. The Masters and 
other officers simply perform their work in a passive man- 
ner, not comprehending the significance and privilege of 
their position and opportunity in being able “to set the 
craft to work,” giving them proper instruction for their 
labors, that it means anything outside of the routine 
Lodge work. 

Masonry is not standing for good citizenship and 
throwing its influence on the side of good citizenship. 
This is one of the cases where you are morally certain 
but not legally certain. This I feel can be said of the 
following Lodges: Shelmerdine, No. 545; Winterville, 
No. 523, Grimesland, No. 475. Several of the other 
Lodges are tainted with it. ` 

Here is our big problem in this district: to develop 
a clean, wholesome, positive public openion within our 
Lodges for the principles of conduct and living that Ma- 
sonry expects of her followers, and to eliminate those 
members who are unwilling to live as Masons should, if 
necessary to lift the charters from those Lodges that 
wink at, foster and do not condemn bad conduct and bad 
citizenship among its members. 

Second, I note this fact: It may be largely respon- 
sible for many of the evils existent in our Lodges. Our 
Masons who have the capacity, the initiative, the per- 
sonality, are not attending the Blue Lodge. _ They are 
not occupying the stations, they are not exercising lead- 
ership in that branch of Masonry that is fundamental 
«nd where good leadership is so essential. Our new mem- 
bers are not brought into contact with that type of Ma- 
son who can give them vision of a true conception of what 
Masonry is. They are not receiving the inspiration, not 
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getting the social contacts that they expect and have a 
right to expect. 

Our stronger Masons must come to a realizing sense 
that they are doing Masonry a real harm and putting 
Masonry into jeopardy, when they segregate themselves 
to the Commandery or other higher orders, leaving the 
novice and the poorly qualified to conduct the affairs of 
the local Blue Lodge. 

I don’t believe our members of the higher orders 
have realized this situation. f 

I have been bringing this fact to the attention of the 
Sir Knights of Greenville, and they confess they have 
not thought of the situation in just this light, and I am 
finding a spirit to co-operate with me in the future to 
remedy the situation and build up and strengthen Ma- 
sonry in the Blue Lodges of Greenville and the district. 
Pardon me for this long dissertation, but I think my study 
of conditions of the Fifth District has revealed several 
sore spots.

My DEAR BROTHER OWEN: I have at last returned 
to the office after being out again since the 24th of Sep- 
tember, and I will take up the matters referred to in your 
correspondence with Brother Holden of recent date. As 
to the educational work in the Tenth District, I have ex- 
plained to you in person the status of that. The outline 
made in the report printed by the Grand Lodge is very, 
very hard to put over in the small country Lodges. It 
shoots entirely over the heads of even the leaders and is 
not simple enough either in outline or subject matter, 
for beginners in the study of Freemasonry. As to the 
effort on behalf of the hospital, I wish to report that it 
will be next to impossible to tell who has or has not sub- 
scribed in the Tenth District, inasmuch as the subscrip- 
tions were made directly to Oxford and not handled by 
each Secretary, unless this data can be obtained from 
headquarters. I have circularized the district and in ev- 
ery visitation I call attention to the hospital as well as the 
other needs of the Asylum, stressing the hospital first. 
The financial condition of the district is bad—it may be 
better described as practically bankrupt, with pressure 
being exerted by collectors on every hand. I hope to 
have a more favorable report before Christmas. 

I am very sorry that I have not been able to visit ev- 
ery Lodge in this district this year, but owing to illness 
it has been impossible—however I have made quite a 
number of visits and inspections, the reports of which 
have been forwarded to the Grand Secretary's office. I 
have made some unofficial visits in which I have used the 
opportunities given to bring the plans of the Grand Mas- 
ter and the Grand Lodge to the attention of the Breth- 
ren, thus hoping to effect the results desired. 

I am very sorry that you were not able to be with us 
at the last reunion, and we are looking forward to the 
time when you will visit with us again.

I did not have a district meeting, on account of sick- 
ness at. time it was scheduled for, and since then have 
been unable to get a date suitable for all. I attribute 
this one fact to the cause of nothing more having been 
done in my district along these two lines than have been. 
If business conditions had been better I am sure that we 
would have been able to report nice contributions to the 
Hospital Fund and members would have taken more in- 
terest in other lines of work. 

A small increase is shown in membership. Lodges 
all in good. shape, but some a little inactive. Several 
have had lecturer, but not all. 

Have some Masons at West End, in Moore county who 
wish to form a Lodge, and have the consent of the Lodges 
interested, but have only three members who can pass 
satisfactory examination to serve as officers. Brother 
Edwards tells me that it is necessary to have five and 
that they should have a lecturer who when he had finished 
would make his recommendations. I have notified the 
Brethren that this is the case, so think by the end of an- 
other year we will have added another Lodge to our 


State list.

DEAR BROTHER WILSON: Iam here making a brief re- 
port of my official work as District Deputy for the 25th 
Masonic District.

There were about 200 
present, this being a very notable event, owing to the 
fact that. O. C. Herrington was installed as Master to 
succeed W. W. Taylor who had served the Lodge as Mas- 
ter faithfully for twenty-five years. The new officers are 
learning the authorized work; 1 have visited them sev- 
eral times since and they are getting along well with the 
work. 

June 24th, 1 visited Scotch-Ireland Lodge, at Cleve- 
land, installed officers for them, and with the assistance 
of Bro. J. M. Harris, of Albemarle, talked to them about 
the hospital. There was a good crowd out and they prom- 
ised to do all they could for the hospital. 

By my request, Bro. R. L. Brown visited Concord 
July 4th, and installed officers for them and told them 
about the hospital. Brother Brown reported a good 
meeting and said they promised to help all they could on 
the hospital. I expected to join Brother Brown at Con- 
cord but my train was late and did not get there. 

July 5th, I met Brother Brown at Kannapolis, visited 
the Lodge there, installed officers and we talked to them 
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about the hospital. They promised to do all they could. 
There was a good crowd at the meeting. 

July 6th, Brother Brown visited with several of the 
Brethren at Badin and talked with them in regard to hos- 
pital; said they were glad to see him and promised to 
do all they could. 

July 7th, I met Brother Brown and Bro. J. M. Har- 
ris, at Albemarle, and visited the Lodge at Norwood. It 
was a bad night, but they had a good crowd. I installed 
officers for them. Brother Brown and Brother Harris 
told them about the hospital, they appointed committees 
and promised to push the proposition. 

January 12th, I visited Andrew Jackson Lodge, at 
Salisbury, and witnessed the third degree.

Usual- 
ly several sets of officers could be picked up in almost 
any one of the Lodges. 

The District Deputy has visited every Lodge and 
some of them several times. All work done in the pres: 
ence of the Deputy was very creditable and he know: 
many others can do work well. Never fail to confer : 
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degree account of the absence of an officer. No serious 
criticism should be made to any of the work done in the 
district. 

However, Rock Spring, No. 341, is almost dormant. 
They seldom have a meeting and little or no work is be- 
ing done. Lodge is situate 16 miles in the country and 
the membership is badly scattered. 1 spent time and 
money trying to interest them. in procuring a lecturer 
but failed. Considerable interest was shown by some of 
the members. My successor should by all means get a 
lecturer there for at least three or four weeks, and should 
make an active Lodge here and it is needed. 

Wm. J. Hicks Memorial Hospital. I regret to say the 
contributions and pledges to this fund are not gratifying. 
However, our people in the mill section have been unable 
to do much. They are all deeply interested and want to 
help and will do so as soon as they are able. In some in- 
stances complete canvass has been made of the mem- 
bership, and some have done fairly well. Expect to do 
better soon, if conditions improve. 

` Educational. Considerable interest has been mani- 
fested, and while the Educational Program has not been 
carried out in detail, still the campaign has been a great 
stimulus to better work—and to a higher conception of 
the true Masonic spirit and teachings among men.

DEAR SIR AND BROTHER: I find it impracticable to 
make my report on the regular form for District Deputy, 
furnished by the Grand Lodge, owing to the way in 
which I have my work organized. I will however give 
you a written report of my year’s work. ` , 

On August 4, 1919, I held my first district meeting 
with Elkin Lodge, No. 454. At this meeting we organized 
the Tri-annual District meeting. We contracted with 
R. F. Edwards, Grand Lecturer, to be with us in all 
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these future meetings to catechise, lecture, and exempli- 
fy the three degrees in Masonry. This plan gives us 
three days and three nights every four months for this 
work. We have a plan by which we give these meetings 
to the Lodge making the strongest bid. We give one day 
and one night to Entered Apprentice, and one day and one 
right to Fellow Craft and one day and one night to the. 
Master's degree. I try to have different Lodges to put on 
or exemplify each degree. This gives a spirit of compe- 
tition and is, we think, ultimately going to result in 
much good for Masonry in the Thirty-first District. This 
proves to be a very economical arrangement to the 
Lodges as it only cost each Lodge in the district $5.25 
for nine days and nine nights under the instructions of 
the Grand Lecturer. 

At the first district meeting on August 4, 1919, we or- 
ganized the Surry-Yadkin Masonic picnic to be held an- 
nually at Elkin, N. C., on August 4, 1920. We held our 
first picnic with gross receipt of $733.61, and the second 
with gross receipts of $886.60. We are very much en- 
couraged over the result of these picnics. We anticipate 
a great future for these occasions as Elkin is located on 
the county line of Surry and Yadkin. If the Masons in 
the Thirty-first District will give this organization their 
loyal support, as I believe they will, it is ultimately going 
to be a financial aid to our little jewels at Oxford, N. C. 
I bespeak of you and all the incoming Grand Masters not 
to overlook these picnics, but to give them your loyal 
support. 

Owing to this arranging I do not have the time out 
of my business to visit each Lodge as the Code demands, 
but at the district meetings I am endeavoring to cover 
the ground. I hope that you can accept and approve 
this method which I adopted. 

In regard to conditions of the Lodges in my district 
I have several fine working Lodges, but I am sorry to 
say that there are quite a few that are not in a good 
working condition that will-require a great deal of work 
and attention. But it is to be hoped that our plan of 
district meetings is going to do much to improve these 
Lodges as they progress. I have noticed after holding 2 
district meeting in any of these Lodges, there is a de 
mand especially among the younger Masons to have the 
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work as the Grand Lodge demands that it shall be 
taught. f 
Regretting my inability in not being able to make out 
the report as prescribed by the Grand Lodge, I hope, 
however, that my action in this matter will be accep- 
table.

DEAR SIR AND BROTHER: .I am sending you here- 
with my inspection report for the Thirty-ninth Masonic 
District. I am very glad to have been able to visit every 
Lodge in the district during my term as District Deputy 
Grand Master. 

I have had a good meeting at every Lodge in the 
Thirty-ninth District, there being quite a number of the 
members in attendance at each meeting. 

Among the smaller Lodges throughout the district, 
.conditions are not as favorable for some as others, but 
everything considered, I think they are progressing very 
nicely. 

- As you will note from my inspection report, I have 
made some recommendations, changes, etc. among the 
small Lodges, which in my judgment, will be beneficial to 
them, and which I hope meets with your approval. 

I have called their attention to the ruling of the Grand 
Lodge that they must have the services of a Lecturer, for 
at least one week every two years. 

And in every case where their dues are under two . 
dollars, that they be raised to at least two dollars per 
year, and where their initiation fees are under thirty 
dollars that they be raised to at least thirty. Some of 
the small Lodges have never raised their dues or initia- 
tion fees, and their treasury is completely exhausted and 
I felt that some changes were necessary to put them on 
their feet, and provide funds to enable them to get a Lec- 
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turer as early as possible. I have taken up with each 
Lodge in regard to the hospital fund, also the Education- 
al Course, and have placed a committee at each Lodge to 
. take up this work and push it forward as rapidly as pos- 
sible. I have noted committees on back of my report and . 
they can be communicated with at any time in regard to 
their progress. I sincerely hope this will be helpful in 
this work and I shall continue to do everything possible 
myself. 

Our district meeting was held at Biltmore October 
15th and was a splendid success in every way; there be- 
ing over two hundred attending. I think a district meet- 
ing should be held every three months at least, somewhere 
in the district; it’s a splendid means of getting the Ma- 
sons together, and I think much more can be accom- 
plished by meeting more often.

Most WORSHIPFUL SIR AND BROTHER: ‘lhe inspec- 
tion report of the various Lodges of the Forty-second 
District has been forwarded to the Grand Secretary. 
There are, however, some things not mentioned in the 
report to which I wish to call your attention. 

During the year I have visited all the Lodges in the 
district except two—Unaka, No. 268, Webster, N. C., and 
Blue Ridge, No. 435, Highlands, N. C. The Brethren of 
the former Lodge I have made repeated efforts to get to- 
gether, without success, and the latter I have been un- 
able to reach on account of the bad condition of the roads. 
Especially was this the trouble at the times they had 
their meetings. I might add that this Lodge is situated 
about forty miles from the railroad which makes it ra- 
ther inaccessible except when the roads are at their best. 
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The condition of the Craft, as a whole, in the district 
is good, practically all the Lodges making substantial 
gains during the year. The Educational Campaign in- 
stituted at the last meeting of the Grand Lodge has met 
with only fairly good results. I believe one of the chief 
causes of this seeming lack of interest is due to the fact 
that all the Lodges in the district, except three, still hang 
on to the work they have been using for years. It is 
what might be termed a combination work—just picked 
up here and there from different sources. Moreover, 
these Lodges have never employed the services of a 
Grand Lecturer, consequently they use the work they are 
able to pick up. However, I am arranging a schedule for 
those Lodges of the district which as yet have not been 
lectured, and if my plans carry, which no doubt they 
will, I believe the coming year will see all the Lodges in 
this section with the uniform work well installed. Then 
the educational movement will find a favorable soil on 
which to grow, with much good resulting. 


This county (Jackson) is entirely too small to sup- 
port five Lodges, and I believe if at least two or three 
‘charters were arrested that much good would result 
from such a course. I have talked with quite a number 
of prominent and influential Masons who, like myself, 
believe there are too many, Lodges in this county, and 
that it would be much'better to have two or three stronz 
Lodges than five weak ones. 

The question of raising funds for the William J. 
Hicks Memorial Hospital I have taken up with each 
Lodge in the district at different times during the year. 
Some have responded fairly well; others have not done 
what they should, while others have done nothing. But 
I believe interest in this great and beneficent movement 
will grow among the Craft and that another year will 
bring more liberal contributions.

Mosr WoRSHIPFUL GRAND MASTER: I herewith sub- 
mit report on regular form for eight of the Lodges in the 
Forty-third District. My reason for not being able to 
submit regular report for the others is as follows: Mont- 
gomery, No. 426, and Brasstown, No. 485, I mailed no- 
tice to the officers of these Lodges that I would be there 
at a certain date to inspect them, and when I got there 
no one was present: Marble Spring Lodge, No. 439, I 
visited at one of their regular communications, and the 
Secretary was not present and he had the books, I re- 
quested the Master to have the Secretary to bring his 
books to Andrews for my inspection, but he has failed 
to show up. Shoal Creek, No. 644, I have been unable 
to visit yet, however, I am of the opinion that they are in 
very good shape, as Bro. J. L. Nelson, Assistant Grand 
Lecturer, was with them not more than a year ago. 

The advisability of discontinuing the following Lodges 
should be considered: Marble Spring, No. 439, Mont- 
gomery, No. 426, Brasstown, No. 485, Bellview, No. 416, 
and Grand View, No. 608. _ i 

In the first place there are ten Lodges in Cherokee 
County, and the five above under consideration are in 
the same county. And if they are discontinued it would 
not be a hardship on any member to move his member- 
ship into one of the five Lodges left in Cherokee county. 


None of the Lodges under consideration are con- 
forming to the laws of the Grand Lodge in regard to the 
amount to be charged for annual dues. Neither do they 
seem willing to conform to the law in regard to securing 
the services of a Grand Lecturer once in two years. They 
seem to think that the Grand Lodge is trying to impose 
some kind of new Masonry on them for the purpose of 
giving the Lecturers something to do. 

Marble Spring Lodge, No. 439, is located at Marble, 
six miles from Andrews and ten miles from Murphy; 
Montgomery Lodge, No. 426, is located at Ranger, four 
miles. from Notla Lodge at Culberson and six miles from 
Cherokee Lodge at Murphy. Brasstown Lodge, No. 485, 
is located at Brasstown, seven miles from Murphy; Bell- 
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view Lodge, No. 416, at Bellview nine miles from Murphy 
and nine miles from Notla Lodge at Culberson; and 
Grand View Lodge, No. 608, is located at Grand View, 
six miles from Murphy. A good many of their members 
live nearer Cherokee Lodge at Murphy than they do their 
own Lodge. This Lodge should never have been insti- 
tuted as there was no reason why they could not have 
joined Cherokee at Murphy. 

Bellview and Brasstown are the farthest from an- - 
other Lodge of any of the five under consideration, and 
neither of these have a sufficient number of members in 
their vicinity to have a regular quorum at all their meet- 
ings. 

The discontinuance of the five Lodges mentioned 
would, in my opinion, be for the betterment of Masonry 
in this district, as there seems to be a tendency in these 
Lodges to increase their membership, regardless as to 
whether the man is worthy for the degrees of Masonry 
or not. It would also strengthen the membership of the 
five other Lodges left in Cherokee County, and as a 
whole each Lodge would have better material to draw 
from, more money to do business with and better mate- 
rial to select officers from. 

I shall always be ready to give any other information 
that I may be able to in regard to any Lodges of the 
Forty-third District that you may wish. I am,
